Washington, April 1.—The reply of 
Spain to the final representations of 
President McKinley began to arrive at 
the White House at 11 o'clock last night, 
and the president, with Assistant Sec- 
retary Day, stayed up to read it as fast 
4s it was transmitted. The president 
knew in a general way something of the 
nature of the dispatch, but he was anx- 
all the details.

A QUESTION OF HOW. 


Agreement Said to Have Been Reached 
on All Points, 

Madrid, April 1—After a conference 
of three Spanish ministers and General 
Woodford, which lasted about an hour 
last evening, one of the members of the 
cabinet said: “I firmly believe that 
peace is assured. Spain, ina note drawn 
up personally by Mr. Sagasta, has made 
enormous concessionz in the hope of as- 
suring peace. She has given way in 
every possible manner, only drawing the 
line where her dignity as a nation has 
been violated. We are sure the presi- 
dent of the United States, with his fair- 
ness of mind, will see how anxious we 
are for peace. 

“On all points we agreed with the 
propositions of the United States; but it 
is a question of how tiey should be ap- 
plied. I believe that General Woodford 
fully appreciated our attitude. If the 
president. of the United States is strong 
enough, as we firmly believe, what we 
suggested means peace of the highest 
kind. If the jingoes have their own 
way, it simply means war, and we have 
got to accept it. But 1 am firmly con- 
vinced that we are going to have peace.” 

Minister Woodford, immediately after 
the conference, retired to the legation 
and wrote out a lengthy cipher cable to 
the president. 

Most remarkable during the whole day 
has been the entire absence of any ex- 
citement. Nobody here believes in war. 
The ministers, above all, believe in 
peace. All appreciate the situation as 
serious, however, and press and public 
treat it as such. General Woodford, it 
was noted, was mostcordial with the 
Spanish ministers, ani they expressed 
themselves as favoraby impressed with 
him, 

Premier Sagasta sad to an _ inter- 
viewer: “As Spanishsovereignty ob- 
tains in Cuba we chim the right to 
manage the island in our own way. 
People du not care to gibmit the affairs 
of their own househod to arbitration. 
The application of awonomy ought to 
settle the question in Cuba, particularly 
as it is not hideboundautonomy. There 
is no reason why thisautonomy should 
not be made even moe comprehensive 
if itis shown to be desinble, but the right 
of the United States tc feed the Cubans 
and the nature of he intervention 
claimed by the Unitd States are dis- 
tinct questions, and hould be treated 
as such. The urging ‘f a discussion of 
the whole Cuban queston at once great- 
ly increases the difficlty at this time.”

During a Debat Over Cuba, 
Washington, April —For three hours 
Thursday the packecgalleries and the 
members of the hose listened to a 
passionate outburst f oratory on the 
Cuban question, dung which the in- 
tensity of feeling wa alternately man- 
ifested by cheers, jeerand hisses. Time 
and again the excid throngs in the 
galleries were admonhed to be silent.

The speeches whi:stirred the assem- 
blage were made | Mr. Grosvenor of 
Ohio, who, it wasssumed, spoke for 
the administrationid who practically 
pledged it to the use of free Cuba; 
Mr. Bailey of Tes, the Democratic 
leader; who annoued the Democratic 
position as for freCCuba without war 
if it could be avied, but with war 
if necessary, andr. Johnson of In- 
diana, who spoke r peace, declaring 
that it was our duto go to the extfeme 
in magnanimity tcvoid the horrors of 
war. 

Mr. Lewis, a Inocrat from Wash- 
ington, provoked e speech of Mr. 
Johnson, which aised the members 
and the galleries tae fever pitch of ex- 
citement. He ha@nounced the prop- 
osition that Cuba rchase her freedom 
from Spain, whicit was alleged, the 
administration wasstering. Then Mr. 
Johnson, in a briint speech, pleaded 
for peace. Like partan he faced the 
storm of hisses wh swept down from 
the galleries, andith passionate ut- 
terance adjured mbers to pause be- 
fore they plungede country into war. 


ing to raise $100,000,000 to purchase their 
independence. We have brought these 
two antagonizing forces together by the 
success of the judgment, diplomacy and 
exalted patriotism of the statesman 
fn the White House, and I believe that 
if we will give him a fair opportunity 
to carry out his purposes he will bring 
us to a triumphant conclusion without 
shedding an ounce of American blood.” 

Mr. Bailey, in a ringing speech which 
set his followers and the galleries wild, 
announced his belief, from what Mr. 
Johnson had said, that the purpose of 
the Republicans in refusing to join with 
the Democrats was to give the admin- 
istration an opportunity to compel the 
Cuban patriots to purchase their inde- 

pendence they had won from the butch- 
ers of Spain. He said he too deplored 
war and, in describing its horrors as the 
southern people had known them, drew 
tears from the eyes of some of his col- 
leagues. He declared that there was 
yet achancetoavertwar. Hehad been 
told within 24 hours by a representative 
of the Cuban junta that all the Cubans 
wanted was to have their independence 
recognized, as with the munitions of 
war and the recruits they could then ob- 
tain their independence could be 
achleved. 

“In all the history of this republic no 
party has ever acted more patriotically 
or unselfishly than the Democratic party 
has during this crisis,’ he continued. 
“Six months ago, if you had done as we 
urged you to do, if you had recognized 
the rights of these struggling patriots 
to fight for independence, war would 
have been averted and Cuba would to- 
day be an established fact in the his- 
tory of the world, and that unfortunate 
disaster which has horrified humanity 
and humiliated American citizenship 
would never have occurred, The great 
battleship Maine would still have been 
upon the high seas, flying the flag of this 
republic, and the more than 250 brave 
sailors, many of whom now sleep many 
fathoms deep beneath Cuban waters, 
would now be wearing the uniform of 
the nation which they honored with their 
courage and sought to defend with their 
ives.” 

This speech drew from General Gros- 
venor a fiery answer. He charged Mr. 
Bailey with attempting to make political 
capital He denounced the statement 
that the administration intended to force 
Cuba to buy her freedom as the silly 
invention of an idiot, and declared that 
from the president down the adminis- 
tration was for free Cuba. He thrilled 
his auditors when he asked: “What 
means the mighty demonstration of war 
that is being made in this country? 
What is the United States going to do? 
Is it going to make a ‘shilly-shally’ dec- 
laration that the Cubans are free and 
then let them go to the devil in the clutch 
of the Spanish nation? My countrymen, 
you have not been betrayed by your ad- 
ministration or deceived by it. Thead- 
ministration is in touch wth the high- 
est inspiration and the best motives 
of patriotic citizens throughout the 
whole land, and the people of this coun- 
try will shout in praise of a Republican 
administration that will carry into ex- 
ecution the power, the will, and the 
edict of the American people.” 

After Mr. Grosvenor concluded the 
debate went on, the most significant ut- 
terances being made by Mr. Cummings, 
a New York Democrat, who denounced 
the political character which the ques- 
tion was assuming as unpatriotic and 
unwise. Little progress was made with 
the naval bill. The only important 
amendment adopted was one appropriat- 
ing $500,000 for the erection of new build- 
ings at the naval academy. 


Enthuslasm In Madrid. 

Madrid, April 1.—The sale of seats for 
the performance for the benefit of a pop- 
ular fund to purchase a warship amount- 
ed to more than $32,500, including a gift 
of $10,000 from Marquis Vellemejor; but 
many important amounts are not includ- 
ed in this total. The house was 
crammed and the scene was one of in- 
describable enthusiasm, with frenzied 
cries of “‘Long live Spain,” “Long live 
Cuba” and “Long live the army and 
navy.” 

The moment the queen regent entered 
the royal box the audience gave her 
a@ delirious ovation, which was repeated 
after the third act of the opera. The 
scenes were really extravagant. Ladies 
of the highest aristocracy, in brilliant 
toilets and jewels, ministers and high 
officials, occupied boxes, while the or- 
dinary cheaper seats were occupied by 
personages high in society. 

The final scene was a magnificent 
apotheosis. In the center of the stage, 
on a pedestal, appeared a gilded lion 
holding in his paw the Spanish escutch- 
eon on a trophy of national flags. Be- 
hind the lion, whose eyes flashed with 
electric lights, were other groups, in- 
cluding faithful productions of the ves- 
sels with which Columbus discovered 
America. The names of Alfonzo XII 
and Alfonzo XIII appeared on the face 
of another pedestal bearing the figure 
of a matron representing Spain, 


Stripped of Woodwork. 

Key West, April 1.—Every preparation 
for action was taken on the warships 
yesterday. All woodwork was stripped 
off exposed spots and sent ashore. The 
wood pilot houses on the cruisers were 
taken down. To a certain extent in- 
terior woodwork was also removed and 
sent ashore. Even the sailors’ wooden 
boxes were removed from some of the 
ships.

Almeda, South Carolina,

Editors of Patriot and Daily Ledger: 

While I am pleased to know that 
Ward Six has a representative in the 
City Council who is alive to the in- 
justice which the payment of an-un- 
necessarily large part of the city debt 
does to any given year, I can not 
entirely agree with your editorial in 
which you express the hope that the 
law will be found to permit the re- 
newal of a part of that debt for the 
present year. This is not (as you say) 
a debt contracted for ordinary 
municpal purposes, but is on the con- 
trary a debt contracted for specific 
purposes and is not a compulsory debt 
but one wholly within the discretion 
of the City Council to contract. 

The present conditions are not the 
result of careless legislation, but are 
the deliberate action of the legisla- 
tives and executives which authorized 
them. It is entirely true that all 
legislature bodies not only empowered 
but are expected to amend or repeal 
the acts of their predecessors to suit 
new conditions, but it is also true 
that such action should not be taken 
when only temporary relief is needed, 
especially when it involves the setting 
up of an exceedingly bad precedent. 

As I remember the status of Quincy’s 
debt of this class, these extraordinary 
large payments end with the year 1899, 
and therefore will not affect the tax 
rate beyond that time, while to refund 
any part of this debt will at least serve 
to establish the act that a part of this 
debt may be postponed, which to say 
the least is a very unnecessary power 
to be placed in the hands of any legis- 
lative body. 

Is it not much better to complete 
unfortunate payments, trusting 
that this heroic remedy will forever 
make certain that this debt shall 
always be equitably distributed over 
the ten years provided by statute law. 
Reference to your files for 1892 and 
1893 (which are the years in which 
most of those short-loans were made) 
will at once establish the fact, that 
this condition of the city debt is not 
at all accidental or he result of careless 
or hasty legislation, but was arrived 
at after consideration in 
mittee sharp debate in 
Council.

the next, four or more years this morn- 
ing. Callers at the office would never 
know that there had been any change 
in postmasters, and letters were de- 
livered on time as usual. 

Both Mr. Hammond and Mr. Burke 
were on hand when the office opened 
and the latter gentleman turned over 
the government property to his suc- 
cessor, although he will be at the office 
for a few days finishing up his 
quarterly reports and assisting Mr. 
Hammond to familiarize himself with 
his new duties. 

Mr. Burke has been an efficient and 
painstaking official and leaves the 
office with the good will of all business 
men and citizens, who do business at 
this office. A number of improve- 
ments have been made under Mr. 
Burke in the way of additional mails 
and the extension of the free delivery 
system and in looking back over the 
past four years he can do so with 
pride. Mr. Hammond is almost too 
well known to Quincy citizens to need 
any introdaction, having served this 
district for three years in the Great 
and General court. He comes to the 
office with the determination to main- 
tain the present standard of the office 
and to make all possible improvements 
in the service. 

One of these improvements which 
will come within a few months will be 
the extension of the free delivery 
system to Atlantic and Wollaston, 
which will then include all the 
territory of Quincy. The planas now 
outlined is to make Wollaston a dis- 
tributing point and Atlantic a sub- 
station simillar to West Quincy. This 
plan Postmaster Hammond thinks will 
be in operation by July first, although 
it may be a month later. 

Postmaster Hammond received a 
number of calls this morning from 
his friends, who congratulated him 
upon entering upon the duties of his 
new Office, and wishing him all suc-

AT GITY HALL 


In and Out Among the Officials 
of Quincy. 


The permanent members of the Fire 
Department have been supplied with 
new badges, the design being similar 
to that used by the Boston Fire De- 
partment. Chief Engineer Packard has 
had a steel die made for these badges 
and hereafter all badges for the per- 
manent men will be made from this 
die. 

In shape it maltese 
cross. In the centre ona circle are 
the words ‘‘Fire Department, Quincy”’ 
while on the bottom arm of the cross 
are the letters, ‘*‘Mass.’’ The badge 
worn by the engineer of the steamer 
has the letter *‘E’’ in the centre of the 
circle ; that of the assistant engineer, 
the letters ‘‘ A. E’’; that of the super- 
intendent of the fire alarm, the letters 
**Supt.,’’ and those of the drivers are 
numbered from one upwards. The 
badges are made of German silver. 

At the meeting of the Water Com- 
missioners Thursday evening a number 
of minor extensions were voted, A 
contract for pipe for the year was also 
made at the rate of $19.00 per ton, 
which is about one dollar cheaper than 
last year. The first consignment of 
pipe ordered is for about 200 tons, and 
includes the sixteen-inch pipe that is 
to be used in connecting the Quincy 
system with the Metropolitan supply. 

The joint Committee on Public 
Buildings and streets and the Com- 
mittee on Finance meet tonight. The 
latter committee will consider the 
budget of the Fire Department. 

The Water Commissioners have 
adopted a new rule which requires all 
applicants for service connections to 
deposit the sum of $10 with the City 
Treasurer before work is commenced. 
Also that any amount due the water 
department in addition to this amount 
must be paid before the water will be 
turned on. 

Officer David J. Barry commenced 
today to do day duty in the Centre and 
Officer Nicol takes his place as night 
officer in the Centre.

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TWOTALES OF MURDER 


Melancholy Man Took the Life of 
His Wife and Himself. 


Solution of an Old Mystery In 
New Hampshire. 


Slow a Box of Human Bones Came to Be In 
a Pond. 


we 


Boston, April 1—Herbert R. Dicker- 
man shot and killed his wife, Malvina, 
at their home in Brookline Thursday 
afternoon, and then killed himself with 
the same weapon, 

Margaret Packard, the mother of Mrs. 
Dickerman, was the only person in the 
house at the time of the shooting, and 
hesitated to enter the room until some 
of the neighbors arrived. The door was 
finally burst open, and Mrs. Dickerman 
was discovered on her knees beside the 
bed with her headin herarm. She was 
quite dead, while a ghastly bullet hole 
in the back of her neck showed too 
plainly how death came. On the floor 
writhed her husband, alive, but un- 
conscious, with the blood pouring from 
a terrible wound in the eye, while tightly 
clasped in his hand was the revolver 
that he had used with such fearful re- 
sults. Dickerman died tn about an hour 
without regaining consciousness, so that 
the circumstances surrounding the last 
few minutes of the life of both will never 
be known. 

Mrs. Dickerman’s mother stated to 
the police that for some time her son-in- 
law had appeared to be dull and morose, 
though for what reason she could not 
explain. The couple had been married 
about five years, and seemed to enjoy life 
to its utmost. Dickerman was some- 
what older than his wife, being 34, while 
she was 26. 

One of the best specialists in Boston on 
mental disorders had been treating 
Dickerman for melancholia for some 
time, and saw him yesterday morning. 
The deceased was treasurer of the Alls- 
ton Baptist church for about eight years, 
and was one of the foremost members of 
the church, as was also Mrs. Dicker- 
man. 


Accused of a Brutal Murder. 

Sanbornville, N. H., April 1.—William 
F. Nason, alias Peter Sharkley of this 
town, who was arrested several weeks 
ago and lodged in the Carrol county fail 
at Ossipee on the charge of larceny, now 
stands charged with murder, and this 
community is witnessing the unravel- 
ling of one of the deepest mysteries in 
eastern New Hampshire for years. 

The alleged murderer has been con- 
fined in jail and prison on _ several 
charges, and received his sentence un- 
der the name of Sharkley. When he was 
arrested a short time ago on the charge 
of stealing a harness, he was given a 
term in the house of correction at Os- 
sipee, and while there he claimed that 
the theft was committed by Frank 
Sherburne of this place. The fact was 
communicated to Sherburne, who made 
the startling statement to County Solici- 
tor Foote that he could convict Sharkley 
of murder, and then told the story of 
the Lovell pond mystery in Ossipee. 

Sherburne claims that he and Shark- 
ley were at a road house when a stranger 
drove into the yard and asked where he 
could procure bait for fishing. The 
stranger bought drinks and displayed a 
large roll of bills. They went out with 
him to the pond, where, as Sherburne 
states, Sharkley hit the stranger witha 
large club. It is alleged that he then 
took an ax and cut him up, cutting the 
flesh from Afterwards the 
alleged murderer procured a_ box, in 
which he placed the bones, and wishing 
to destroy any possible evidence of the 
crime he deposited the box in the Lovell 
pond. Some time after, on Nov. 22, 1891, 
the box was found, and County Solicitor 
Foote attempted to solve the mystery. 
The county expended several thousand 
dollars trying to find a clue to the perpe- 
trator of the crime. When the

thought 
they represented the remains of Hiram 
Sawtelle, who was murdered by his 
brother, but after that mystery Was 
solved, the Lovell pond matter was 
dropped and no further search made for 
the murderer. 

Nason claims that the crime was com- 
mitted by Sherburne, and also impli- 
cates another Sanbornville man. The 
authorities have never been able to 
learn the name of the man who was 
murdered, but the bones will be produced 
in court. It is thought the man was 
about 40 years of age, was well dressed 
and had a large amount of money in his 
pockets.

One Sailor Lost. 

Provincetown, Mass., April 1—The 
three-masted schooner Willie H. Hig- 
gins, Captain Freeman, went ashore on 
Peaked Hill bar yesterday and ts a total 
loss. Seven of her crew of eight men 
and the wife of the steward were taken 
off by the lifesaving crew, but Gilbert 
Gibbs of Providence, 51 years old, was 
washed overboard and lost just after the 
schooner struck the bar. 

The Higgins was owned in Wellfleet, 
and was bound from Boothbay for New 
York with a cargo ofice. Therun down 
to the cape was made in quick time, but 
just before sighting Highland light it 
shut in thick and blew hard from the 
northeast. When off the whistling buoy 
all the sails were blown from the bolt 
ropes and the schooner was blown 
ashore, going to pieces soon after the 
rescue. 


Kicked and Lashed a Boy. 

Fall River, Mass., April 1.—Andrew 
Carr, a farmer living in the outskirts of 
this city, was fined $100 in the district 
court for assault upon James F. Ryan, 
a ll-year-old boy in hisemploy. He took 
the boy from a Rhode Island institution 
last October. The boy bore the marks 
of kicks and a whip lash. Judge Mc- 
Donough held that the evidence of guilt 
was sufficient, and that the offense was 
magnified by the fact that the boy is an 
orphan.

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BOSTON OPINION. 


Advertier Enuuoiates the Fixed Pur- 
pose of This Country. 

Boston, April 1.—‘Amid all the uncer- 
tainty in which this Spanish embroglic 
is involved,” The Advertiser notes, “it is 
exceedingly fortunate that one great 
truth is clear as the sunlight and as 
firm as a rock. Cuba mustbefree. * * 
This christian nation is at length aroused 
throughout its length and breadth by 
the highest and purest impulses which 
can impel a people to action, guided by 
sanctified reason. The resolve has at 
length become fixed and imperative that 
‘the torture, slaughter and nameless 
outrages inflicted, systematically, with 
the knowledge and full consent and in 
large degree by the express command 
of Spain upon women, children, old men, 
the sick and other non-combatants 
throughout the island, shall cease, at 
once and forever. The only question is 
as to the means for putting into effect 
this righteous determination.” 

“Personal sympathy on the part of 
certain monarchs of Europe is one thing; 
a united effort to hinder by mediation 
the coming faevitable is another and 
quite a different thing,’’ remarks The 
Globe. “Ingenious demurs and diplo- 
matic evasions, appeal to European 
powers and attempted cajoling of Amer- 
ica—in all these things the trained dip- 
lomats of Spain are adepts among the 
adept When confronted, however, by 
a plain question and unmistakable 
‘United States English,’ even Madrid 
cannot long avoid a definite and con- 
clusive answer.” 

“There can be no equivocation, no 
compromise,” The Journal insists. 
“Spain must give a definite yes or no 
to President McKinley's ultimatum. The 
time for amended propositions has gone 
by. Anything short of an acceptance of 
our demands is tantamount to a refusal 
of it. The American people will tolerate 
no halfway measures. Spain merely 
wastes time in suggesting it, and the 
United States government will not waste 
time in giving it consideration.” 


Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, April 1.—The senate yesterday 
passed the gypsy moth appropriation of 
$180,000 after an extended debate. Other 
important matters acted upon were the 
indorsement of the Lynn sewer construc- 
tion and the receipt of a bill from the 
committee on military affairs relating 
to staff officers. 

The house passed the bill to prevent 
twomen and minors in manufacturing 
establishments from working overtime 
to make up time lost through the stop- 
ping of machinery, but did not finish the 
debate on the bill to place the telephone 
business under the supervision of the 
gas and electric light commissioners. 

The house received from the com- 
mittee on labor a bill which would pro- 
hibit any employe from working more 
than 60 hours a week in a bakery for 
bread, biscuit or cake, or any woman or 
minor under 18 more than 58 hours. The 
bill contains provisions for light and 
clean floors, good drainage and plumb- 
ing. and general healthfulness. 

The judiciary committee reported to 
the house a bill which has been re- 
jected by several iegislatures. It would 
give the unclaimed bodies of persons who 
die in public institutions, and would 
be buried at public expense, to medical 
schools for dissection. 

The committee on labor reported ought 
to pass on the bill authorizing city coun- 
cils and boards of selectmen to grant, at 
their discretion, half holidays, with- 
out loss of pay, to public employes of 
all classes. 

The bill to prohibit the imposition of 
fines and deduction of wages of weavers 
was referred to the next general court. 

The resolve was ordered to a third 
reading providing for the establishment 
of an electric light plant at the state 
prison.

Bryan For Intervention, 

Lincoln, Neb., April 1—W. J. Bryan 
last night made the following statement 
for the Associated Press in answer to 
the question whether in his judgment 
the time has arrived for the United 
States to intervene in behalf of Cuba 
and bring the war to an end: 

“Yes, the time for intervention has 
arrived. Humanity demands that we 
shall act. Cuba les almost within sigl.t 
of our shores, and the sufferings of het 
people cannot be ignored unless we, asa 
nation, have become so engrossed in 
money making as to be indifference to 
distress. Intertention may be accom- 
panied by danger and expense, but ex- 
istence cannot be separated from re- 
sponsibility, and responsibility some- 
times leads a nation as well as an in- 
dividual into danger. A neighbor must 
sometimes incur danger for a neighbor 
and a friend for a friend.” 


To Bulld Torpedo Boats, 
Rosten, April 1—A special to The 
Clobe from Bristol, R. L., states that it 
is reported on high authority that John 
B. Herreshoff, head of the great ship- 
buildng firm there, has presented to 
Secretary Long plans drawn by his 
brother for 10 torpedo boas destroyers 
at $300,000 each, guaranteed to make a 
speed of not less than 32 knots, the fast- 
est in the world.

Sigsbee’s Personal Opinion.

Feeling In Madrid. 

Madrid, April L—At the conference 
between the premier and the leaders of 
the dissident conservatives, Mr. Sagasta 
unfolded the terms proposed by Minister 
Woodford, and he was councelled to re- 
ject them. The premier replied that 
personally, he was not disposed to accede 
to them. He added that he would like 
to submit the question of the loss of the 
Maine, whieh was not touched upon at 
his conference with General Woodford, 
to the European powers.

The feeling in Madrid is pessimisstuc. 
The newspapers are ignorant of the 
actual proposals of the United Stats 
and are urging no surrender. The 
Liberal says: ‘The moment of the de- 
noument (solution of the crisis) has 
drawn much nearer. There may yet 
be found means to delay matters, but 
we doubt it. We ought to apply our- 
selves to obtain a gain of time, or heartily 
devote ourselves to the contrary. In 
our opinion it would be acceptable, even 
preferable, to accept any extreme meas- 
ure which would cut the knot if we failed 
to untie it. The situation ts such that 
by avoiding an external struggle we 
may fall into a still graver one, namely 
an internal upheaval.” 

The Pais characterizes the statement 
regarding the reconcentrados in Cuba 
as a fable, and declares that the United 
States could not intervene without pro- 
voking the protests of Europe, nor 
seize the Maine disaster as a pretext 
for war without scandalizing the world; 
therefore, the government had “adopted 
humanitarianism as a means to cloak 
its sinister designs.” 

The semi-official Globe says it is the 
general opinion that “we are approach- 
ing rapidly the end of the struggle. 
Forwarned agginst evil, we, neverthe- 
less, still hope for the best.” 


Half a Million For Rolief. 

Washington, April 1—Representative 
Wheeler introduced a bill yesterday ap- 
propriating $500,000 to purchase provis- 
fons for the use of the Cuban non- 
combatants, and directing the president 
to cause them to be conveyed at once to 
the starving people and to use as much 
of the military and naval forces as neces- 
sary to attain this purpose. It also di- 
rects the president to notify the Spanish 
governmer* that this proceeding is an 
act of humanity and not intended as an 
act of war. 


May Fewcape Imprisonment. 


Paris, April 1—The court of cassa- 
tion yesterday commenced the hearing 
in the appeal of Emile Zola against the 
sentence of one year’s imprisonment 
and 3000 francs fine imposed upon him 
Feb. 23 after he had been convicted of 
making libelous charges against the con- 
duct of the Esterhazy courtmartial 
which was an outcome of the attempt to 
prove that Alfred Dreyfus, condemned 
to imprisonment for life for betraying 
French military secrets to a foreign 
power, shouid have a new trial. 

Councillor Chambareaud, who was ap- 
pointed to examine the arguments, re- 
ported in favor of Zola’s main plea, 
pamely thai his trial had been irregular 
because the suit was brought by the 
minister for war instead of the president 
of the courtmartial which Mr. Zola had 
libelled. If the court, as is probable, 
accepts Chambareaud’s report, the case 
will not be retried. The condemnation 
will remain, but the sentence will not be 
executed. This result is believed to be 
acceptable to the government, as it is 
hoped it will stop the agitation on the 
subject.

I have 
met nobody familiar with Havana who 
believes there was any sub-marine 
mine there. 
“That the Maine was blown up ex- 
ternally, [I think, may be true; br’ 
that Spaniards are responsible for 
simply ineredible. Spain and her 
people want peace with this country. 
To destroy an American warship was 
to invite the war they desire above all 
things to avoid. They exaggerate, 
rather than underestimate the extent, 
power, resources and wealth of the 
United States. Nor do the Spanish 
people hate us. Exceptional civilities 
and courtesies extended to me in Spain 
were always explained by grumbling 
English and French friends by the fact 
that Iwas an American. One man’s 
experience is of little valué in sucha 
matter. But I have met a good many 
people who have travelled in Spain 
without finding one whose experience 
differed from fact, the 
average Spaniard is not only friendly 
to, but proud of this country. He 
epitomizes his opinion by saying, *‘It 
is the country Columbus made,’’ And 
he knows quite as much about the 
United States as some of our Senators 
and Representatives know about Spain. 
No Spaniard is so stupid as to make 
statements as ,the Honorable 
from Illinois, -— known in 
Chicago as ‘*Billy Mason’’—made in 
his speech a day or two ago. 
It is for the interest of the Cubans 
to have war between Spain and this 
country ; and knowing something about 
Spain and Cuba, from a good deal of 
reading and a little personal ex- 
perience, I believe, if the Maine was 
blown up it was the act of the in- 
surgents. If our people, instead of 
making up their minds from sepsa- 
tional newspaper reports, will take the 
trouble to read Richard H. Dana’s 
‘Vacation Voyage,’’ or James W. 
Steele’s *‘Sketches in Cuba’’ or fhe

Insurgent Sources. 


Washington, April 2.—President Mc- 
Kinley has reached the end of the road 
in his diplomatic negotiations with 
Spain. Whatever action is taken now 
must be taken by congress, and to con- 
gress the whole matter will be referred 
in a message which the president is pre- 
paring. Thi# message will probably be 
issued Monday. It could not goin before 
then, because neither house nor senate 
was in session today. It will hardly | 
be ‘held beyond Monday, because the | 
president was informed yesterday morn- 
ing that congress could not be held be- 
yond that day. 

The members of the foreign relations | 
committee called at the White House 
yesterday morning. The president asked 
them if it wourtd not be possible to keep 
congress patient a week longer, so that 
he might have ample time to prepare an 
elaborate message. He was told that 
this was impossible, but that it might be 
possible to restrain congress until Wed- 
nesday or Thursday. They went to the 
capitol and informed their colleagues of

There were of course all sorts of rumors 
in circulation, including reports of med- 
iation by some European powers, but 
such a suggestion has not come to this 
government. In response to a direct 
question, Assistant Secretary Day said 
that there had been no offer of media- 
tion by any foreign government. 

Both sides regard the issue as made 
up, with no likelihood of further ne- 
gotiatigns between now and the time 
when the president will submit the 
whole case to congress. ‘Tue United 
States has presented its demand, and 
Spain has given her answer, in substance 
as follows: It proposes to confide the 
preparation for an honorable and stable 
peace to the insular parliament, with- 
out whose concurrénce the Spanish gov- 
ernment would not be able to arrive at 
the final result, being understood that 
the powers reserved by the constitution 
to the central government are not less- 
ened or diminished. As the Cuban 
chambers will not meet until May, the 
Spanish government will not, on its part, 
object to a suspension of hostilities, if 
asked for by the insurgents from the 
general-in-chief, to whom it will be- 
long to determine the duration and the 
condition of the suspension. Thus the 
case stands. From the Spanish stand- 
point, there is the same disposition as 
that shown by the authorities here to 
regard the issue as made up. “The an- 
swer of Spain is looked upon as the lim- 
it of concession which Madrid will grant. 
If there is to be another move, the Span- 
ish government looks to the United 
States to make it. This at least is the

Serious Unpreparednes :. 

Washington, April 2.—Senator Mec- 
Millan, who has been in consultation 
with the White House two o: three times 
a day ever since the situation became 
crucial, made the following statement 
yesterday afternoon: “The president is 
flatfooted on the proposition that Spain 
must move out bodily. He also knows 
absolutely that Spain cannot, or at least 
will not, consent to this complete aban- 
donment. That means war. The presi- 
dent squarely faces that. He is not 
ready; he recognizes a certain serious 
unpreparedness. McKinley feels he 
would be guilty of great negligence if 
the deficiencies be not made good before 
we are plunged into war. Had he not 
felt so matters would have been ad- 
vanced to a point where the United 
States could have stopped the coming of 
the torpedo tiotilla. This will manifest 
itself Monday or Tuesday when the 
naval and military committees in the 
house and senate will support the presi- 
dent. The committees will be given in- 
formation which the members should 
know that will have a tendency to sober 
them up a bit.

It is also understood that it 
was deemed wise not to permit any 
movement of the flying squadron what- 
ever just at present, as public interest

Supplementing the action by the navy 
department in requesting governors of 
states to drill and equip the naval mili- 
tia so as to be ready for any emergency, 
Assistant Secretary Roosevelt has sent 
letters to the governors of those sea- 
coast states not having such organiza- 
tions to take steps looking to the for- 
mation of naval militia so far as is 
possible under the state laws.

Open Letter to Phelps. ee 


New York, April 2.—-A high authority 
on international law, Charles H. Butler, 
has issued an open letter to ex-Minister 
E. J. Phelps in response to the public 
letter on the Cuban question recently 
written by the latter to ex-Governor 
Morton. Mr. Butler denies the conten- 
tion of Mr. Phelps, that it is a recognized 
canon of international law that nothing 
but a nation’s interest or honor justifies 
interference in the affairs of another 
nation, and quotes authorities to support 
his view. “Grotius,” says Mr. Butler, 
“first admitted that humanity and civi- 
lization were important elements in na- 
tional affairs, and Maine tells us how 
his then novel volume resulted in the 
suspension of Louis XIV’s famous order 
of refusal of quarter to the Dutch, be- 
cause all the powers of that day had ex- 
perienced a realizing sense that war 
must not be necessarily cruel, and that 
they had a right to be heard even if not 
involved. Vattel, in the last century, 


held that a foreign power has @ right to 
guccor an oppressed people who implore 
its assistance when from good reasons 
they take up arms against an oppressor, 
and that ‘it is but an act of justice and 
generosity to assist brave men in the 
defense of their liberties.’ ”

Pope Suggests an Armistice. 

Madrid, April 2.—The latest phase of 
the situation is a report that the pope 
is urging Spain to offer an armistice, 
and also that‘his holiness urges the in- 
surgents to accept it. 

The note which was transmitted to 
Washington, in addition to the proposi- 
tlon in regard to an armistice and the 
concentrades, expresses regret “at the 
accident to the Maine in Spanish wa- 
ters,’ and offers to arbitrate the matter.

THE EQUINE RECRUIT 


HOW GREEN HORSES ARE EDUCAT- 
ED FOR CAVALRY SERVICE. 


They Are First Broken to the Saddle and 
Then Pat Through Various Drills, 
Taught to Smell Gunpowder and Stand 
Saber Practice Without Flinching. 


When a horse is taken from the fleld and 
put into the cavalry, he needs to be drilled 
just as much as the raw recruit who en- 
lists. The animal joins the army as well 
as the man, and he is as much a part of 
the regiment as hisrider. Both have much 
to learn, and it is often a fact that the 
horse learns his lesson better and quicker 
than the man. 

The latter handles himself awkwardly, 
confuses orders, forgets details and in oth- 
er ways arouses the anger of the drill ser- 
geant. The horse is awkward too. The 
unfamiliar sights and sounds frighten 
him, and he naturally dislikes the smell 
of gunpowder. But he soon conquers 
these defects, and when he once learns 
what an omler means he never forgets it. 
The man sometimes does. 

The education of the cavalry horse be- 
gins soon after he arrives at the post. He 
is probably travel sick from the effects of 
his long ride on the cars. The first thing

to do is to get him in good physical shape 
and make him feel at home amid his new 
surroundings.

Jommercial Mortality Small- 
est For Four Years. 


Business In the East Somewhat Affected by 
the Cuban Imbroglio. 


New York, April 2.—Bradstreet's says 
this week: A week of rather quieter 
general trade and of smaller distribu- 
tion, due to easily explainable causes, 
closes a quarter which has been emin- 
ently satisfactory tomnearly all branches 
of trade and productive of an unpre- 
cedented business in many favored 
lines.

Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, April 1.—The bill to pjace the 
telephone companies under the seuper- 
vision of the gas and electric light com- 
mission was ordered to a third reading 
in the house yesterday by a vote of 
76 to 61, with 32 pairs. Three mem- 
bers were excused from voting, under 
a house rule which says that “‘no mem- 
ber shall vote upon any question where 
his private right is immediately con- 
eerned distinct from the public interest.” 
These three members were Dean of Mal- 
den, Carleton of Haverhill and Codman 
of Brookline. They are stockholders in 
telephone companies. 

Senator Folsom had an amendment 
adopted to a street railway bill allowing 
them to carry snow, ice, dirt and street 
sweepings upon its tracks.

THE BEEHIVE. 


No matter w ‘hens been: are moved they 
should be fastened up sc that none can 
escape, 

Do not neglect to look for the queens or 
brood when opening the hives in the 
spring. 

One decided advantage of the Italians is 
their ability to defend themselves against 
enemies. 

Italian bees work earlier in the morn- 
ing and later in the night than common 
black bees. 

To a very considerable extent spring 
dwindling is the result of poor winter 
management. 

Hives should be located in good season 
in whatever particular location they are 
expected to occupy in readiness to receive 
the swarms as they come off. 

When the weather gets warm enough 
for the bees to tly without becoming chill- 
ed, give them finely ground cornmeal, 
wheat or the finer parts of sifted ground 
oats. 

If any colonies are found toa weak in 
the spring to take careof a frame of brood, 
give them bees from the strongest col- 
onies, but be careful not to give them the 
queen. 

Do not open the hives to excite the bees 
when it is too cold for them to fly. The 
best time to remove surplus for brood 
frames is after two or three days of good 
honey weather. 

If in the spring any of the colonies are 
found without queens, give them a frame 
of brood. Do not allow the volonies to 
rear queens until drones are hatched to in- 
sure mating.—St. Louis Republic.

SIGNIFICANT WORDS 
OF SAGASTA. 


Spain Still Open For Further Negoti- 


ations, 


Does Not Believe the Diplo- 
matic Doors Are Closed. 


Apprehends Trouble From the Pressure of the 


American Jingoes. 


Strong Pressure Upon Congressmen to 
Co-operate With the President In Con- 
cluding an Honorable Peace Over the 


Cuban Problem — Statesmen Dis- 


posed to Be Resentful—Plans of 


the Senate Committee on For- 


eign Affairs Have to Do With 


the Maine Tragedy. 


London, April 4.—The Madrid corre- 
Fpondent of a local paper was accord- 
ed an interview Sunday with the Span- 
ish premier, Mr. Sagasta, on the situa- 
tion as he looks upon it. The statesman 
considers that since he took office in Oc- 
tober last he has done everything pos- 
sible to satisfy the Cubans and to pre- 
serve good relations with the United 
States. Consequently he feels justified 
{n contending that no responsibility for 
the present crisis, should it lead toa 
However, 
he does not believe that the last Spanish 
ynemorandum closes the door to further 
negotiations. Those who had conducted 
them, he said, had on both sides shown 
a disposition to promote cordial rela- 
tions; and he only apprehended trouble 
from the pressure of the jingoes on the 
executive in Washington. The premier 
proceeded to say that his government 
iad addressed a memorandum to the 
Luropean powers, but had not officially 
aken steps to solicit their intervention. 


SENOR SAGASTA, 


‘In our negotiations with the United 
States,” continued Premier Sagasta,” we 
have used friendly and conciliatory 
language in explaining our views. Re- 
specting the matters in dispute with re- 
gard to the Maine disaster, we said we 
considered the question to be one for 
diplomatic negotiation, and that if we 
and the United States found it impossible 
to come to an understanding on the con- 
flicting opinions of the American and 
Spanish commissions as to the cause of 
the disaster, the matter then ought to 
be submitted to technical experts and to 
the arbitration of a naval or other 
power, who might be selected by mutual 
agreement between the two govern- 
ments, 

“On the second point we were able to 
inform United States Minister Wood- 
ford that Governor General Blanco had 
issued a proclamation authorizing the 
return of the reconcentrados to their 
homes, and that the Spanish government 
had sent £120,000 to the relief of the dis- 
tressed Cubans and would devote to the 
same object all the proceeds of relief in 
kind and money, amounting to £200,000 
($1,000,000), which had been sent by 
Spanish residents in Mexico. These 
measures are supplemented by the as- 
sistance already given by the Cuban 
autonomist government. We have never 
objected to relief being also sent by the 
United States on condition that it did 
not have an official character or bear 
the appearance of intervention.” 

“We did not object on principle to an 
armistice for the Cuban insurgents. We 
are, however, of opinion that it does not 
behoove Spain to take the initiative, and 
that a suspension of hostilities ought to 
be asked for by the insurgents. We 
suggested that the United States govern- 
ment might, if so inclined, exercise its 
influence with the insurgents to induce 
them to apply for an armistice, with a 
view to further the ends of peace, on the 
understanding, however, that the armis- 
tice would be destined to lead to the sub- 
mission of the insurgents to the new au- 
tonomous regime.” 


HOPING F :R PEACE. 
President Looking to Pres uve Upon © 1- 
gress to Prevent Precipitancy. 


Washington, April 4.—The president 
etill hopes for peace. He counts much 
upon the appeals which are pouring into 
Wasbington. urging congress not to

precipitate War and to support the pres- 
ident’s policy. These letters and tele- 
frams come to congressmen in response 
to the telegrams which have been sent 
out by the friends of the administration. 
Some of them are rated at their real 
value by the men who have read them, 
and they count only for what they are 
worth. 

There is a feeling of resentment among 
Biembers of congress that such meas- 
ures should be employed to swerve them 
from the course which they believe is 
dictated by motives of patriotism and 
humanity. Comgressmen are inclined 
rather to put faith in the spontaneous 
appeals which have been coming to 
them from men of every calling, poor 
as well as rich, from women, from 
clergymen and from religious societies, 
begging, above all, to let nothing stand 
im the way of a vigorous assertion of 
robust Americanism aud for a speedy 
calling of the Spanish to account for her 
unregretted assassination of American 
seamen and for her atrocities in Cuba. 
These messages are couched in lan- 
guage which shows utmistakably that 
they spring from the hearts of the péo- 
ple who sent them, anc who are not ac- 
tuated by the “fear and greed” which 
a Massachusetts writer once said were 
the controlling motives of mankind. 
They are believed in congress to repre- 
gent truly the feelings of the plain peo- 
ple, and they outweigh with congress- 
inen—and it is believed with the presi- 
dent—all other pressure, inspired from 
Whatever source. 

Congress is in no mood to listen to 
a plea for an avoidance of war, and 
both houses are determined to settle with 
Spain now, not only. the question of 
Cuban independence, but for the blow- 
ing up of the Maine as well, The presi- 
dent knows that the desire for action is 
so strong that a plea for peace, if un- 
accompanied by a recommendation for 
legislation in case there should be a real 
justification for war, would be de- 
nounced and successfully assailed by 
both houses, He is prepared to meet 
that sentiment by making recommen- 
dations for prompt anid vigorous action 
in case a proper casus belli should be 
presented. The president does not think 
it is found in the report of the naval 
court of inquiry, because he will tell 
congress that he has other plans for 
making Spain reply a fitting manner 
to that report. y plans of pro- 
cedure have been urged upon the pres- 
ident by those who are as anxious as 
he to avoid war, but who are more in 
sympathy with the overwhelming sen- 
timent jn congress in favor of forcing 
a@ summary settlement with Spain. 
Congressmen, as a rule, tell him that the 
time for'talking peace has gone. They 
do not agree with him that a sufficient 
cause for war has not yet been found, 
but they have not yet teld him that they 
will rt his leadership should he con- 
tinue to recommend peace. They may 
do this, however, when his message is 
read to them. 

The president resents the attitude of 
convress in driving hiss on. He said to 
one of his callers that he objected to 
congress holding the watch over him; 
that he should be permitted to take all 
the time he needed. This member of 
congress bristled up at this remark and 
replied with some spirit: “‘We are not 
holding the watch over you, Mr. Presi- 
dent, but if on Tuesday there is no mes- 
sage from you it will not be necessary to 
keep any further account of time.” 

Spain has not made new efforts to pre- 
vent hostilities, and yet the 
tion still clings to the hope 
the mext 24 hours have passed diplo- 
matic negotiations will be reopened 
on the initiative of Spre'n. A hint to 
that effect was dropped by a member of 
the Spanish legation. When asked if 
any new proposals had been submitted 
to this government hesaid: ‘None have 
béen made as yet.” The peculiar word- 
ing of his reply suggested that proposals 
might be under consideration, and he 
was asked if he looked for any fresh 
communicaticns from his government 
during the course of the day. “I am 
unable to say what may come from min- 
ute to minute,’ was his somewhat am- 
biguous reply. 

There is still a divergence of opinion 
as to what the president will recommend 
in his message; indeed there seems to 
be still a question as to Whether Mr. Mc- 
Kinley will make specific recommenda- 
tions. Some of his most intimate 
friends, however, assert emphatically 
that his recommendation will be spe- 
cific and vigorous, and such that his 
party and the country will willingly 
follow where he points the way. One 
of these said that the president, In his 
strong desire for peace and in his earnest 
hope that war might be averted, was 
yielding somewhat to the sentiment of 
the leaders of his party and the country. 
He had not given up hope yet that hos- 
tilities may be avoided. There are 
those who believe the president has not 
yet made up his mind as to the exact 
course he will pursue, and there seems 
to be a question as to whether the con- 
sular reports and the diplomatic corre- 
spondence are to be transmitted with the 
message. 

The Republicans of the house who 
have been insisting upon prompt action 
will hold another meeting While many 
of them are now in favor of giving the 
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lican votes in the house, with the Demo- 
cratic and Populist votes, would be suf- 
ficient to act. It may be pretty con- 
fidently asserted that all the Repub- 
licans with possible exceptions which 
could be counted on the fingers of the 
hand can be controlled until Wednes- 
day. After that what might happen if 
the president asks for further delay is 
problematical. Mr. Bromwell of Ohio, 
for instance, who says he hopes he will 
not be obliged to part company with the 
president, will vote with the Democrats 
if necessary to overrule the speaker after 
Wednesday. Mr. Grout (Rep., Vt.) 
said that while some of the members of 
the house were very impatient, he 
thought they would restrain themselves 
if the president desired a few days ad- 
ditional. Mr. Grout has prepared a 
resolution appropriating $1,000,000 to 
raise the hull of the Maine. “If she 
was blown up,” sai dhe, “we can well 
afford to spend $1,000,000 to demonstrate 
that fact. Her hull could be raised by 
building cofferdams. If she was blown 
up the truth will be known. Murder 
will out.” 


Attitude of the Senate, 

Washington, April 4.—There is a con- 
siderable element in the senate which 
is opposed to war except as a last ex- 
tremity, and there are several others 
who think there ought to be a delay of 
at least a week or 10 days before action 
is taken in congress in order to insure 
the safe landing of ships and war sup- 
plies now on their way to this country 
from Europe. Thecommittee on foreign 
relations is not impressed with this line 
of reasoning, and the members urge that 
Spain is no better prepared for hos- 
tilities than are we. The members of 
this committee do not expect the pres- 
ident’s message before Tuesday and they 
are prepared to wait until Wednesday. 
Under great pressure there might be a 
delay beyond that time, but a request for 
such delay would cause great restive- 
ness on the part of a majority of the 
committee, 

While desirous of giving the president 
all the time he may actually require 
for the preparation of his message, the 
members are impatient of the outside 
influence which is being exerted to hold 
them in check. This pressure is in the 
shape of letters and telegrams from peo- 
ple throughout the country who are op- 
posed to a war policy, and with these the 
mmembers are being flooded. “The 
writers,” said a member of the com- 
mittee, “generally ask us to maintain 
an honorable peace. Of course we all 
want an honorable peace, but the time 
has gone when that could be secured 
under existing circumstances in Cuba. 
We cannot allow our conduct to be con- 
trolled by such expressions.” 

Unless there should be a change in 
the committee's conclusions after the 
president shall have been heard from, 
the resolutions reported will recommend 
the recognition of Cuban independence, 
with a declaration of armed intervention 
to make independence practicable. 
They will also include the Maine ex- 
plosion as one of the causes for this 
action, 


Two Ships Not Ready. 

London, April 4.—Some of the Span- 
ish ships are in bad condition The 
Pelayo started from Toulon for Carta- 
gena Saturday night in tow, with 150 
French workmen on board fixing her 
boilers and making other repairs, The 
Emperador Carlos strated from the 
Seine shipyards at Havre for Ferrol 
with a turret out of position and her 
guns unmounted. Neither ship will 
be ready for service foramonth. They 
have left French waters presumably in 
the fear that war might begin before 
the repairs were finished, in which event 
they would not by be permitted to leave. 


Prayers For Spanish Success. 

Madrid, April 4.—From all the pulpits 
in Madrid Sunday the priests read a 
letter from the bishop of the diocese an- 
nouncing that he considered war to be 
imminent, and ordering prayers for the 
success of the Spanish arms. The ma- 
jority of the newspapers regard war as 
inevitable. They think General Wood- 
ford has communicated a final answer 
to the government. The Liberal says: 
“It is clear that no concession will 
satisfy the United States excepting the 
independence of Cuba, and we had bet- 
ter immediately end the uncertainty.” 
« Another paper asserts that “great un- 
easiness prevails at Washington con- 
cerning the attitude of the southern 
states incase of war with Spain, and also 
because Spaniards are organizing in 
Mexico to invade the states vilely wrest- 
ed from the Mexican government.” In 
conclusion it says that “it will not be 
all ‘beer and skittles’ for the United 
States.” 


Manifesto to Cuba, 

Havana, April 4.—The autonomous 
secretaries met Sunday and considered 
the issue of a manifesto to all Cubans, 
calling upon them to assist loyally in the 
establishment of the present regime, a 
scheme of government to be perfected 
and amplified according to the neces- 
sities of the island. The manifesto 
would point out that Cubans could nt 

find true independence In the plans « 
the separatists, but would be absorbe 
by foreigners, and that real liberty 
| possible only by supporting and carry- 
ing out the present regime. The mani- 
festo would conclude by urging upon 
Cubans calmness and prudence amid 
| the present discussions between the 
United States and Spain.

London, April 4.—The Daily Mail, in 
its second edition, publishes a specia! 
dispatch from Madrid, dated midnigit 
confirming the announcement of tl 
pope's offer to mediate.

A SECOND JOHNSTOWN 


Water From a Lovee Overspreads an 
Mlnois Town, 


Only Meager Details of the 
Disaster Obtainable. 


The Loss of Life Believed to Reach Into the 
Hundreds. 


St. Louis, April 4.—A special from 
Girard, llls., says: A telephone mes- 
sage has been received here from Shaw- 
neetown, Ills., saying that at 4:30 
o'clock Sunday afternoon the levee 
above the city broke and the city is 
inundated. The water backed up for 
five miles and rushed down upon the city 
like a tidal wave. After the message 
was received, telephone and telegraph 
communication with Shawnectown was 
suddenly cut off, which tends to confirm 
the report. Nothing more has been 
learned. 

At midnight the operator in the Long 
Distance Telephone company’s office at 
Mount Vernon, Ind., informed the As- 
sociated Press that the estimate of the 
loss of life at Shawneetown was 200. 
Mount Vernon is but 30 miles from 
Shawneetown, and the information on 
which the estimate is based is believed 
to be reliable. 

People from Mount Vernon and the 
surrounding country besieged the tel- 
ephone and telegraph offices frantically 
for tidings from relatives and friends 
in the flooded town. Noattemptatan 
accurate list of the lost was possible, 
however, and the crowds stood all night 
before the bulletin boardson which were 
posted the meagre reports being re- 
ceived. 

Shawneetown has a population of 
about 2000 inhabitants and is situated on 
the west bank of the Ohio river. The 
streets were parallel with the river, the 
principal business street being but two 
blocks distant from the water. The 


level of the river is about 15 feet above} 


the city, and the levee bank is about 20 
feet thick. 
normal stage it is 1000 feet wide at this 
point. A tremendous pressure is brought 
to bear on the levee during freshets. 
Several years ago during a flood the 
water flowed over the levee and the 
streets were under two feet of water. 
The levee was strengthened and built 
up afterward, 


BOSTON OPINION, 


What The Journal Says About the Posi- 
tion of the Reconcentrados, 
Boston, April 4—The Journal con- 
cludes a scathing review of the treat- 
ment of the Cuban non-combatants in 
“Instead of turning the 
reconcentrados over to these tigers in 
human form, it would be merciful for the 
Spanish authorities to poison them off 
hand or drown them by the shipload in 
Havana harbor. The complete col- 
lapse that this ‘concentration which is 
desolation’ can be remedied under Span- 
ish rule gives ten-fold greater urgency 
to the duty that confronts the United 
States. The 400,000 reconcentrados have 
only one hope for life—the coming of 
peace and the driving out of the Spanish 
oppressors. If President McKinley con- 
cludes that this can be done only by war, 
then he will have as holy a cause and as 
righteous a war as was ever known in 

the history of christendom.” 

“Now that hostilities between the 
United States and Spain seem, according 
te general opinion, to be imminent,” 
says The Post, ‘‘the public, which looks 
to the newspapers for all details of the 
developments, should bear in mind that 
accurate news of the plans and move- 
ments of the enemy will be very difficult 
and often impossible to obtain. Whether 
it is war or only preparation for war, 
one of the first principles of strategy 
is concealment of plans and purposes. 
It is much the same on our own side, 
for admirals and generals do not gen- 
erally take the public into confidence re- 
garding their plans.” 

“The people have not lost faith in the 
President's judgment,’ remarks The 
Globe. ‘They hope he will act, and act 
as becomes his station. This does not 
imply, however, that they believe all 
wisdom is centered in him. Congress 
has its full part and right in the work 
of asserting and maintaining the coun- 
try’s honor. And if nine-tenths of its 
members shall range themselves square- 
ly on the side of a speedy recognition of 
Cuban independence, who shall say that, 
coming directly from the people, they 
do not represent the people in this mat- 
ter?”" 

The effect of war upon business is thus 
pictured by The Advertiser: “While it 
is well to be hopeful it is not wise to be 
unreasonably hopeful. This country 
will suffer in case of war. The supplies 
for the army will be bought, it is true, 
but practically because the soldiers have 
to live; and the government’s demand 
will be merely substituted for individual 
demand in the case of those soldiers. 
If they had stayed at home those ia- 
Hividual soldiers would have bought 
probably as much provisions, and per- 
haps even more; for army rations are not 
of a luxurious character. While the de- 
mand for battleships and the call for 
rifles and powder will be greater, the de- 
mand for steel rails and ploughs and 
hardware will be less.”

Secured at a Bargain.

Princeton, N. J., April 4.—President 
| ‘Patton conducted the preliminary de- 
votional exercises in the university 
chapel service yesterday morning, and 
before reading the scripture lesson he 
addressed the student body as follows: 
“We must all feel that this is a day of 
unspeakable solemnity, and as we meet 
in the calm and quiet of this beautiful 
Sabbath morning, we cannot help think- 
ing that it Is perhaps the calm before 
the storm. Thereisa possibility, indeed 
a probability, that our nation will be in- 
volved in war, and I wish to say to you 
that war is not a thing to treat lightly 
or in jest.

DOOR SAID TO BE 
OPEN FOR PEACE, 


{ntimation From the Spanish Cabinet 


of Peaceful Desires, 


Prepared to Grant Armistice 
to the Cubans. 


Only Desires Removal of Our Warships From 


Points of Vantage.

Cracial Point For Peace or War to Be 
Reached Tomorrow—Congress to Hear 
at Last From the White House—Fin- 

ishing Touches to a Strong, Com- 
prehensive and Explicit Declara- 
tion of the Country’s Position 
Applied Last Night and Cabi- 


net's Endorsemeat Secured, 


Madrid, April 5.—There is positive au- 
thority for saying that the government 
has accepted a proposition which is re- 
garded here as a step toward peace. 

Sunday morning the queen regent 
summoned her ministers, and informed 
them that the pope had offered media- 
ion, and advised that Spain should at 
once grant an armistice, as requested 
by the United States, thus ending the 
question ef peace or war in favor of 
peace. 

In the afternoon the Austrian am- 
bassador called upon General Wood- 
ford and gave his assurance that he 
would guarantee that Spain would carry 
put her portion of the contract, which is 
to do everything in her power to re- 
store harmony in Cuba during the time 
the armistice lasts. 

The Spanish government has been 
afraid to grant an armistice on account 
of the army, but the pope advises the 
army as a father and bids it cease fight- 
ing. 

Spain only asks one thingin return for 
this concession. That is that the 
United States meet her half-way by 
simultaneously withdrawing her war- 
ships in Cuban waters. 

Thus the doors of peace are once more 
wide open, and it is probably that the 
Cuban question will be solved with peace 
and honor. 

PRESIDENT’S DISPOSITION, 
Anxious to Obtain Hearty Co-Operation 
of the Congressmen. 


Washington, April 5.—The president's 
poeore was to make no recommendation 
nis message, except for the relief of 
a reconcentrados, and to trust to his 
statement of facts and arguments upon 
the review of the situation and the his- 
tory of the matter toso impress congress 
as to prevent hostile action by it at this 
time. He was told by conservatives, as 
much opposed to war and desirous of a 
peaceful settlement as he himself, that 
this might not be effective, since the ma- 
jority of congress, even though made of 
«minority of Republicans incombination 
with Democrats and other elements, 
would simply ignore such a message, and 
pass one of the extreme warlike resolu- 
tions, if not an actual declaration of 
war, which would defeat his whole pur- 
pose. 

The president thought at first that the 
pressure from the country would prevent 
this, but he became satisfied yesterday 
that it would not, although it would 
tuffice to induce a majority of congress 
made up of the Republicans and some 
of the Democrats to follow President 
McKinley, if he should recommend 
measures in the line of the congres- 
sional desire, but much short of the ex- 
tremes. 

The Republican managers will prob- 
ably have to make the resolution cover 
the recognition of independence, as well 
as discretionary intervention, in order 
to satisfy the two houses. Then, unless 
Spain should take the aggressive and 
interfere with our relief work or other- 
wise commit some overt act, there would 
be no war, and the president, backed up 
by the new authority given him in an 
impressive manner by congress, gyould 
be able to bring Spain to terms, ft is be- 
lieved by all of those who are engineering 
this new move. 

Notwithstanding the many reports of 
European mediation, they assumed their 
first tangible form Monday afternoon, 
when at least two of the foreign em- 
bassies in Washington received official 
information that an exchange of notes 
between the great powers was now in 
aw with a view to arriving at a 

s on which they could make a joint 
proposal for mediation. It is evident 
that the exchange has not yet been pro- 
ductive of a common understanding, as 
the ambassadors and ministers here 
have not received instructions to initiate 
j the movement. 
thus far is that the notes are passing by 
telegraph between the capitals of 
Europe. It had been understood that 
France and Austria were most active in 
bringing about this movement, and that 
Creat Britain had held aloof from it, but 
it develops that the British government 
fs also taking part in the exchange, and 
that in case of concerted action by the 
powers Great Britain probably will act 
!with the others. 


Their only information | 


“Wait for Wednesday,” was the word 
passed about the capital Monday, and a 
general understanding to that effect was 
reached. The Republicans will not in- 
itiate and the Democrats will not try to 
force any action on Cuba until tomorrow, 
when the president's message will be re- 
ceived in all probability. With that un- 
derstanding the senate foreign relations 
committee did not report, and the house 
foreign affairs committee took no ac- 
tion. It is known that the senate com- 
mittee has agreed to report practically 
the Foraker resolution, declaring inde- 
pendence and intervention, with an 
amendment fixing the responsibility for 
the destruction of the Maine upon Spain, 
either by design or criminal negligence. 
The house committee will report, if pos- 
sible, a resolution in line with the presi- 
dent’s recommenda! ions, and it is known 
that efforts are being made to have the 
resolutions of beth committees agree 
with the president's wishes. 


Cc ONGRESSIONAL. 


Senators Who Think the Time to Strike 
Has Come. 

Washington, April 5.—It was a great 
audience that looked down upon the 
chamber when the senate convened. 
Every seat in every gallery, except the 
@iplomatic, was filled, and even in the 
diplomatic gallery there were several 
members of foreign legations. Senator 
Clay of Georgia was heard on the Cu- 
ban question. He was satisfied that a 
permanent peace cuuld not be had in 
Cuba that did not include independence. 
With the Cubans it was liberty or death. 
The remedy to be applied to the situa- 
tion was absolute independence, as it 
was evident that the island could no 
longer be held under Spanish sovereignty. 
By herself recognizing the independence 
of Cuba and withdrawing her troops 
from the island, Spain was afforded the 
one opportunity to make Cuba _ her 
friend. Unless she embraced this op- 
portunity Spain could not support her 
rule upon the island for five times as 
much as the island was worth to her. 
Mr. Clay fully realized, he said, that in 
the event of war Li@ south would bea 
greater sufferer than any other part of 
the country. Her seacoast cities would 
be open to attack by the enemy, her peo- 
ple would be first called upon to defend 
their homes from invasion and her com- 
merce would be seriously crippled. He 
would not vote for war unless every ef- 
fort to bring about a peaceful solution 
of the present difficulty was first ex- 
hausted. If, however, the matter could 
not be settled diplomatically in conson- 
ance with the honor and dignity of the 
country, he would favor drastic action. 

“The people of the south believe,” he 
said, “in the independence of Cuba, and 
if Spain will not agree to that peacefully, 
they favor the United States enforcing 
it with all the power of her land and 
naval forces.” 

Senator Perkins referred to the scheme 
instituted by Weyle: to starve more than 
1,000,000 Spanish sw jects into submis- 
sion, and declared that nothing in all 
history compared with the atrocity and 
brutality that Weyler had exercised 
against the Cubans. The time for ac- 
tion had, in his opinion, arrived. “A 
little more delay,”’ said he, “‘a little more 
waiting, and the United States would 
become an accessory to the greatest, the 
most appalling crime in history. The 
patience of a great nation has its limits, 
and in this case the limit had been 
reached. The time for the horrors in 
Cuba to cease has come, and cease they 
must. Right, justice and humanity de- 
manded that this government should 
intervene to stop the cruel warfare being 
waged by Spain against the Cuban in- 
surgents, a people who were struggling 
for their freedom within 90 miles of our 
own shores. 

Mr. Perkins, who has had a lifetime of 
experience in the handling of great ves- 
gels, discussed the destruction of the 
Maine from the viewpoint of an expert. 
For 40 days and nights the people had 
suspended judgment, but now that the 
facts had been laid before them, the ver- 
dict was unanimous that the great bat- 
tleship was blown up not only from the 
outside, but with the cognizance of Span- 
ish officials, for whose acts the Spanish 
government was fully responsible. The 
explosives were placed under the Maine 
by officials of the Spanish government. 
The people believed that they were ex- 
ploded by design, and he was one who 
held to that belief. It would have been 
impossible, Mr. Perkins said, for any 
man or set of men to place in the har- 
bor of Havana mines or torpedoes with- 
out the knowledge of the government 
authorities. “This most hideous crime 
of the 19th century,” declared Mr. Perk- 
ins, vehemently, “was an act of war, 
and I believe that it is so regarded by 
the nations of the world.” No offer of 
reparation could wipe out the feeling of 
the people of this country upon the mat- 
ter and intensity had been added to that 
feeling by the almost frivolous manner 
in which the disaster had been treated 
by Spain. Mr. Perkins said that while 
he favored arbitration, individuals never 
attempted to arbitrate questions of 
honor, and nations could not afford to 
submit such questions to arbitration. 
Gold could not atone for the loss of those 
precious lives. The only honorable ac- 
tion for this country now to take was to 
intervene and free Cuba from the yoke 
of Spain.

Mr. Mantle of Montana followed with 
an extended speech upon Cuba, in which 
he favored the independence of the Cu- 
ban people, who for years had been 
struggling for freedom. “I would,” said 
he, “give my unqualified endorsement 
and vote in favor of directing the presi- 
dent to use the armed forces, both land 
and naval, to suppress the savagery that 
is now rampant upon that fair island.’ 
He had the highest regard for the presi- 
dent, but it was perfectly evident to all 
that the time for diplomatic negotia- 
tions on the Cuban question had passed. 
The sooner action was taken the better 
it would be for all concerned. Spain 
had violated every principle of civilized 
warfare and had thrown humanity to 
the winds. He not only believed the 
time had come for recognizing Cuban 
independence, but that a declaration of 
war would be fully justified by the wilful 
destruction of the Maine. 

Mr. Rawlins of Utah said the case be- 
tween Spain and the United States was 
made up. It was no longer for the 
executive to decide what course to pur- 
sue. With congress rested the respon- 
sibility of declaring war, and as this was 
the pressing duty the president was no 
longer the party to be criticised if any 
éne was to be. Mr, Rawlins criticised 
our halting policy in strong language, 
saying that it was such as to justify 
Spain in holding the United States in 
contempt. He added that the crime of 
the explosion of the Maine was due to 
our indecision and cowardice, and that 
such an act would never have been 
perpetrated against any other nation. 
In conclusion Mr. Rawlins made an 
argument for an absolute declaration of 
war instead of a declaration for Ameri- 
can intervention, 

While there was no attempt to force 
consider:§*on for a resolution regarding 
the Cuban situation in the house, there 
was a brief outbreak, in the course of 
which the warlike temper of the crowded 
galleries was so manifest that Speaker 
Reed threatened to clear them if it was 
repeated. The outbreak occurred over 
a bill to authorize the president to erect 
temporary fortifications in case of 
emergency upon land when the written 
consent of the owners was obtained, 
without awaiting the long process of 
legal condemnation. This led to a de- 
mand by Mr. Bailey, the Democratic 
leader, for information as to the facts 
which warranted all these war measures. 
The particular statement which aroused 
the galleries was to the effect that while 
the Democrats were willing to wait any 
reasonable time for the president to 
transmit a message that would meet the 
approval of the American people, they 
would not wait a minute for him to con- 
tinue negotiations with the butchers of 
Spain. When the demonstrations in the 
galleries were rebuked by the speaker, 
Mr. Bailey declared that the galleries 
were the American people in miniature. 
Mr. Cannon accused Mr. Bailey of “‘pos- 
turing’ and playing to the galleries. The 
bill was passed, and it was arranged 
that the army reorganization bill should 
be taken up Wednesday. 


Expects a Peaceful Outcome. 

Washington, April 5.—Senator Elkins 
thinks that peace will be the outcome of 
the agitation over Cuba. He bases his 
opinion upon the theory that the nego- 
tiations will be reopened and that Spain 
will yet see her way clear to accepting 
the propositions of the United States. 
“Suppose negotiations have been sus- 
pended,” he said; “they can be reopened. 
I should not be surprised if they had al- 
ready been reopened, nor to hear any 
hour that Spain had ylelded,” 


STEPHEN B. ELEINS. 

The senator expressed the opinion that 
mot only France and other European 
powers were exercising their influence 
with effect, but also that the financial 
and religious powers were being brought 
to bear in a way that must benefit for 
peace. “It is a common sense proposi- 
tion,” he said in conclusion, “and in the 
end common sense must win. As forthe 
United States, they «mnnot afford to 
epend a thousand million dollars and de- 
stroy many thousands of lives to secure 
the independence of the Cubans, and if 
they go to war at all it shouldbe for 
some other reason.” 


Spain's Mauy Expedients. 

New York, April 5.—H. 8. Rubens, 
counsel for the Cuban junta, when asked 
concerning the report that Spain had 
asked the insurgents for an armistice, 
said: “Spain tried to force autonomy 
on us, and signally failed. Then she 
tried bribery without avail. There 
would appear to be nothing more which 
she could do to dissuade the Cubans 
from fighting on for absolute indepen- 
dence. If Spain declares an armi- 
stice, it would simply strengthen the 
Cubans in their conviction that Span- 
ish rule in Cuba is at an end, that she 
is exhausted, beaten; but yet with her 
diplomatic bad faith, would try to turn 
death into victory. The declaration of 
an armistice by Spain would be an ac- 
knowledgment of the belligerency of the 
Cubans, and consequently of the 
strength of the revolution, which they 
have denied. 

“I am informed on reliable authority 
that financial elements, the so-called 
peace-at-home men, finding that ac- 
tion is inevitable on the Cuban question 
by the United States, now propose that 
instead of recognizing the independence 
of Cuba and intervening, the United 
States simply Mtervene, seize Cuba and 
hold her for the expenses of the war 
and to coyer the Maine indemnity. A

Few 
cities now raise all their annual appro- 
priation order by taxation, but items 
in the nature of permanent im- 
provements are separated and consti- 
tute a loan order. The appropriation 
order of 1897 including maturing debt 
and interest was $351,126.21. Of this 
$234,895.00 was for ‘ current ex- 
penses’’ making it necessary to raise 
by taxation $195,000.00. If some of 
the items are separated out this year 
so that it will be necessary to raise but 
$175,000.00 by taxation, and $20,000 
by a ten-year loan, it will accomplish 
the desired end and reduce the tax 
rate of 1898. It was only last week 
that Mayor Quincy wrote to each of 
the Boston departments asking them 
what items they would like to have in- 
corporated in aloan order soon to be 


introduced. 


The officials and stockholders of the 
Quincy & Boston street railway were 
out in force at the City Council hear- 


ing to the Braintree & Weymouth 
Company for a location from East 
Braintree over VPenn’s hill to the 


Quincy Adams depot. The represen- 
tative of the petitioners agreed to all 
that was asked of the company, but 
the petition lacked the support of 
Quincy people. No one from this city 
spoke in favor, and the remonstrants 
did not see any advantages to the city, 
The local company in view of all this 
evidently did not see the necessity of 
being hostile.

FELL INTO QUARRY. 


Sad Death of a Quarry Owner 
This Morning. 


Alphonse Reinhalter, a well known 
quarry owner, was killed at his quarry 
near the West Quincy depot this 
morning. It was about 9 o'clock when 
Mr. Reinhalter started to go down into 
the quarry hole ona ladder. The light 
snow which had fallen gathered on 
the rounds and caused his feet to slip 
when nearly twenty feet from the 
bottom, and loosing his hold he fell, 
striking heavily upon the sharp rocks 
below. He struck on his stomach and 
head, the force breaking several ribs 
and crushing his skull. 

When his employes, some of whom 
witnesed the accident, reached him 
he was unconscious. He was hoisted 
out of the quarry and taken to his 
home on Willard street where he died 
about an hour later. 

Mr. Reinhalter was an é6xperienced 
granite man, having been in the busi- 
ness for a number of years. Previous 
to going into the quarry business, he 
was engaged in the granite manu - 
facturing with his brother, ‘under the 
firm name of Reinhalter Bros. After 
the Quarry Railroad was put in 
operation he went into the quarry busi- 
ness alone, his plant being on the line 
of the Quarry railroad. He was about 
38 years of age and Jeaves a widow and 
several children.

Several Appropriations Made at 
Adjourned Town Meeting.

Abatement and collection of taxes, 
$1500. 

Court fees, $100. 

Public library, $1000. 

Janitor town hall $600. 

Distribution of books, $100.

AN IMPOSTOR. 


A Slick Olly Tongued Chap De- 
frauds a Milliner. 

A well appearing young man visited 
Quincy this morning and when he 
departed a little later he had $52.80 of 
Miss C. L. Bliss good money in his 
pocket. The fellow had an oily tongue 
and the circumstances under which the 
money was obtained showed that he

The fellow 
then called upon the Granite Bank, 
upon which the check was drawn, 
cashed it and took a train a few 
minutes later for Boston. 

Sometime later Miss Bliss had her 
suspicions aroused that all was not 
right aud telephoned to Messrs, Fisk 
and Jayne the circumstances. The 
reply was that they had no such person 
in their employ and had sent no man 
out to Quincy, and that the fellow was 
an imposter. 

Visiting the bank Miss Bliss learned 
that the fellow had cashed the check 
and inasmuch as she had certified to it 
she would be the loser. 

The police were notified and given a 
description of the fellow. He was 
about 5 feet, 3 inches tall, with gray 
hair and mustache. He wore a brown 
derby hat, light colored overcoat and 
light striped trousers. He carried a 
silver top umbrella and represented 
himself as being J. F. Jaynes. 


To Reduce Boston Licenses

BOSTON OPINION, 


Resource of Force When Peaceful Efforts | 


Are Ineffective, 

Boston, April 5.—In dealing with the 
clamors of the peace upholders The Post 
argues: “Either the general policy of 
this government in dealing with the Cu- 
ban situation is wrong from the begin- 
ning, or it should be followed out to the 
end, whether that end be peace or 
war. If it is none of our business what 
Spain does with her American colonies 
on our shores we ought not to meddle 
at all in the fate of the suffering Cu- 
bans; but if it is our business to see that 
humanity is not outraged at our doors, 
and to uphold the cause of humanity 
and liberty we cannot stop at the firat 
indication of a disturbance of peaceful 
conditions. When the peaceful phases 
of our policy are exhausted without re- 
sult, there is a resource of force—in 
case we think the policy worth sus- 
taining. As Collector Warren is re- 
ported to have said: ‘It is time to act 
or forever hold our peace.’” 

“It seems to be acknowledged now on 
all hands,”’ says The Journal today, 
“that President McKinley has resolved 
upon a stalwart American policy, and 
that the devastation and torture of 
Cuba must come to an immediate end. 
The Journal believes with all its heart 
that the same wholesome and enlight- 
ened public sentiment which has sup- 
ported him thus far will support him 
with emphasis in his present determi- 
nation. It is just what The Journal 
has expected of President McKinley all 
along. It is just what it has assured 
its readers would be the inevitable and 
righteous outcome.” 

Predicating its criticism on the sup- 
position that the president will argue n 
favor of Cuban independence, The Globe 
says: “That such a declaration would 
be given most cordial support in both 
branches of congress there is no room 
to doubt. As regards consequences, 
the Spanish minister to this country, 
Polo y Bernabe, is on record as stating 
that recognition of Cuban independence 
would not necessarily mean war, and it 
is more than probable that for a timeat 
least, the cards of diplomacy would be 
played with more earnestness and vigor 
than ever, because of the very fact that 
the position of the United States regard- 
ing Cuba had become clearly defined be- 
fore the world.”

KNIFE THRUST DEADLY. 


Murder Committed on a Busy Street) ~_ 


In Boston, 


Unknown Desperado Killed a 
Drug Clerk. 


thecked Pursuit With Two Revolvers and 


Escaped. 


Boston, April 5.—A mysterious mur- 
@er was done last night at the drug 
store under the United States hotel. 
There were only two people present when 
the deed was committed. One was the 
man who was killed and the other was 
the man who killed him. The latter is 
at large. 

It is thought that the murderer tried 
to rob the murdered man. The latter 


was stabbed, it is thought, just when he) 


was getting the best of the robber. 

The murdered man is Charles Lamont 
Russell, 35 years old, who lived with 
his wife and two children in Roslindale. 
He was a clerk in the drug store of Will- 
fam A. Church, at Beach and Lincoln 
streets, under the United States ho- 
tel, and had worked in the store for 
several years. 

The motive for the crime, the police 
say, was the “result of jealousy,’”’ or 
some standing grudge, as no attempt 
was made to loot the place, which could 
have easily been accomplished, as the 
outer door of the safe stood open. 

The murder took place when the streets 


in the vicinity were well filled with peo- | 


ple. Those near the store saw Russell 
struggling with a man in his endeavor 
apparently to push him from the store. 
The two men, however, reached the 
street very quickly, and then Russell 
Was seen to fall on his face on the side- 
walk, while the unknown man started 
down Beach street on the run. Three 
young men who were quite near the 
store and saw the struggle between the 
two men, instead of running to the pros- 
trate form of Russell, started after his 
supposed assailant. They almost 
reached him, when he suddenly turned 


pocket, ordered them to stand back. 
They stopped at once before the desper- 
ate man, but as he again started to run 
they bravely followed in pursuit. The 
chase led them to the Boston and Al- 
bany railroad station, through which 
the man ran until he reached the end of 
the train shed. Here the man doubled 


the south end. 

In the meantime Russell had been con- 
veyed back to the store, but he was dead 
even before he was lifted from the side- 
walk. A hasty examination revealed a 
deep knife wound in the abdomen which 
undoubtedly severed an artery. Mr. 
Chapin, the proprietor of the store, ar- 
rived shortly afterwards, and after a 
hasty examination stated that while the 
man might have been trying to rob the 
| Store no cash was missing. 

Later th® police arrested a man, who 

gave his name as Charles Brown, on 
suspicion, but the three men who chased 
| Russell's assailant failed to identify 
him. As there was no one in the store 

at the time of the assault, the circum- 
stances leading to it are unknown and

Bay State Legislature. . 
| Boston, April 5—By a vote of 79 to 
| 56 the house of representatives yester- 
| day ordered to a third reading the bill 
} to limit the number of places here which 
| may be licensed for the sale of intox- 
icating liquors to one for each 1000 popu- 
lation. If this bill should become a 
law the number of licenses in Boston 
would be reduced by one-half, the limit 
in this city now being one license for each 
500 population. The proposed law makes 
no change in the cities and towns out- 
side of Boston, 

The bill providing for the temporary 
release of children from truant schools, 
in cases where their parents are serious- 

| ly sick, was engrossed by the senate 
without debate. 

The most important matter acted upon 
was the bill extending the scope of the 
weekly payment law. The bill extends 
the operation of the weekly payment 
law to include employing contractors 
and manufacturers, On a yea and nay 
vote is was accepted—16 to 14. 

Senator George had a bill substituted 
for an adyerse report, which provides 
that the appointment and removal of 
license commissioners shall be by the 
mayor, subject to the approval of the 
board of aldermen. 

The bill to authorize the erection and 
maintenance of dams across streams not 
navigable, for making of ice ponds, was 
discussed at length, copiously amended 
and rejected on a yea and nay ycte—13 
to 13.

H. Bohannon, the present Democratic 
mayor, defeated his Republican oppo- 
j nent, Henry L. Eckhard, by 244 votes.

} pretext will aiso be made for seizing 
| the Philippines and Porto Rico, but their 
| real objects are to force Cuban annex- 
| ation to the United States, or to sell 
her to the highest bidder, which would 
have to be Spain; for this government 
has gone on record that under no con- 
sideration will the United States tol- 
érate the transfer of Cuba to any Eu- 
| ropean power other than Spain. They 
| intend to ignore absolutely the fact that 
the Cubans have not only for the past 
three years, but also from 1868 to 1878, 
fought for their independence; that they 
have made sacrifices of blood and money 
| unequalled in the history of the world, 
and now intend to treat them, not like 
human beings with high political aspli- 
rations, but like cattle which pass as 
property with the title to the land. 
“The president is quoted as saying 
that he would rather have his adminis- 
tration go down in ignoming than wage 
“an unholy war. To come in at the 
eleventh hour and carry out this pro- 
gram of the money changers would be 
the most unholy war ever fought under 
the ban of a republic. Rather let the 
Cubans be exterminated fighting like 
men than be betrayed and sold like 
slaves.” 


Acted Like a Spy. 

Fort Monroe, Va., April 5.—Thereisa 
| good deal of excitement here over the 
alleged discovery of the presence of a 
Spanish spy. Several nights ago the 
sentry at Fort Monroe, whose post was 
nearest the newly arranged esplanade 
for rapid fire and disappearing guns, 
noticed a man skulking along the grassy 
side of the slope. He challenged, but 
received no answer. The next night 
the same thing occurred, and the sentry 
challenged and then fired. SJank car- 
tridges were in use, but since the in- 
cident Captain Hoskins, of the fort, is 
authority for the statement that the 
guard is armed with ball cartridges and 
orders to shoot. When Commodore 
Schley was at the Chamberlain hotel, 
a man of foreign appearance watched 
him closely. Friends of the com- 
modore and Mrs. Schley noticed the man 
several times. He is registered at the 
hotel, but has avoided all the guests. 
While the sentries at the fort can shoot 
a stranger intruding, there is no law in 
force by which at present he can be ap- 
| prehended. 


A Statement Confirmed. 

Rome, April 5.—The vatican refuses 
to publish the text of the communica- 
tions which have passed between the 
pontiff and Madrid, but the statement 
that his holiness has asked Spain to 
arrange for a suspension of hostilities 
in Cuba is confirmed. 

A local paper, reviewing the situation 
tmofficially, says: “We must regard 
America’s demands as excessive, es- 
pecially as Spain has proposed to sub- 
mit the whole administration question 
to the insular parliament. It is dif- 
ficult to perceive on what pretext Wash- 
ington could declare war, even if so dis- 
| posed, and we have confidence that the 
| wisdom and moderation of President 
McKinley, with the practical common 
| sense of the Americans, will avert the 
| horrors of war.” 


The Maine Episode. 

Washington, April 5.—Senator Mitchell 
of Wisconsin, who is one of the most 
conservative men in the senate and has 
| never advocated intervention in Cuba 
until since the receipt of the report of 
the Maine disaster, received a letter yes- 
terday from Paul D. Carpenter of Mil- 
waukee, a son of Matt Carpenter, in 
which an argument for peace is made 
and in which the report of the Spanish 
court of inquiry is cited as ground for 
not accepting as conclusive the finding 
of our own court that the Maine was de- 
stroyed by an external explosion. To 
| this letter Senator Mitchell replied as 
| follows: 
“My dear sir—Your favor of the 2nd 
| Inst. to hand. I have never favored 
armed interference in Cuban affairs. I 
did not feel that we were bound to 
redress the wrongs of Cuba by resort- 
ing to war; but the Maine episode will 
notdown. Over-refinement of argument 
is useless. It stands before the Ameri- 
can people a plain case of treachery. 
Perfidy and cruelty run in the Spanish 
blood; there is litt‘e else in its history. 
Any nation that would permit such an 
outrage to go unpunished would not de- 


serve to exist. There are some things 


| worse than war: there are sume things 


better than money.” 


Emphatic Protest Uttered. 

New York, April 5—At a meeting of 
the New York Baptist Ministers’ con- 
ference yesterday the following reso- 
lution was unanimously adopted:

While appreciating 
the propriety of his counselling the 
church which recognizes him as its re- 
ligious instructor and head, we do not 
regard him as having any office with 
which our government should hold offi- 
cial relations.” 


Suggests an Armistice. 


London, April 5.—The Rome corre- 
spondent of The Daily Mail says 
“Archbishop Ireland has cabled depre- 


cating a formal offer of intervention, 
and explaining that the pope could only 


intervene successfully by recognizing 
| the Monroe doctrine, which would be 


impolitic. A rumor is current here that 
| Emperor William first broached the idea 
|of papal mediation, and was warmly 
seconded by Austria. 

“The solution the vatican proposes is 
an armistice to save the Spanish troops 
during the rainy season, allay excite- 
ment on both sides and prepare the way 
for Cuban independence in the autumn. 
Spain is agreeable to this; but there is 
little hope that the Cuban insurgents or 
their American sympathizers will accede 
to the proposal.” 


Until Peace Is Proclaimed. 

Boston, April 5.—At a meeting of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery com- 
pany in Faneuil hall last night resolu- 
tions were adopted tendering to 
president the company's warmest 
thanks for his earnest efforts to insure 
peace between the United 
Spain. The resolutions state that while 
earnestly hoping that war may be 
averted, yet should national honor or 
saftey demand it as a last resort the 
members of the company, as its members 
have done for more than two centuries 
and a half, pledge their unfaltering sup- 
port to the government until peace with 
that safety and that honor sustained 
shall be proclaimed.

Many believe that recognition or in- 
dependence should be the first step and 
that intervention should follow as a nec- 
essary corollary; and these are keenly 
disappointed that the method of pro- 
cedure which they favor does not meet 
the president's views; but a majority of 
the foreign relations committee of the 
senate and the foreign affairs committee 
of the house are believed to be willing to 
accept a proposition which involves in- 
tervention with independence in view 
60 long as the recognition of the right 
of independence is written in the reso- 
lution. In any event, however marked 
may be the differences now, it is believed 
that when the test comes there will be 
no breaking away on the part of those 
who favor what seenis to them to be the 
more logical and consistent policy. 

SPANISH MINISTER. 
An Interview In Which He Says He Is 
Hopeful of Peace. 

Washington, April 6,—‘I am still hope- 
ful of peace,” remarked the Spanish 
minister Wednesday in an interview. 
“That may seem optimistic at a moment 
when such passions are aroused, such 
naval and military preparations are 
going on, and when the current of public 
sentiment seems to oe that war is in- 
evitable. I cannot say that I base my 
view that peace will prevail upon ary 
direct official information. On the con- 
trary itis my individual judgment, based 
solely upon the conviction that in these 
enlightened days two self-respecting 
nations, made up of men and women of 
high aspirations and noble instincts, 
cannot and will not resort to the last 
brutal expedient of war. It would be 
too wanton, too criminal, too offensive 
to all the dictates of civilization and 
christianity for such an awful conse- 
quence to be brought about. 

“You ask me as to the latest phases 
of negotiation. Of this I cannot speak 
owing to the restrictions of my position. 
I can only say that despite the animosi- 
ties aroused, I believe that calm counsel 
will yet prevail and that the United 
Ftates and Spain will be able to solve 
this problem on a basis just and honor- 
able to all eoncerned, and without re- 
gourse to arms. I fully recognize the 
earnestness, patriotism and _ intense 
vigor of the American people, but I 
feel that it is not improper for me to 
suggest that at such a profoundly sol- 
emn moment earnestness and strength 
should be tempered with can judgment 
and a disposition to look at both sides of 
the question and not alcne at one side,” 


CHANDLER FOR’ WAR. 


Wants a Declaration at Once and a Vig- 
orous Prosecution Afterward. 

Washington, April 6.—Senator Chand- 
ler wants the United States to drop its 
palteririg policy and “immediately to de- 
Ziare war against Spain, and to main- 
tain that war until the people of Cuba 
are made free from Spanish starvation 
and cruelty, and the government of the 
island is firmly established as an inde- 
pendent republic.” This was one of 
many utterances of like tenor delivered 
in the course of his speech at Tuesday's 
session. Speeches were delivered also 
by Mr. Turner of Washington, Mr. Harris 
of Kansas and Mr. Kenny of Delaware, 
all of whom took strong ground for 
vigorous and instant action by the 
United States. Mr. Turner took sub- 
stantially the same position as that of 
Mr. Chandler, basing his demand for 
action upon the Maine catastrophe. 

Mr. Turner said that it was immaterial 
whose was the hand that sent the elec- 
tric spark on its fatal mission against 
the Maine. Spain was in every sense 
responsible for the act, an act that 
ought properly to be resented by the 
United States. From the time of Alva 
down to the time of Weyler the record 
of Spain had been one ef murder and 
assassination, brutality and cruelty, 
rapine and arson. The Spaniard of 1500 
and the Spaniard of 1900 are one and the 
same irdividual. It had remained for 
the Maine Gisaster to demonstrate that 
civilization had passed the Spaniards by, 
and that they were now as ferocious, 
brutal, cunning and treacherous as they 
ever were. This government should act 
at once, 

Profound attention was attracted by 
a speech delivered by Mr. Turpie of In- 
diana. Briefly but scathingly he re- 
viewed the Spanish conduct of Cuban 
affairs, and declared in the strongest 
terms for intervention that would mean 
something—that would drive Spain from 
control of every foot of territory in the 
western hemisphere. The speech wasa 
clear, concise statement of the position 
in which this country had been placed 
by Spanish outrages, insults and crimes. 

A debate which occurred in the execu- 
tive session would indicate that no mat- 
ter what might be the character of the 
report of the committee on foreign re- 
lations, the resolution would cause a 
serious and perhaps prolonged discus- 
sion. It emphasized the fact that there 
are two elements in the senate, one for 
independence with intervention and an- 
other for intervention alone, and these 
two factions will fight vigorously for 
thelr ideas. The session was devoted 
to a general discussion of the policy to 
be pursued towards Spain, and developed 
the fact that much opposition would be 
made to the acceptance of a policy in 
line with the president's desires. The 
question was raised by Senator Allen, 
who made a long speech predicting much 
dissatisfaction in the country at large 
with a policy that did not go to the ex- 
tent of giving the Cubans their entire 
independence of the mother country. 
He was followed by other speakers in 
the same line, and the fact was made 
very evident that if the committee on 
foreign relations should bring in a reso- 
lution merely complying with the presi- 
éent’s request and stopping short of a 
declaration for independence, there 
would be an effort in the senate to amend 
it so as to accomplish this end. More 
than one senator announced that he 
would offer such an amendment, and 
many moré said that they would support 
an effort in the direction of adding the 
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maecpenaence deciaration to a resolution 
providing simply for intervention. The 
committee was therefore urged not to 
yield to the wishes of the president, but 
to stand for complete action. 

The greater part of the speechmaking 
was in opposition to the executive, and 
no one attempted to outline the probable 
action of the committee. There was also 
a recurrence to the intention of the 
president to withhold the Cuban con- 
sular correspondence, and a suggestion 
Was made that if this matter was of a 
character too inflammable to permit of 
its being made public, it be given to the 
senate in secret session. A resolution 
Was offered tiMt the entire Cuban ques- 
tion should be considered behind closed 
doors on account of the probability of 
utterances which would afford informa- 
tion totheenemy.. This Proposition was 
debated, but without reaching a con- 
clusion. 

While the senate was in executive ses- 
zion a formidable element was consid- 
ering what should be done in case reso- 
lutions should be reported for recog- 
nition of independence. This ‘faction 
Was composed of what is known as the 
conservative element on the Republi- 
can side. Their conference was held in 
Senator Aldrich’s committee room and 
among those present were Senators 
Hanna, Platt of Connecticut, Spooner, 
Hale, Fairbanks and Aldrich. Senator 
Allison was also there for a brief time. 
A general purpose was expressed to op- 
pose the adoption of any report that 
should recommend a recognition of Cu- 
ban independence and which did not in- 
deed confine itself to the support of the 
president's recommendation for inter- 
vention only. This position was taken 
because of the generally expressed con- 
viction among the senators present that 
in case of war with Spain and the 
triumph of the arms of the United States, 
this country should be left free to dig- 
pose of Cuba as she might see proper. 
Many of them expressed dissatisfaction 
with the Cuban administration, and the 
opinion was given that the recognition 
of independence at this time would bind 
the United States to its support and to 
guaranteeing its bonds, giving to the 
Cuban junta a position of influence and 
power to which it is not, In their opinion, 
entitled. 

The prevailing opinion among senators 
is that the committee will recede from 
its position for both independence and 
intervention and report a resolution in 
accordance with the president's recom 
mendation for intervention, 

The crowds which thronged the gal- 
leries of the house yesterday were dis- 
appointed. There were no outbreaks of 
any kind on the floor on the Cuban ques- 
tion. The whole day was spent on the 
private calendar, with the result that 
several bills were passed, among them 
one to pay the heirs of John Roach, the 
shipbuilder, $330,000 on a claim which 
has been pending a dozen years, and an- 
other to pay O. C. Bosbyshell, superin- 
tendent of the Philadelphia mint, $17,000 
abstracted from the gold vaults by a 
weight clerk. 

At the night session 23 pension bills 
were favorably acted upon, among them 
being the following: Ann M. Smith, 
widow of Major General Andrew J. 
Smith, at $30 per month; Adolphine 
Krez, widow of Brigadier General Con- 
rad Krez, at $30, and to increase the pen- 
sion of General James W. McMillen at 
$50 per month. 


The “McKinley” Senators. 

Washington, April 6—The senators 
who believe in unqualified submission 
to the presidential will have issued a 
statement in support of their position in 
which they say: 

“If the United States is to intervene 
for the pacification of Cuba, it should 
do so free-handed; it should not tie 
itself fast to a form of government 
which afterwards may prove an im- 
pediment to those reforms which ought 
to be effected in the island. The United 
States ought to be free to insist upon 
such a government as will be of prac- 
tical advantage to the United States, 
not by way of annexation, but in those 
matters of commercial advantage which, 
from the location of the island and the 
relations of this country to it, we ought 
to expect. If we recognize the inde- 
pendence of this government now it is 
free to grant us those privileges or to 
deny themtous. If it denies them when 
we think we are entitled to them, we 
can only get them by the assertion of 
force which certainly would be embar- 
rassing. Looking at it from the stand- 
point of our own interests and not from 
the standpoint of the interests of those 
who are supporting the Cuban republic, 
every argument and every consideration 
favors a course which will leave this 
government free to deal with the future 
of the island as Its interest may dictate 
when the time comes.” 


Failure to Secure a Settlement. 

Washington, April 6.—The statement 
is made that the failure of the effort to 
secure a settlement of the war between 
Spain and Cuba was due to the refusal 
of the government of the United States 
to remove its fleet from Key West. 
Spain made removal a condition pre- 
cedent to her offering an armistice, with 
the end in view of granting the indepen- 
dence of Cuba, and when the proposi- 
tion was brought to the attention of 
the administration it was met with re- 
fusal, though not until after it had been 
seriously considered. 

The congressional opponents of a war 
policy who had counted upen the ac- 
ceptance of this condition admit that the 
outlook for peace has grown almost 
hopeless since this determination was 
reached. 


Lee Not Afraid, 

Washington, April 6.—Consul General 
Lee does not regard himself or the other 
consular officers in Cuba in ‘any special 
danger at this time, and in reply to the 
suggestion that it might be expedient 
for him to hasten his departure, he has 
informed the department that about 10 
days would be necessary for the consuls 
throughout the island to arrange for

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Alleged Scheme to Swindle Blocked 
by Discovery. 


People In Two Cities Closely 
Concerned. 


Two Arrests Made In Boston and One In 
New York. 


Boston, April 6.—Two men are now 
under arrest in this city anda third in 
New York charged with attempting to 
utter forged notes, while a fourth is 
under police surveillance. The men in 
custody are: John W. Cotton, Henry D. 
O. Kurros, both said to be residents of 
Boston, and Inspector McCloskey of 
New York has John L. Tucker of that 
city under arrest. Michael Keys of 
Roston will probably appear in court in 
the case, but Chief Watts says he will 
not be arrested unless he attempts to 
leave the state. 

One of the notes is for $1500 and two 
are for $1000.each. They are all signed 
by John Stewart company and counter- 
signed by John Stewart. The John 
Stewart company makes sewing ma- 
chines, with an office on Canal street, 
New York, and John Stewart is pres- 
ident of the company. It seems that 
last Friday, Cotton offered Andrew F. 
Leatherbee, a prominent lumber dealer 
in this city, a note for $1500 in payment 
for a large order of lumber. The note 
was signed by John Stewart of New 
York and endorsed by John Stewart. 
Leatherbee discovered that the signa- 
ture and endorsement were forgeries, 
and Cotton was arrested. 

The latter claimed that the note was 
given him by Keys, and when Keys was 
subsequently arrested he in turn said 
that Kurros, who is a real estate dealer, 
gave him the note. A letter was found 
upon the person of Keys from a man 
signing himself as John L. Tucker of 
New York, and it is alleged that the 
writer asked Keys to return certain 
notes which he had in his possession and 
which Tucker had intimated he had 
previously asked Keys to return. 

Simultaneously with the alleged at- 
tempt to utter the paper at Leatherbee’s 
office, Kurros is said to have given a 
note for $1000, also signed by the John 
Stewart company, to Frank E. Wyman, 
whe is agent for Steinfeldt & Rosen- 
blat of New York. This note is said to 
have been forwarded to the latter con- 
cern and is probably in its possession. 
Kurros, who formerly worked for the 
Stewart company, is said to have told 
the police that he obained the note from 
Tucker also. 

Cotton was searched at the inspectors’ 
office, and it is alleged that two notes 
were found on his person for $100 each, 
signed also by the John Stewart com- 
pany. 


Extent of the Damage. 

Shawneetown, Ills., April 6.—Twenty- 
three unknown dead, a possibility that 
the list may reach 30, 1500 people in 
actual need of the necessaries of life, 
700 people homeless and damage to the 
amount of $200,000 are the net result of 
the flood which swept through Shawnee- 
town late Sunday afternoon. Not one 
of the bodies has been recovered, and 
it is not likely that they will be until 
the waters subside, which will be in 10 
days or a fortnight. 

There is no danger of further dam- 
age. The entire town is buried under 
from 10 to 15 feet of water, with the ex- 
ception of the houses on the embank- 
ment immediately fronting the Ohio 
river. All of these have water in the 
cellars, and the most of them are flooded 
to the second story. 

The levee broke on the north side of the 
town, sweeping what is known as the 
first, second and third wards clean of 
all buildings. All of the people who were 
drowned met their fate in the first and 
northern part of the second ward, near- 
est tothe break. There is a large semi- 
circular dyke to the south of the town, 
enclosing that side as the broken dyke 
enclosed it on the north. Down the 
edge of this dyke and in the town proper 
is a tangled mess of trees, shrubs and 
brushwood, Into the curve formed by 
the soutlrern dyke the bodies were car- 
ried by the flood, and all of them are 
supposed to be scattered along the south- 
ern dyke, which is nearly a mile in 
length from the western end of the curve 
to the eastern end. 


Autocrat of the L. A. W. 

Baltimore, April 6.—Chairman Mott of 
the L. A. W. racing board has issued the 
following bulletin: ‘Special permits to 
exceed the prize limit in sprint races 
which would conflict with the national 
championships on national circuit dates 
will not be granted, but permits will be 
given to exceed the prize limit in middle 
distance races or any other events that 
will not conflict with the national cham- 
pionships. 

“Racing men who have made contracts 
which have been approved by the chair- 
man must comply faithfully with the 
terms. The same requirement holds 
good with the promoter or track owner 
who is the only party to the contract. 
Any wilful violation would be in the na- 
ture of ‘unfair dealing connected with 
cycle racing,’ and will be subject to a 
penalty, effective in this country and in 
Europe. 

“No person must act asa referee of a 
race meet except those prescribed in the 
rules on page 20, and ewen they must 
not be promoters, managers, owners, 
trainers or financially interested in the 
tracks or meets.”

DESPAIR OF A 


PEACEFUL OUTCOME.

thelr departure, éxcept fn case of 
emergency. Definite action has not yet 
been taken in regard to the removal of 
the consuls, but it seems probable that 
they will be recalled within the next day 
ortwo. The government has given Gen- 
eral Lee instructions to see to the safety 
of our consuls and all Americans in Cuba, 
and has given him full authority to go 
to whatever expense is necessary, includ- 
ing the hire of vessels, to secure this end. 


The Armistice Proposal. 

Rome, April 6.—There was an active 
exchange of telegrams yesterday after- 
noon between the Spanish minister for 
foreign affairs in Madrid and Mer. 
Merry Del Val, the pope's private cham- 
berlain, with a view of drawing up, with 
the consent of the pope, the exact terms 
of the armistice for Cuba which will 
be proposed, it is said, by the pope im- 
mediately after the terms are agreed on. 
In clerical circles it appears to be un- 
derstood that President McKinley may 
bring pressure to bear upon the insur- 
gents to induce them to accept an armis- 
tice, and it is understood the holy see 
will then exert similar influence through 
the episcopacy in Cuba. It is hoped 
here that the armistice proposal will be 
definitely drawn up today or Thursday. 


The European Meven en’. 

Washington, April 6.—The news that 
Great Britain had finally declined to 
enter the concert of the powers places 
a new and most important condition on 
the European movement and one which 
may defeat it. It has been known that 
Great Britain was holding out most 
strongly against any tender of media- 
tion on the ground that it would look 
like outside pressure to force the hand 
of the United States. The attitude of 
Great Britain has been that the war in 
Cuba should cease in the interest of hu- 
manity at large. 

Sir Julian Pauncefote had a conference 
with the French ambassador, Mr. Cam- 
bon, whose government has been most 
instrumental in securing a concert of 
the powers. Certain circumstances left 
ne room for doubt that the two ambas- 
gadors were conferring concerning the 
course of their governments on the Cu- 
ban trouble. 

Archbishop Ireland went to the office 
of Assistant Secretary Day. He was 
admitted at once, evidently by appoint- 
ment. The archbishop remained about 
half of an hour, and soon after his de- 
parture the assistant secretary started 
for the White House. The archbishop 
declined to discuss the purposes of his 
calls, saying it was merely to pay his 
respects, and he showed annoyance when 
inquiry was made as to the direction of 
the papal influences. While the call re- 
newed the talk about papal mediation, 
a general impression prevailed through- 
out official circles that no mediation by 
the pope, and no influences in that di- 
rection, would be seriously entertained 
by the United States government. 


The Madrid Editors, 

Madrid, April 6.—The Globe considers 
that the “manifesto of the Cuban gov- 
ernment to the insurgents, following the 
one to President McKinley, decides 
finally the permanence on the island of 
the Spanish flag” and adds: “If the 
American warships remove from the 
vicinity of the island, the last sparks of 
the insurrection are extinguishable with 
the foot. The Spanish government is 
awaiting the solution of the event com- 
mitted to the pope's hands. The in- 
terviews of the ambassadors of France 
1 Austria with Mr. Gullon, the min- 


ister for foreign affairs, and also the 
nurtio’s calls on the German ambassador 
and others were in regard to the pope’s 


task. Diplomats believe that the official 
communication offering mediation 
leaves Rome for Madrid today.”

Washington, April 7.—President Mc- 
Kinley received a long cipher cablegram 
Minister Woodford last night, 
which, it is stated, promised important 
and favorable developments at Madrid 
today, which may meet the demands of 
the United States. 

The queen regent, her dynasty having 
ranteed continuance in power 
e, Austria-Hungary and Italy, 
it is stated, to take steps 
granting indepen- 
and it is expected to be- 
gin proclamation for an 
armistice in Cuba, which will lead toa 
grant of independence to Cuba at the 
end of six months upon the payment 
offered by the Cubans of part of the war 
debt. 

President McKinley will wait to see 
how all this develops. If Spain would 
promise to make Cuba free at the end 
of six months he would agree to it, and 
all the war preparations would be over; 
but it has not taken that tangible shape 
as yet. If it does President McKinley 
will feel amply justified for the manner 
in which he has managed the case. 

While the message was awaited there 
came a hurried summons of leaders of 
the and house to the White 
House, and they were there informed 
that the was to be withheld 
upon the received from 
Consul Ge The reasons he 
gave were deemed entirely satisfactory 
by all, and Senator Davis informed the 
senate, W » the house leaders carried 
the news to that body. That the danger 
to American life was considered suf- 
ficient reason for non-action appeared 
in the postponement of all meetings to 
consider the situation. The proposed 
armistice by Spain injected another fea- 
ture into the discussion of the situation, 
and while some were very hopeful that 
a satisfactory solution of the problem 
might eventuate from it, the general 
feeling was that the conditions in Cuba, 
the determination of the insurgents to 
continue fighting until independence was 
recognized, and the sentiment of this 
country in favor of Cuba's independence 
of Spain possibly made overtures on this 
line too late. 

The frank statement of the president 
to the leaders and to several prominent 
Democrats that his course was deemed 
absolutely necessary by Consul General 
Lee, to insure the safe departure of the 
Americans still in Cuba, has caused them 
to accept the situation in good faith. 
Some of the most radical, after hearing 
the statements of those who saw the 
president, appeared satisfied. Those 
with whom the president talked came 
away witha very strong impression that 
the message would mean war unless 
Spain backed down squarely. One of 
them, who has been very active in an- 
tagonizing delay, says the message will 
be perfectly satisfactory to him and will 
fully meet the expectations of the coun- 
try. 

Pending the transmittal of the mes- 
sage, in view of the situation presented 
by the president, all plans looking to 
action in the house will be abandoned, 
but those who have been taking part in 
the radical movement, and who always 
admit the possibility that the time may 
come when they will have to part com- 
pany with the preseient, are, according 
to the leaders of the movement, more 
determined than ever to ultimately cb- 
tain what they desire. They are at 
present satisfied with the assurances 
they have received as to the character 
of the message, but this has not pre- 
vented them from organizing for pos- 
sible contingencies. The conference 
which was to have been held last night 
after the message was in was aban- 
doned, but 50 of those who inaugurated 
the movement met immediately after 
the house aéjourned to discuss the situ- 
ation. All who were not heartily in sym- 
pathy with them were invited to leave. 
Those at the meeting unanimously 
agreed to wait upon the message, but 
the movement for a caucus started by 
the president's supporters, which was 
also abandoned during the afternoon, 
exposed to them a ddnger upon which 
they had not reckoned, namely, that a 
caucus of F&épublicans might be called 
to bind them by the party action and 
place them in the position of bolters if

Several rather vigorous speeches in 
denunciation of any policy of delay were 
made in the course of the meeting, one 
by Mr. Smith of Illinois. In order to 
emphasize this position a proposition 
Was made to unite with the Democrats 
and block all legislation, adjourning 
from day to day until the message ap- 
peared and the house had acted on the 
Cuban resolution; but Mr. Hull of Iowa, 
who is pushing the army re-organiza- 
tion bill, made such an ardent plea to 
allow the bill to come to a yote that the 
proposition was temporarily abandoned. 

Shortly before midnight a _ senator 
made this precise statement of the sit- 


uation: “The president's message will 
be transmitted to congress next Monday. 
It is signed and finished. The president 
does not propose to alter a single letter, 
word or line except under one contin- 
gency. That contingency is the abso- 
lute withdrawal of the Spanish flag from 
Cuba and the granting of complete in- 
dependence to the Cubans, Other- 
wise congress must act. 

“Negotiations have ceased and cannot 
be reopened with Spain. There is noth- 
ing to negotiate. General Woodford 
has cabled the president the result of 
his conference with the queen regent 
and the ministers. The sovereign as 
well as the ministy has frankly told 
him that Spain stands between war at 
home and war abroad. To yield to the 
United States means war at home; not 
to yield mears war with this country. 
Of the two evils, they prefer war witha 
foreign power.” 

The delay in the settlem 
ban question was treated in the senate 
with varying degrees of favor or dis- 
favor, depending largely upon the pre- 
dilections and persona! political associa- 
tions of senators. All united in admit- 
ting the necessity of protecting General 
Lee and the other American citizens in 
Cuba. Many, however, were inclined to 
criticise because our citizens had not 
been removed heretofore, while others 
declared protection for them should 
have been sent to Havana, “It is a hu- 
miliating spectacle,” said Senator Quay 
of Pennsylvania, “that with our fleet 
within 90 miles of Havana we are unable 
to protect our people in that port.” 

The intense Cuban sympathizers were 
free in the opinion that there was some 
motive in the delay that did not appear 
on the surface They did not question 
the good faith of the representations as 
to the danger of Americans in Cuba, 
but they argued that there must have 
been other causes for the administra-

Should the 
United States troops succeed in expelling 
the Spanish; should the United States 
then declare a protectorate over the 
island—however provisional or tentative 
—and seek to extend its authority over 
the government of Cuba and the army 
of liberation, we would resist with force 
of arms as bitterly and tenaciously as 
we have fought the armies of Spain.”

Weary and Disgusted Crowds.

False to Our Traditions to Checkmate 
the Insurgents, 

Ruston, April 7.—The Boston 
holds: “For the United States to take 
any step whatever to deprive the Cuban 
revolutionists of the fruits of their long 
and persistent struggles for liberty, for 
which so much Cuban blood has been 
shed and so many thousand Cuban lives 
sacrificed, would be a proceeding dis- | 
graceful beyond all conception.

“we had this house filled; the galleries 
overfiowed and the capitol grounds were 
covered with people, all expecting the 
president's message, which might lead 
to war. Finally in the afternoon came 
word that a telegram had been received 
from Consul Lee in Havana indicating 
that he wanted time, and the message 
Was delayed on that account. Now, I 
don't believe anybody had authority for 
the statement from the administration 
or any official that justified the rumor 
that prevailed here. A telegram by the 
Associated Press said that all was quiet 
in Havana, and that General Lee tolda 
correspondent that he had not been re- 
quested to leave. The other newspapers, 
notabiy the New York Journal, have 
similar dispatches. If these statements 
are true, there was nothing to justify 
the statement sent to the capitol Wed- 
nesday. I say there will be no war.” 

Continuing, he charged that congress 
was being overwhelmed by the tele- 
grams “dictated by commercial greed,” 
all of which he declared emanated prin- 
cipally from Wall street and Lombard 
street. “It is the old question of the 
almighty dollar, said he. “It is the 
fall of stocks these gentlemen who con- 
trol the administration fear more than 
war. They care nothing for 266 assas- 
Binated Americans who went down in 
Havana harbor, but they care every- 
thing for 99 cents plus one cent. I say, 
my friends, that we owe an apology to 
Judas Iscariot. I say he ought to be 
brought back and deified. If Judas lived 
in this age he would not have gone to 
the potter's field and hanged himself. 
He would have been sent to the United 
States senate in due time, such a specu- 
lator as he was.” 

Mr. Lentz read from the New York 
Journal statements to the effect that the 
delay in the message helped stock job- 
bers and that they had advance infor- 
mation. He read from the various stock 
reports to show that stocks went up all 
along the line when the news was re- 
ceived that the message would not goto 
congress.

Reports received show 
that up to this time there have been re- 
cruited 900 men of the 1600 needed to fill 
the two regiments of artillery. 


Had Reached the Limit. 

London, April 8.—The ambassadors of 
France, Germany, Russia and Italy 
waited last evening upon Mr. Gullon, the 
foreign minister, and presented a joint 
note in the interests of peace.

Massachusetts Man Robhed In a Pe- 
culiar Way, 


Kept His Savings In a Box at 
His Home. 


His Young Sons Induced by. an Acquaintance 
to Supply Him With Cash. 


Worcester, Mass., April 8.—William H. 
Oldenburgh of North Grafton was locked 
up in the central station yesterday, 
charged with the larceny of $1350 be- 
longing to Thomas Monahan. 

The story is a most pathetic one. Mr. 
Monahan lost the savings of 11 years. 
He has been employed in the finishing 
room of the Finlaysen & Bosfield thread 
mill and was very thrifty and saving. 
He came to (he town about 17 years ago, 
and then began to save his earnings, 
with the hope some day of buying a 
farm. 

lt was his custom to put his money in 
a tin box, which he kept in the atttia 
near his bed. He never took a cent 
from this box after it was placed there, 
and frequently during the good times he 
added various amounts, binding them 
together in rolls of $250 each, until he 
had $1350 on hand. 

He had a distrust of savings banks, 
and could not be persuaded to entrust 
his money to one of them. Noone knew 
of the treasure of his tin box so far as 
he was aware, except his oldestson, who 
is 15 years old. The father told him of 
tin box under the bed and of its 
contents, and told him to take the box 
and keep it safe if anything should hap- 
ren in his absence. The boy told his 
younger brother, 13 years old, and they 
were the only custodians of their fa- 
ther’s secreé. 

Last fall the sons became acquainted 
with William H. Oldenburgh, 22 years 
old, who lives about a mile away dovn 
the road. Oldenburgh drove one day to 
Monahan’s house with a load of cider 
and gave the boys about four quarts. 
He usked them if they had any money, 
and they told him no. They told him, 
however, of the money hid in the tin 
box in the garret, and he wanted to bor- 
row $20 of it. The boys went to the box 
and took $100. They gave Oldenburgh 
$20 and kept the rest. 

Later he returned for $25 and got it, 
and then he asked for $2300, which the 
simple-minded boys also gave him. All 
these loans were made last fall, and 
Oldenburgh represented that he was 
buying horses and was making money. 


He called again and suggested to the 
boys that they should give hi 1] that 
was in the box, and they brought do 


the remaining $1000 and passed it oyer. 

Monahan has a fear of banks and kept 
his money in a tin box at his home. Ol- 
denburgh learned of this fact and formed 
an acquaintanceship with the boys, with 
the result, it is alleged, that he induced 
them to give him the money. 

When: arrested the ‘prisoner had 16 
cents in his possession and is unable to 
account for the loss of the money fur- 
ther than he says he bought horses and 
carriages. The money was taken last 
September, but the loss was not discov- 
ered till March 7. The case was report- 
ed to the Worcester police last Sunday. 


BOSTON OPINION. 


Natural Impatience of the Masses Will 
Be Allayed. 


Boston, April 8.—In treating of the 
ambassadors’ call yesterday The Globe 
says: “No one of the nations represent- 
ed in it dreams of going any farther. 
All of them know the difference between 
Washington and Constantinople, and the 
opportunity to inform them, as in effect 
they were informed yesterday, that we 
will not permit Cuba to become another 
Armenia, where the horrors of the in- 
fernal regions have been fostered and 
| perpetuated by their intercession, was 
| a most welcome one. Equally welcome 
is the renewal by the president of his 
pledge that he is moving toward the 
‘ending’ of ‘a situation the indefinite 
| prolongation of which has become in- 
sufferable.’ Thus assured, the natural 
impatience of the masses of the people 
will be allayed while they confidently 
rely upon him to see that no backward 
or doubtful step is taken. No Armenia 
at our doors! No more submarine 
| mines!” 
| “The intercession of the foreign pow- 
| ers has been gently suggested and has 
failed. It has now passed into history; 
but does this mean that war is certain 
to come?" asks The Journal. “No; there 
} is still a hope of averting it. It lies in 
Ee one thing—in Spanish surrender. 
i 
| 


This is not yet impossible. Besides the 
moral pressure of Europe, a new, ma- 
terial pressure is now beginning to oper- 
ate at Madrid. It is the overwhelming 
superiority of the United States in the 
preparedness of its naval armament.” 
“Even if Spain does remain stubborn 
| until Monday,” in the judgment of The 
| Advertiser, “the last hope of peace with 
| honor will not necessarily have depart- 
ed. As we have so often said,” it con- 
|tinues, “diplomacy alone, without a 
| show of force, can accomplish nothing 
| with the arrogant, cruel and mediaeval 
power with which President McKinley 
| has to deal, But it is by no means cer- 
tain that Spain will not at the last-mo- 
ment, when she realizes that it is really 
the last moment, yield to fear what she 
has refused to justice.” 

The Post says: “The impending war 
is on so high a plane that it cannot fail 
to command not only the sympathies 
put the conscience of the American peo- 

iple. It is not a war waged for selfish 
lends. Much as we deplore the loss of 
|our valuable trade with Cuba, it is not 
lon that acceunt that we incur the dan- 
gers of hostliities. The American nation 
is actuated by no desire of land-grab- 
| bing. We do not want Cuba as a pos- 
|session of this country. The sordid 
| reasons, which underlie and lead to the 
conflicts of the great powers of the old 
| world, have no place here.”

Itisthe| 
expectation that the queen regent will 
issue a decree today, formally proclaim- 
ing that an armistice has been granted, 
It will then be necessary for the repre- 
sentatives of Spain to confer with Gen- 
eral Gomez, the commander-in-chief of 
the Cuban insurgents, to learn if he is 
willing to accept the armistice. It is 
sunderstood that the pope will extend his 
influence to the Cubans with a view to 
getting them to accept the armistice 
offered by Spain.

The president's mes- 
sage remains unaltered, and this being 
the last cabinet day before the message 
will go to congress, alterations are un- 
likely between now and Monday, bar- 
ring unexpected developments from 
Madrid. The calmness of the cabinet 
which was one of the most 
eventful held in recent days, was another 
evidence of the feeling entertained by 
the administration that the case is made 
up and that nothing remains to be done 
but to the subject to congress 
and await the final outcome there.

| BICYCLE BAGGAGE CAR. 


It Will Carry Two Hundred Wheels and 
Carry Them Safely. 

Greater New York’s first bicycle bag- 
gage car has been built by the Long Is- 
land Railroad company and given a 

| practical test. Five more will be added 
for the summer traffic. 
| In the last year the company has 
changed its policy entirely regarding 
carrying bicycles, and instead of looking 
upon them as nuisances bas done con- 
| siderable to encourage wheelmen to use 
| the railroad. 
The new cars have racks fastened on 
the sides and hooks arranged through 
| the center of the car along the roof by 
which wheels are assured of reasonably 
safe passage. The old way of throwing 
| valuable machines togetber in a bunch 
' has been abolished entirely. It wrench- 
ed the joints, played havoc with the 
delicate parts of the machinery and of- 
| ten rendered the bicycle temporarily use- 
less. Cyclists objected strenuously, but 
railroad officials shrugged their shoul- 
| ders and told them it was the best they 
‘could do. They treated the wheel as 
| baggage and ‘‘let it go at that.’’ 

A party of wheelmen made the trip 
| from New York to Babylon on the new 
; car recently. Their wheels were stored 

in the car, some in racks and some bung 
| from the hooks of the roof. When they 
| were taken off, after the 30 mile ride, 
yot one of them was injured or even 
scratched or marred. The cyclists rode 
| to Patchogue, and then returned to New 
York, the wheels again giving the new 
| appliances a test in the cycle car. At 
| the end of the run all were in good cou- 
dition and ready for i stant service. 

Each of the new cars has mechanical 
appliances to rack 144 wheels, and 200 
| bicycles can be carried without any 
|; damage. The new cars are modeled 
| Somewhat after the pattern of bicycle 
| baggage cars on the French railroads.—

The president has been overwhelmed 
with conflicting counsels and recommen- 
dations. Saturday night, when the an- 
nouncement of a Spanish proclamation 
of acontemplated cessation of hostilities 
was first received; he was inclined to re- 
gard it as of great importance, and he 
was confirmed in this view by Senator 
Elkins, who was with him until mid- 
night, and who went directly from the 
White House to the Spanish legation. 
The cabinet meeting yesterday morning 
helped to fix this impression in his mind 
With hardly an exception, the members 
of the cabinet were of the opinion that it 
was the duty of the administration to 
delay until it could be ascertained what 
effect the proposed cessation of hostili- 
ties would They did not advise 
him to postpone the message, but they 
qlid urge him to append a paragraph 
earnestly recommending congress to de- 
fer action until the Spanish government 
should have been able to attempt new 
negotiations looking to the pacification 
of Cuba. The meeting lasted for a long 
time, and at its close the president was 
inclined to accept the views of his of- 
ficialadvisers. Some of those who called 
upon him in the afternoon opposed such 
acourse strenuously. At last one sena- 
tor who has been an earnest advocate of 
peace, and who is a leader of the con 
servative element, told htm that it would 
never do to recommend a compliance 
with the Spanish suggestion; and that if 
anything of the sort were attempted 
there was grave danger that congress 
would take the matter into its own hands 
and act at once without regard to the 
president's wishes. 

Out of the conflict of varying opinions 
was at last brought the conclusion that 
there should be no recommendation of 
compliance with the Spanish request,

No suggestion has come from Spain 
that the proposed cessation of hostilities 
will lead to anything more tangible than 
an advanced autonomy. Indeed, Minis- 
ter Bernabe calied at the state depart- 
ment yesterday afternoon and presented 
a formal document, which stated in so 
many words that autonomy was what 
his government had in view. He de- 
clared that the queen regent of Spain had 
commanded General Blanco to proclaim 
an armistice without conditions, and 
that her majesty’s government had 
granted liberal institutions to the island 
of Cuba, which the coming Cuban par- 
Mament would develop. Recalling the 
condolence and sympathy expressed by 
the queen regent and her governmenton 
the disaster of the Maine, and the hor- 
rors this disaster had occasioned in 
Spanish hearts, and appealing to the 
courtesy and sense of jus-‘ice. of the 
United States government to enlighten 
public opinion upon the attitude of Spain, 
the note also repeats the offer of the 
Spanish government to submit the Maine 
question to expeits designated by the 
maritime powers of the world.

It appears that the Sagasta ministry 
has never for a moment considered any- 
thing in the nature of independence, and 
it is as certain now as it seemed a week 
ago that independence will not be agreed 


to by the government at Madrid. Ifthe 
United States desires to secure the free- 
dom of Cuba, which is the only assur- 
ance of the permanent pacification of 
the island, it must intervene by force to 
bring it about, 

The spirit as well as the letter of the 
Spanish note is regarded as showing a 
most earnest desire on the part of Spain 
fto keep the peace and to make every 
possible concession to the United States 
in order to achiev’ thisend. President 
McKinley states 1 4@ facts for the infor- 
mation of congress and suggests the 
sibility that this latest phase of the mat- 
ter may contain reasons why congress 
should proceed with caution. 

In that part of his message which was 
written earlier in the week the president 
has made a few changes, the most im- 
portant one being a strengthening of the 
suggestion or intimation that the exe- 
cutive be given discretion as to the date 
upon which the authority for armed in- 
tervention shall be exercised, in order 
to give some little opportunity for learn- 
ing how much of value or promise there 
is in Spain's latest efforts to secure peace 
in Cuba. 

That the document is in some respects 
unsatisfactory to the president himself 
and to the members of his cabinet is ad- 
mitted. The recommendations are not 
decisive and positive enough to be re- 
garded as forming a distinct policy. 
Responsibility for action is really thrown 
upon congress, with the executive sug- 
gestion that congress should so act as 
to permit of a few days of delay, at the 
president's discretion, before actually 
starting the work of ejecting Spain from 
the island by force, which means war. 

During the minister's call, he notified 
the authorities that word had come 
from Havana that General Blanco had 
been prompt in executing the orders of 
the queen regent and that the proclama- 
tion of armistice had been duly promul- 
gated. The first effect of this will be to 
bring about a complete cessation,of all 
Spanish hostilities throughout the isl- 
and. The Spanish troops will for the 
time being go into garrison. Their 
future disposition has not even been 
considered, for much depends upon the 
duration of the armistice and the course 
of theinsurgents. If the insurgents con- 
tinue their fighting and make attacks on 
he troops, the situation will become com- 
plicated, for it is hardly believed that the 
Spanish forces will lay down their arms 
for any length of time if they continue 
to be under fire. The attitude of the 
insurgent advisers at Washington is 
that of rejecting the armistice. There 
is little doubt, however, that strong in- 
fluences will now be brought to bear to 
induce the insurgents to suspend hos- 
tilities so that terms for a complete 
settlement may be reached. One ofthe 
ambassadors at Washington pointed out 
that the influence of the pope was re-

PICKING UP THE DEAD, 


Unknown Number of Victims of the 
Snowslide, 


pe Se  -teot 


Bodies of Sixty-Nine So Far 
Recovered. 


Extent of Disaster Not to Be Known Until the 
Snow Disappears. 


Seattle, Wash., April 11.—A fact that 
lends horror to the fearful tragedy in 
Chilkoot pass is that it may never be 
known with any degree of accuracy just 
how many lives were sacrificed, who 
they were, or where they came from. 
Sixty-nine bodies have been recovered, 
and the names of 150 are mentioned as 
unaccounted for. Many a poor fellow 
lies buried where no human aid can 
reach him, and his remains must rest 
until the summer rains melt the tons of 
snow and ice under which he Hes. Upon 
the crowded trail no record was kept of 
the living mass of humanity braving 
hardships and facing death itself for the 
mad rush for gold. In the procession 
that daily passed were people from all 
parts of the world, unknown to one an- 
other. 

The work of rescue has continued night 
and day ever since last Saturday, being 
gradually more systematized and con- 
sequently meeting with better results. 
Thus far work has been confined to the 
outskirts of the slide in the hope of res- 
cuing those who are injured, but not yet 
dead. The main body of the avalanche, 
which is estimated to be 50 feet deep and 
150 yards long, has not yet been touched. 
If there are any bodies underneath they 
cannot be rescued in time to save life. 
Four men were taken out alive after 
they had been buried for 19 hours. 

In many inetances the bodies of the 
‘dead are not bruised in the slightest 
and appear as natural as in life, indicat- 
ing that they were suffocated in the 
snow. The work of rescue has been or- 
derly and systematic. A public meeting 
was held and arrangements made to 
take charge of the dead and look for the 
wounded. All that can possibly be done 
to relieve the horror of the situation has 
been done. The accident was one that 
could not have been foreseen, and it will 
be one that is likely to happen at any 
time when the same conditions exist. 


Suicidal Sunday In New York. 

New York, April 11.—Easter Sunday 
had more than its usual quota of sui- 
cides. Lizzie Kelly, 18 years old, was 
found in her room yesterday morning 
suffering from the effects of carbolic 
acid which she had taken to end her 
life. She died within a few hours. No 
cause fer the suicide is known. 

Annie Powers, 19, committed suicide 
on the roof of the house in which she re- 
sided by carbolic acid. The loss of a 
situation recently is believed to be the 
cause of her act. 

Louise Kreitz, 23 years old, drank a 
large quantity of carbolic acid in the 
presence of her sister and husband, and 
died before medical assistance 
reach her. 

Mrs. Adele Ahearn, in an attempt to 
commit suicide, leaped from a third 
story window. She had a quarrel with 
her husband. 


Preferred to Be Idle. 

Saco, Me., April 11.—At a meeting of 
the web-drawers and beamers held Sun- 
day afternoon, a vote was taken by both 
organizations never to return to work 
in the York mill under a reduction of 
Wages. At the beamers’ meeting every 
member of the union was present, anc 
after a heated discussion it was decided 
that as they had been cut 27 percent, it 
Was useless for them to goto work under 
such a sweeping reduction, and the 
only thing to do was to continue the 
struggle until the corporation officials 
would agree to restore the wages to the 
old schedule. 

The web-drawers also decided not to 
go to work under a cut-down, as they 
would be unable to make living wages. 
The workers in these departments claim 
that if they do not go back.to work it 
will be Impossible to run the looms after 
Wednesday.

Quarrels In New York. 

New York, April 11.—David Shine, a 
teamster, was struck on the head with 
a stone in Harlem, and was found un- 
conscious by the police. He had sus- 
tained a compound fracture of the 
skull and will likely die. Seven arrests 
have been made in connection with the 
assault, which is believed to have started 
in a saloon brawl. 

Timothy Collins, a laborer, struck his 
wife with a heavy stick in a quarrel, 
fracturing her skull. The woman died 
soon afterwards and Collins was placed 
under arrest. 

Clement Ritz, 39 years of age, ~and 
Francis Alfrisio of Brooklyn became in- 
volved in a quarrel, and Ritz was 
stabbed in the abdomen. He is ina 
critical condition. Alfrisio was arrest- 
ed. 


Sought a Secluded Spot. 

Salem, Mass., April 11.—The body af an 
unknown man, whose death was ap- 
parently that of a suicide, was found 
on the estate of S. Endicott Peabody, 
near the shore of an inlet of the harbor. 
When the body, which was lying face 
gownward, was turned over, it was found 
that the face and head were badly de- 
composed and the features obliterated. 
Around the neck was a rope, while in 
the branches on an overhanging tree 
was discovered what was apparently the 
other half. The place where it was 
found is seldom visited, and it is thought 
that the suicide was committed at least 
three months ago.

Crowded Galleries. 

Washington, April 12.—The galleries of 
the senate presented a brilliant scene 
Monday. Many of the ladies were at- 
tired in the most fetching finery, and the 
handsome display of gowns and bonnets 
was notable even in this city of beautl- 
ful dressing.

Thereupon Andrew Jackson proceed- 
ed to consider the risk that there might 
be imputed to the United States motives 
of selfish interest, in view of the former 
claim on our part to the territory of Tex- 
as, and of the avowed purpose of the 
Texans in seeking recognition of inde- 
pendence as an incident to the incorper- 
ation of Texas in the Union, concluding 
thus: “Prudence, therefore, seems to 
dictate that we should still stand aloof 
and maintain our present attitude if not 
until Mexico itself, or one of the great 
foreign powers, shall recognize the in- 
dependence of the new government, at} 
least until the lapse of time or the course | 
of events shall have proved beyond cavil , 
or dispute the ability of the people of | 
that country to maintain their separate 
sovereignty and to uphold the govern- 
ment constituted by them. Neither of | 
the contending parties can justly com- 
plain of this course. 3y pursuing it aa 
are but carrying out the long established | 
policy of our government, a policy which 
has secured to us respect and influence | 


abroad and inspired confidence at} 
home.” 
These are the words of the reso- 


lute and patriotic Jackson. They are 
evidence that the United States, in ad- 
dition to the test imposed by public law 
as the condition of the recognition of in- 
dependence by a neutral state (to wit, 
that the revolted state) “constitute in 
fact a body politic, having a government 
in substance as well as in name, pos- 
sessed of the elements of stability,”’ and 
forming, de facto, “if left to itself, a 
state among yations,reasonably capable 
of discharging the duties of a state,” 
has imposed for its own governance in 
dealing with cases like these the further 
condition that recognition of independ- 
ent statehood is not due to a revolted 
dependency until the danger of its be- 
ing again subjugated by the parent state 
has entirely passed away. This extreme 
test was, in fact, applied in the state of 
Texas, the congress, to which President 
Jackson referred the question, as one 
probably leading to war, and, therefore, 
a proper subject for “a previous under- 
stand with that body, by whom war can 
alone be declared, and by whom all the 
provisions for sustaining its perils must 
be furnished,” left the matter of the 
recognition of Texas to the discretion of 
the executive, providing merely for the 
sending of a diplomatic agent when the 
president should be satisfied that the 
republic of Texas had become “an inde- 
pendent state.” It was so recognized 
by President Van Buren, who commis- 
sioned a charge d'affaires March 7, 1837, 
after Mexico had abandoned an attempt 
to reconquer the Texan territory and 
when there was at the time no bona fide 
contest going on between the insurgent 
province and its former sovereign. 

I said in my message of December last: 
“It is to be seriously considered wheth- 
er the Cuban insurrection possesses be- 
yond dispute the attributes of statehood 
which alone can demand the recognition 
of belligerency in its favor.”” The same 
requirement must certainly be no less 
seriously considered when the graver is 
sue of recognizing independence is in 
question, for no less positive test can be 
applied to the greater act than to the 
while, on the other hand, the in- 
fluence and consequences of the struggle 
upon the internai policy of the recogniz- 
ing state, which form important factors 
when the recognition of belligerency is 
concerned, are secondary, if not rightly 
eliminable, factors when the real ques- 
tion is whether the community claiming 
recognition is, or is not, independent be- 
yond peradventure. 

Nor from the standpoint of expedience 
do I think it would be wise or prudent 
for this government to recognize at the 
present time the independence of the so- 
called Cuban republic. Such recogni- 
tion is not necessary in order to enable 
the United States to intervene and paci- 
fy the island. To commit this country 
now to the recognition of any particular 
government in Cuba might subject us 
to embarrassing conditions of interna- 
tional obligation towards the organiza- 
tion so recognized. In case of interven- 
tion, our conduct would be subject to the 
approval or disapproval of such gov- 
ernment; we would be required to sub- 
mit to its direction and to assume to it 
the mere relation of a friendly ally. 
When it shall appear hereafter that 
there is within the island a government 


lesser; 


capable of performing the duties 
and discharging the functions of 
a separate nation, and having, 


as a matter of fact, the proper forms 
and attributes of nationality, such gov- 
ernment can be promptly and readily 
recognized, and the relations and inter- 
ests of the United States with such na- 
tion adjusted. 

There remain the alternative forms of 
intervention to end the war, either asan 
impartial neutral, by imposing a ra- 
tional compromise between the contest- 
ants, or as the active ally of the one 
party or the other. 

As to the first, it is not to be forgotten 
that during the last few months the 
relation of the United States has virtu- 
ally been one of friendly intervention 
in many ways, each not of itseslf conclu- 
sive, but all tending to the exertion of a 
potential influence toward an ultimate 
pacific result, just and honorable to all 
interests concerned. The spirit of all 
our acts hitherto has been an earnest, 
unselfish desire for peace and prosperity 
in Cuba, untarnished by differences be- 
tween us and Spain and unstained by 
the blood of American citizens. The for- 
cible intervention of the United States, 
as a neutral, to stop the war, according 
to the large dictates of humanity and 
following many historical precedents 
where neighboring states have inter- 
fered to check the hopeless sacrifices of 
life by internecine conflicts beyond their 
borders, is justifiable on _ rational 
grounds. It involves, however, hostile 
constraint upon both the parties to the 
centest, as well as to enforce a truce as 
to guide the eventual settlement. The 
grounds for such intervention may be 
briefly summarized as follows: 

First—In the cause of humanity and 
to put an end to the barbarities, blood- 
shed, starvation and horrible miseries 
now existing there, and which the par- 
ties to the conflict are either unable or 
unwiling to stop or mitigate. It is no 
answer to say this is all in another coun- 
try, belonging to another nation, and is, 
therefore, none of eur business. It is 
specially our duty, for it is right at our 
door.

The naval court of inquiry, which, it is 
j needless to say, commands the unquali- 
hed confidence of the government, was 
unanimous in its conclusion that the de- 
struction of the Maine was caused by an 
external explosion, that of a submarine 
mine. It did not assume to place the 
responsibility. That remains to be fixed. 


In any event, the destruction of the 
Maine, by whatever exterior cause, isa 
potent and impressive proof of a state of 
things in Cuba that is intolerable. That 
condition is thus shown to be such that 
the Spanish government cannot assure 
safety and security to a vessel of the 
-.merican navy in the harbor of Havana 
on a mission of peace and rightfully 
there. Further referring in this connec- 
tion to recent diplomatic correspondence, 
a dispatch from our minister to Spain, of 
the 26th ult., contained the statement 
that the Spanish minister for foreign af- 
fairs assured him positively that Spain 
will do all that the highest honor and 
justice required in the matter of the 
Maine. The reply above referred to of

And yet the strife con- 
tinues with all its dread horrors and all 
its injuries to the interests of the United 
States and of other nations. Each 
party seems quite capable of working 
great injury and damage to the other 
4s well as to all the relations and inter- 
ests dependent on the existence of peacs 
in the island; but they seem incapable of 
reaching any adjustment, and both have 
thus far failed of achieving any success 
whereby one party shall and 
control the island to the exclusion of the 
other. Under the circumstances, the 
agency of others, either by mediation or 
by intervention, seems to be the only al- 
ternative, which must, sooner or later, 
be invoked for the termination of the 
strife.” 

In the last annual message of my im- 
mediate predecesor, during the pending 
struggle, it was said: 

“When the inability of Spain to deal 
successfully with the insurrection has 
become manifest and it is demonstrated 
that her sovereignty is extinct in Cuba 
for all purposes of its rightful existence, 
and when a hopeless struggle for its re- 
establishment has degenerated into a 
strife, which means nothing more than 
the useless sacrifice of human life and 
the utter destruction of that very sub- 
ject matter of the confiftt, a situation 
will be presented in which our obliga- 
tions to the sovereignty of Spain will be 
superceded by higher obligations which 
we can hardly hesitate to recognize and 
discharge.” ; 

In my annual message to congress, ir 
December last, speaking to this question, 
J said: “The near future will demor 
strate whether the indispensable ¢ 
dition of a righteous peace, just 2 
to the Cubans and to Spain, as weil as 
equitable to all our interests so inti- 
mately involved in the welfare of Cuba, 
is likely to be attained. If not, the ex- 
izency of further and other action by the 
United States will remain to be taken.

The long trial has proved that the ob- 
ject for which Spain has waged war can- 
not be attained. The fire of insurrection 
tInay flame or smoulder with varying sea- 
sons, but it has not been, and it is plain 
that it cannot be, extinguished by pres- 
ent methods. The only hope of relief 
and repose from a condition which can 
no longer be endured is the enforced pa- 
cification of Cuba. In the name of hu- 
manity, in the name of civilization, in 
behalf of endangered American interests, 
which give us the right and the duty to 
act, the war in Cuba must stop. 

In view of these facts, of these consid- 
erations, I ask the congress to authorize 
and empower the president to take 
measures to secure a full and final ter- 
mination of hostilities between the gov- 
ernment of Spain and the people of 
Cuba, and to secure in the island the es- 
tablishment of a stable government ca- 
pable of maintaining order and observ- 
ing its international obligations, insur- 
ing peace and tranquility and the se- 
curity of its citizens as well as our own, 
and to use the military and naval forces 
of the United States as may be neces- 
Sary for these purposes. 

And, in the interest of humanity and 
to aid in preserving the lives of the 
starving people of the island, I recom- 
mend that the distribution of food and 
supplies be continued, and that an ap- 
propriation be made out of the public 
treasury to supplement the charity of 
our citizens. 

The issue is now with the congress. It 
is a sole@in responsibility. I have ex- 
hausted every effort to relieve the intol- 
erable condition of affairs which is at 
our doors. Prepared to execute every 
obligation imposed upon me by the con- 
stitution and the law, I await your ac- 
tion. 

Yesterday and since tHe preparation of 
the foregoing message, official informa- 
tion was received by me that the latest 
decree of the queen regent of Spain di- 
rects General Blanco, in order to pre- 
pare and facilitate peace, to proclaim a 
suspension of hostilities, the duration of 
which have not yet been communicated 
to me. This fact, with every other per- 
tinent consideration, will, I am _ sure, 
have your just and careful attention in 
the solemn deliberations upon which you 
are about to enter.

Under a Call For Men. j 
Washington, April 12.—In anticipation | 
of the possibility of a call on the national 
guard of the states and territories to | 
assist in the national defense in the case | 
of war with Spain, Adjutant General | 
Corbin has compiled a mass of interest- 
‘ng information in connection with the 
strength of the national guard and the | 
quota each state and territory would 
be expected to furnish under calls from | 
50,000 to 200,000 inen. The following is 
the official apportionment of the New | 
England states on a basis of a call for | 
60,000 men, the proportions being main- 
tained accerding to the same ratioin the 
cave of calls for 100,000, 150,000 and 200,- 
000 men:

Bernabe Lets Loose. 

Washington, April 12.—The Spanish} 
minister has written a letter to Henry 
E. Burton of Middletown, Conn., which 
although personal in character, presents | 
the Spanish situation from his stand- | 
point. It was in response to a letter 
from Mr. Burton commending the recent 
interview of the minister asking for fair 
play. Mr. Bernabe says: “The news- 
papers have, with very few exceptions | 
refused to publish anything on our side 
of the question, or have done so in sucha 
Way that it has no® attracted the public 
notice. People have made up their} 
minds already on the Cuban question, | 
and anything that is contrary to thet: 
belief is supposed to be a Spanish lie. 

“It is also next to impossible to make 
most Americans understand that if th< 
insurrection of Cuba exists the United 
States have a great deal to do with it 
and the present situation here, certainly 
not created by Spain, instead of helpi g 
to end the sad state of affairs in Cuba} 
only favors a rebellion that has no mean: | 
of assuring success and has detained | 
the very strong movement for autonom: 
amongst the insurgents that are not ad- | 
venturers or soldiers of fortune. Ther: | 
is a talk of war all the time, and whilkk | 
the probability of a conflict hangs on 
that strong movement of course is held 
back waiting events. I regret to say it 
seems to me too late to change now 
American public opinion, misled to suet 
an extent in the Cuban question that ft 
has actually arrived at the verge of in 
Sanity.” 


Damaging Admission. 

Madrid, April 12—The Herald pub-} 
lishes an interview with Admiral Ber- | 
anger, former minister of marine, in the} 
course of which he expressed his con- | 
fidence in the ability of the Spanish navy 
‘to win in the event of a war with the} 
United States. 

“There is no fear,” said Admiral Ber- 
anger, “of our Cuban ports being ex- 
yosed to a night attack, inasmuch as 
Havana, Cienfuegos, Nuevitas and San- 
tiago de Cuba are defended by electric 
and automatic torpedoes, with a large 
radius of action. The late Canovas del 
Castillo, who paid attention to these 
matters, decided, in accord with myself, 
to send to Cuba 190 torpedoes, Wrach 
must have been placed in that harbor. 
(Chacon, the well-known torpedo ex 
pert, undertook to construct and place 
these engines. 

“I have already said that by sea we 
shail be victorious. I will give you my 
reasons. The first is,"the excellent dis- 
cipline maintained on our w arships; the 
second is that on board the Americar | 
vessels, as soon as firing is opened, 2 
panic will set in, since it is commor | 
knowledge that their crews comprise 
men of every nationality. Pitted ship 
against ship then, we have nothing te 
tear.” 

The Impartial, commenting on this tn- 
terview, says: ‘That those torpedoes 
should be sent in case war should break 
out is very natural; but that as much 
should be admitted at this moment con- 
stitutes a two-fold imprudence, in the 
first place because it warns the enemy 
and, the enemy being warned, it wil] do 
its best to-¢ripple those defenses; and, 
secondly, because the jingoes, ay ailing 
themselves of the evidence afforded by 
the minister of marine of the late Mr. 
Canovas, Will assert that one of the tor- 
pedoes he describes caused the Maine 
explosion.” 


Created Great Excitement, 

Madrid, April 12.—While many per- 
eons for several days past suspected that 
something was brewing, the cabinet’'s 
decision Saturday to grant an armistice 
was a complete surprise to most people 
and created great excitement.

Washington, April 13.—There is a gen- 
eral feeling among public men that the 
action of congress as foreshadowed in 
the resolutions render the situation ex- 
tremely critical. Conservative leaders 
of both parties consider war inevitable 
as a result of their adoption unless Spain 
makes a final and complete surrender 
by giving up Cuba. 

The situation is regarded asso critical 
that the Republicans of the ways and 
means committee, as a result of private 
conferences, have reached an agree- 
ment as to a method of raising $100,000,- 
000 additional revenue annually for the 
prosecution of the war by increasing the 
‘tax on beer and tobacco and placing a 
tax on tea and coffee. They also agreed 
to authorize the issue of a popular loan 
of $500,000,000 and the issue of certificates 
of indebtedness to meet emergencies. 

The president is authorized, directed 
and empowered to intervene at once to 
restore peace on the island of Cuba and 
secure to the people thereof a firm, stable 
and independent government of their 
own, and is authorized to use the army 
and naval forces of the United States 
to secure the end. This substantially is 
the resolution agreed upon by the Re- 
publican members of the foreign affairs 
committee of the house. Before finally 
deciding upon the wording of the reso- 
lution, the committee carefully consid- 
ered several other forms. Information 
was conveyed to the committee, however, 
that a strong resolution was demanded, 
and several members made the contest 
for the resolution that was finally agreed 
upon. 

The only way Spain can avoid fight- 
ing is by running away. If she keeps 
her armed forces in Cuba the president 
will have to obey the mandate of con- 
gress and drive them out. The course 
of the president after the passage of the 
resolutions by congress has been con- 
sidered and partly outlined. He will 
cable the resolutions to the Madrid gov- 
ernment, and he will probably accom- 
pany them with a short note, which will 
have all the force and effect of an ul- 
timatum. Spain may be given a brief 
period measured in hours in which to 
obey the order of ejectment. Failing 
to comply, force will be employed, and 
the fleets will move with Havana as 
their objective point. 

President McKinley has undoubtedly 
been hopeful that, in view of the pres- 
sure of the great powers upon Spain, a 
few days of delay now might mean a 
peaceable settlement, and as his unvary- 
ing purpose has been to avert war and 
maintain peace, if it could be done with- 
out prolonging the present conditions in 
Cuba indefinitely, he has gladly listened 
to the assurances on this line. It must 
be said, however, that his confidence 
was shaken when he got a translation 
of the complete report in Spanish of the 
new proposition handed Judge Day by 
the Spanish minister on Sunday, and 
found that {it did not bear out the sum- 
mary in English which the minister fur- 
nished at the same time, and which the 
president; in the cabinet meeting of 
Sunday night, determined to bring to 
the attention of congress in the adden- 
dum which he tacked on to his message, 
and the copy of the official proclamation 
of Captain Genera! Blanco, which he re- 
ceived Tuesday, gave him an even more 
unfavorable impression of the conces- 
sions toword the peaceful settlement 
proposed by Spain. 

The fact that what was termed, in the 
{English summary submitted by Mr. 
Bernabe, an “armistice,” turns out in 
these official declarations to be only a 
“suspension of hostilities,” puts a dif- 
ferent face upon the matter, and robs it 
of much of its hopeful significance. 
President McKinley got word from an 
apparently authoritative source that 
the Cuban Insurgents would not make 
any suspension of hostilities correspond- 
ing to that proposed by the Spanish, 
although they might have considered 
an armistice of a genuine and mutual 
character, and that they had no more 
confidence in the good faith of the Span- 
ish government in this new move than 
the majority of congress has. 


The Spanish Unmasked. 
Madrid, via Biarritz, April 13.—The 
so-called armistice, which the govern- 
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| ment carefully concealed Monaay un- 
til after the time for sending dispatches 
to the frontier had passed, is simply 
an additional insult to the United States 
and a deliberate attempt to give the 
European powers a standing in Ameri- 
can affairs, in deflance of the Monroe 
doctrine. 

General Correa, minister of war, has 
made a forma! declaration in the name of 
the government that Spain has not au- 
thorized an armistice at all, but has 
simply instructed Captain General 
Blanco to suspend hostilities long enough 
to let the insurgents surrender, and that 
if they do not lay down their arms and 
accept autonomy fighting will beat once 
resumed. 


Lee on the M mm Wreck. 

Washington, April 1s.—Consul General 
Lee told the members of the senate com- 
mittee on foreign affairs that he had no 
doubt that the destruction of the Maine 
was brought about by a Spanish agency. 
“I think some of the officials were cogpi- 
zant of the plans to destroy the vessel,” 
he said, “but I do not believe that the 
captain general was.”” General Lee had 
no konwledge of a report that a mine 
had been discovered by a diver under 
the Montgomery while that vessel lay in 
the harbor at Havana. 


CUBA AT THE CAPITOL. 


Mr. Mason Declares Anew His Desire to 
Stamp Out Spanish Tyranny. 

Washington, April 13.—Senators Pet- 
tus, Mason and Butler delivered speeches 
Monday on the Cuban question, on which 
three resolutions weve presented. “As 
before announced to you in language 
which could not be misunderstood, I am 
for ~vzr and haye heen since the hour 
our flag was lowered in Havana has: ber 
and the lives of our citizens taken by the 
government of Spain,” said Mr. Mason. 

“I have no desire to destroy the Span- 
ish nation, but her Arg must be dis- 
honored by surrendering her sovereignty 
over Cuban territory as an atonement 
for lowering our flag, sinking our ship, 
and murdering our men. While I am 
for war, I stand ready in this hour to 
uphold the hands of the executive and 
take the best I can get. I have been 
indulging in a hope that the executive 
would recommend intervention and in- 
dependence to the Cuban republic. In- 
tervention by force of arms, as recom- 
mended by the president, is war. To de- 
clare for intervention without declaring 
directly or openly for war seems to lack 
frankness and savors too much of Span- 
ish diplomacy. If we can have armed 
intervention without recognizing the in- 
dependence of Cuba and can have noth- 
Ing else, I must accept the will of the 
majority, reserving to myself the right 
to respectfully protes! and also resery- 
ing the right to fight for the indepen- 
deuce of the brave men, women and 
children in the island of Cuba.” 

In the present circumstances we would. 
in the opinion of Mr. Butler, be justified 
in driving every Spanish vessel from the 
seas and laying waste every Spanish 
city and town of Spai». and this was be- 
cause of-the destruction of the Maine— 
one of the foulest crimesin history. He 
maintained that the United States had 
even more exalted reasons for the estab- 
lishment of Cuban independence—the 
reasons of humanity and liberty. “Iam 
for avenging the Maine, however,” de- 
clared Mr. Butler, “‘and would be if Cuba 
did not enter into the matter. “I would 
secure atonement from Spain for the 
destruction of the Maine and so many 
of her gallant crew, not by conquest, 
{not by indemnity, for we cannot make 
a merchandise out of the bones of our 
dead, but let us say to Spain that we will 
establish a Cuban republic as a monu- 
ment to our deadof the MaiM®, If Spain 
will not accede to this, let us make good 
the proposition with our and 
navy.”

General Grosvenor of Ohio, now gen- 
Prally regarded as the spokesman of the 
president on the floor of the house, ifn 
reply to an attack upon the policy of the 
administration yesterday, interpreted 
the recommendations in the president's 
message to mean a request for authority 
to use the army az.d4 navy to establish 
in Cuba a government independent of 
Spain. It was regarded as an exceed- 
ingly important and significant an- 
nouncement. 

Mr. Lentz of Ohio, who drew the fire af 
General Grosvenor last Thursday, at- 
tacked what he termed the “‘vicillat- 
ing’’ policy of the president, the ‘“mid- 
night conference” at the White House 
‘with Senator Elkins and John J. Mc- 
Cook, and asserted that the president’s 
recommendations really meant that the 
United States should coerce the Cuban 
insurgents Into an acceptance of Spain's 
scheme of autonomy. 

Mr. Hepburn jumped to his feet as Mr. 
Lentz sat down. “Mr. Chairman,” he 
said, “sometimes misstatement is so 
gross that it becomes mendacity, and 
mendacity so foul that it becomes 
scoundrelism. The president has never 
said that he desires the use of the army 
and navy at the hands of congress in 
order to establish Spain's supremacy on 
the island of Cuba. The president's 
whole argument leads up to the proposi- 
tion that the conduct of Spain on that

cease. The president asks the use of the 
army and navy to put an end to that in- 
tolerable and insufferable condition. 
Every sentence in the message teaches 
us that this is his purpose, and yet gen- 
tlemen say, in view of the recital of the 
infamous and despotic conduct that he 
has called to our attention, that it is the 
purpose of the president to become the 
ally of the Spaniards. There is no word 
in that whole message that justifies any 
honorable man in making a declaration 
of that kind. We are going there to 
fight Spain. We are going there, if we 
£0, to establish a stable and a permanent 
government. What does that mean? 
Here we have had 50 years of Spanish 
government not stable, not permanent 
except in the villainy of its outrages. 
That character of outrage and villainy 
has become insufferable, the president 
Says, creating such an emergency as 
compels us to go to the extreme of war 
in bringing an end to these insufferable 
conditions produced through the acts 
of Spain.” 

Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio took the floor. 
“I am going to refer now to only one 
thing that the gentleman from Ohio 
(Mr. Lentz) has said on this occasion,” 
said he. “The time is coming when 
gentlemen will have a full opportunity 
to assail the president, to send their bit- 
terness and their opposition across the 
water to our enemies. The gentlemen 
shail have a full opportunity to abuse 
his own constituents at home for any 
conservative expressions which they 
may have made through the telegraph 
or the mail. I wish simply to say that 
the president has asked of congress the 
power to use the army and the navy for 
the purpose of establishing in Cuba an 
independent government—— 

Mr. Lentz—Why didn’t he say so? 

Mr. Grosvenor—Will my friend from 
Ohio try for a minute to keep his mouth 
shut? 

Mr. Cannon—Oh, that is impossible. 

Mr. Handy—I want to know what you 
understand! 1e president to mean by this 
sentence in nis message: “It involves, 
however, hostile constraint upon both 
the parties to the contest, as well to en- 
force a truce as to guide the eventual 
settlement.” 

Mr. Grosvenor—You had better go and 
ask the president. 

Mr. Gaines—Don’t you think you had 
better go and see Hanna? 

Mr. Grosvenor—There comes in an- 
other exhibition. I state that the presi- 
dent has asked for the use of the army 
and navy to establish on the Island of 
Cuba an independent government and 
has said so in the plainest kind of Eng- 
lish. (Cries of “Where?” on the Demo- 
cratic side). You will find this language 
used by the president, and I will leave 
it to the most acute analytical mind on 
Me other side to say if that is not a 
proposition to establish on the island of 
jCuba a government independent of 
Spain; “in view of these facts and of 
these considerations I ask congress to 
authorize and empower the president 
to take measures to secure a full and 
final] termination of hostilities between 
the government of Spain and the people 
of Cuba, and to secure in the island the 
establishment of a stable government, 
capable of maintaining order and ob- 
serving its international obligations.” 
Now I ask any gentleman on the other 
side to tell me how a government on an 
island of any country controlled by a 
foreign country, like Cuba is now, can 
have a government capable of discharg- 
ing its international obligations. Do 
colonies have international obligations? 
The president understands that there 
could be a colonial condition in Cuba by 
which there would be international obli- 
gations from that government. What 
international act does Canada do? What 
international act has any of the West 
India islands ever done? What repre- 
sentative of this government goes to 
Jamaica, Porto Rico or any islands ex- 
cept those independent? The very 
language of the president as understood 
by every intelligent man is that the ob- 
ject and purpose of using force is to 
establish a government with interna- 
tional obligations and with the power to 
discharge those international obliga- 
tions. So the whole appeal of the gen- 
tleman from Ohio is like the picture ofa 
painted ship upon a painted ocean. 

Mr. Bailey, the Democratic leader, re- 
plied to General Grosvenor in a brief 
speech which aroused intense enthus- 
jasm on the Democratic side. It was 
somewhat remarkable, he said, that the 
president in sending to congress one of 
the most important messages upon one 
ef the most important questions which 
had been before the country in years had 
concluded with a recommendation 
ambiguous that it could be the occasion 
of contreversy. Other portions of t 
message showed that the president v 
a master of clear and lucid English, 
yet in presenting his recommendations 
he had done so in words that taxed 
the ingenuity of the gentleman from 
Ohie to make clear what he meant. If 
the president meant the freedom and 
independence of Cuba, why had he not 
said so?. “I do not believe,” said Mr. 
Bailey, “that the president deliberately 
veiled his meaning, and in saying that 
I do him more credit than others on this 
floor.

A strong love element 
runs through it, and early Philadelphia 
society is most delightfally portrayed.

Which embodies a preamble reciting the 
conditions in Cuba, consisting largely of 
quotations from the president's mes- 
sage, which constitutes a scathing ar- 
raignment of Spanish misrule and the 
barbarities of the war; a vigorous refer- 
ence to the blowing up of the Maine; 
and a resolution authorizing, empower- 
ing and directing the president to inter- 
vene at once for the purpose of restoring 
peace and order, and the establishment 
of a firm, stable and independent gov- 
ernment in Cuba with the free consent 
of the people of the island, and empow- 
ering the president to employ the army 
and navy forces of the United States 
for this purpose. 

The Democratic members of the foreign 
affairs committee held a meeting and 
adopted unanimously the following reso- 
lution as a substitute for the majority 
report: 

“Resolved by the senate and house 
of representatives of the United States 
in congress assembled: 

Section 1—The United States govern- 
ment hereby recognizes the indepen- 
dence of the republic of Cuba, 

Sect. 2—That, moved thereto by many 
considerations of humanity, of interest 
additional tax on beer of $1 per barrel, 
estimated to yield $35,000,000; a bank 
stamp tax on the lines of the law of 
1866, estimated to yield $30,000,000; a duty 
of 3 cents per pound on coffee and 10 
cents per pound on tea anda like amount 
of internal tax on stocks of coffee and 
tea on hand in the United States, esti- 
mated to yield $28,000,000; additional tax 
on tobacco, expected to yield $15,000,000 
The committee also agreed to authorize 
the issuing of $500,000,000 bonds. These 
bonds be offered for sale at all 
postoffices In the United States in 
amounts of $50 each, making ea great 
popular absor®ed by the peo- 
ple 

To tide over emergencies, the secretary 
of the treasury will be authorized tc 
issue treasury certificates. These cer- 
tificates or debentures are to be used to 
pay running expenses when the revenues 
do not meet the expenditures. These 
preparations are distinctly war meas- 
ures and would be put in operation only 
should war occur.

A Greeting to General Lee. 

Wasehingion, Apri! 13.—When General 
Lee stepped from the train yesterday 
afternoon he was greeted with a tre- 
mendous outburst of applause. Women 
waved their handkerchiefs and men 
their hats, and altogether the demon- 
stration wasanotableone. Washington 
crowds as a rule are not demonstrative, 
but this occasion was a conspicuous ex- 
ception. One of the ladies presented 
him a bouquet of roses tied together 
by ribbon of the national colors and 
bearing a tiny Confederate battle flag. 
Immediately the crowd began to cheer, 
and round after round of applause 
greeted him as he walked slowly and un- 
covered down the long platform of the 
station. General Lee entered a state 
department carriage and was rapidly 
driven up the avenue to the state de- 
partment. . 

As the elevator came to a stopand the 
consul general stepped out a scene oc- 
yurred unprec edented in the history of 
the great building. Hat in hand, Gen- 
eral Lee passed into the corridor, and 
someone said: ‘Now, boys,” and three 
rousing cheers went echoing down the 
long halls. Then there was another out- 
burst, and people poured forth from 
every room. After a few minutes the 
consul general, Secretary Sherman and 
Assistant Secretary Day entered a car- 
riage and were quickly driven to the 
White House, General Lee getting an- 
other ovation on his way over. 

The party was shown at once to the 
library, where the chief executive ac- 
corded a hearty reception to the general. 
After being with the president fully an 
hour Judge Day and General Lee took 
their departure, the latter going to his 
hotel. As their carriage was being 
driven away someone fastened a Cuban 
flag to the front of the vehicle, and this 
was the cause of additional enthusiasm. 

The night demonstration was almost 
as quick and unpremeditated as that 
which had greeted General Lee at the 
depot and state department. The 
United States marine band had been se- 
cured, and the Seventy-first regiment 
band came from New York. Ten thous- 
and persons greeted the consul when he 
appeared on the balcony. “I have not 
come to talk of war,” said Mr. Lee, “but 
if war comes ina few days, the present 
erisis has proved that it will find us a 
united people, and the only contest will 
be as to who can carry the flag farthest 
and fastest.”’ 


A Bitter Impression. 

London, April 18.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of the Daily Mailsays: ‘The 
message has produced a very deep and 
bitter impression. Many friends of the 
cabinet share the sentiments of general 
discontent. I am assured on good au- 
thority that Mr. Sagasta is very much 
disgusted at the message, seeing the 
difficulties ahead as a consequence of it. 
The comments in political circles are 
very heated. Many people believe that 
the government ought to show greater 
energy. Mr. Moret, a leading and the 
rnost conciliatory member of the cabi.et, 
is said to have expressed the opinion 
that the message was “‘not so bad as 
anticipated.” The influential press is 
rather reserved in its comment; but i 
impression hich the message has made 
on the people at large is very unfavor- 
able. They, however, appreciate the 
gravity of the situation. 

“Notwithstanding the rumors that the 
Carlists have been fomenting the war 
feeling, this is notso. They have never 
expressed any sympathy with the pop- 
ular moven t. On the contrary their 


leaders have exhorted their followers to | 


remain quiet. The ringleaders in the 
recent disturbances will be proceeded 
against in the ordinary tribunal.” 


A Senator's Interpretation. 

Washingt »n, April 13.—A senator close 
to the pres .ent says that the greatest 
criticism u_ .n the message of the presi- 
dent is that .c did not Say anything about 
independen He refers to those words 
near the ern.i of the message: “And to 
secure in the island the establishment of 
a stable government capable of main- 
taining order and observing its inter- 
national obl‘zations.” The senator added 
that “a stale government,” capable of 
observing its international obligations, 
must be independent. If it was an inde- 
pendent government it w oulg have no 
international obligations. Thesamesena-

tory and precedent, and he had to con- 
fine himself to dinlomatiec language. 


A Dearth ot News. 

New York, April 13.—A letter from 
Hong Kong says: It is now just a 
month since the terrible explosion which 
wrecked the Maine, and yet officers of 
the United States warships here have 
none but the most meager general news 
of the sad event. Unable to stand the 
strain of uncertainty any longer, about 
a week since the officers and men made 
up a purse and cabled home for some 
news. The reply informed the Ameri- 
cans that “great excitement prevailed; 
sinking of Maine suspected not acci- 
dental; war preparations active; com- 
mission inquiring into matter,” and gave 
the names of officers who lost their lives. 
That is the sum total of the information 
received to date, and yet the United 
States squadron is kept in readiness to 
move at a few hours’ notice. 


Refugees on Safe Ground. 

New York, April 13.—The steamer Uto 
has brought seven refugees from Span- 
ish persecution at Matanzas. They are 
Charles Rodriguez and family, and John 
Clark, an American boy. Mr. Rodriguez 
Was at one time a man of considerable 
wealth, but was obliged to abandon 
everything in order to save his family. 
The crew of the Uto say that all wasin 
confusion at Matanzas. The people were 
greatly excited and the Spaniards were 
loudly clamoring for war with the United 
States. 

On the Herman Wedel Jarlsberg were 
United States Consul Brice and his staff 
and their families. Consul Brice said 
that for three days before leaving Ma- 
tanzas the people threatened his life, 
and at all times his property was in dan- 
ger. His secretary, Frederick Delgado, 
was obliged to flee for his life, as they 
threatened to drag him through the 
streets.

possible moment by the estab- 
ment, by the free action of the people 
of Cuba, when such action can be had, 
of a government independent in fact and 
form. It is believed that recognition of | 
the belligerency of the insurgents in 
Cuba, if it had been given seasonably, 
when it was suggested by concurrent 
resolution to that effect passed by con- 
gress, would have insured the speedy 
termination of the war without involv- 
ing the United States in the contest. 
Such recognition was not given, and 
conditions have changed so materially | 
since it was thus proposed that, if given | 
now, it would fall far short of supplying 
the requirements of the present situation 
in the light solely of the interests of the 
United States.

mittee—Senator Foraker of Ohio, Re- 
publican, joining with three Democratic 
members, who are in favor of the recog- 
nition of the independence of the pres- 
ent government of Cuba, at once. It 
is an interesting fact that there seems 
to be quite a beneral feeling that the 
minority report of the senate committee 
may, when the vote is taken, be the ac- 
tion of the senate. Debate and dis- 
cussion may alter the condition which 
seems to exist now, but the temper of 
senators on both sides seems inclined In 
that direction. 

Following the presentation of the re- 
port and after Mr. Hoar had insisted that 
consideration of the resolution go over 
on a point of order, came two of the most 
remarkable speeches yet delivered on 
the Cuban question. Mr. Foraker and 
Mr. Lodge presented different phases of 
the Cuban situation. Mr. Foraker ad- 
vocated the direct recognition of the in- 
dependence of the Cuban republic, and 
with an eloquence and vehemence sel- 
dom heard in the senate splendidly 
maintained his position. A sharp col- 
oquy between him and Mr. Elkins caused 
excitement. 

Senator Lodge said that whatever 
might be his opinion with regard to 
recognition of independence, it was suf- 


| Gcient for him that the president did 


not believe it wise. He would stand 
by the president in everything, but he 
desired to add that General Lee, to 
whom he paid a high compliment, had 
also advised against it. Forms of words 
were of little moment in a crisis such as 
confronted the country today. The main 
fact was that whether the language of 
the message was used, or the words of 
the house or senate resolutions, a state 
of war wascreated. The president has 
asked congress to mail his hand, and his 
request would be granted. When he 
asks us to invest him with the great war 
power under the cogstitution, we are 
brought face to face with a great re- 
sponsibility. ‘Let us look it in the eye 
like men,” he exclaimed, “and not at- 
tempt to shrink from what it means 
We are told that we must not go to war 
on the narrow ground of re®enge.

A t Sub. tituting Electrocution For Hang 
ing Becomes a Law. 

Boston, April 14.—Governor Wolcott 
has signed the bill providing for electro- 
cution of persons condemned to deatt 
in place of hanging, all sentences to be 
carried out in the state prison. This 
proviso occasioned a visit of Genera] 
Bridges, the warden of the Charlestown 
prison, to the state house, where he con- 
sulted with the governor. It is under- 
stood that he will have plans made at 
once, though there is no one in the state 
at the present time on which the new 
system can be tested. The new law wil 
not apply to those now under indictment 
nor to any person who committed murde) 
prior to the act going into effect.

“We urge the unequivocal recognition 
of the independence of the Cuban repub- 
lic, because the Cuban patriots merit 
such recognition by their valor and 
prowess in arms; because recognition is 
the plain, honest, courageous, manly 
course, and will remove from the minds 
of all men any suspicion that we are 
preparing to wage a war of conquest and 
to anngx the island from sordid greed 
or the beginning of a policy of imperial] 
aggrandizement. We urge the recog- 
nition of the existing government be- 
cause under international law only an 
existing government can be recognized: 
and because by recognizing the present 
republic we lift from the minds of the 
Cuban patriots the fear that we will 
force upon them a government whick 
they do not want. We urge it becauss 
without such recognition, in the event of | 
war with Spain and the American re- 
public, it would be a war against Cube 
also, for until the recognition of her 
independence she is, in the contempla- 
tion of international law, still a part of 
Spain.”

"RECOGNITION 0P- 
POSED VIGOROUSLY. 


The President Thinks It Would Be 
Highly Impolitic. 


Hopes Scnators Will Accept 
House Resolution. 


Does Not Wish to Shut Out All Hopes of a 
Peaceful Ending of the Trouble. 


New Parliament of Spain Summoned to 


Meet Week Earlier Than Had Been 


Originally Fixed—Eventualities to 


Force That Nation to Issue Another 
Appeal to the Powers For Moral 
Assistance—Evidence That They 


Have Taken the Initiatory 


Steps of Their Volition, 


Washington, April 15.—President Mc- 
Kinley is opposing the recognition of the 
Cuban republic vigorously, and has said 
he would like to veto it if it was sent to 
him by but he has not de- 
termined to do this. Congress believes 
that he would not do so in the teeth of its 
action, even though the majority of his 
party in both houses opposed it. 

He is desirous that the senate shall 
adopt the house resolution, which does 
not absolutely shut the door on peace, 
because of its language rather than be- 

cause of its contents. This is due to 
new intimations received from the rep- 
resentatives of the great powers here 
that they still hoped to persuade Spain 
to yield, and at the same time that they 
would lose much, if not all, of their sym- 
pathy with the United States if it should 
not only go ahead with its program of 
armed intervention hastily, but should 
add to that the recognition of the Cu- 
ban republic in advance. 

President McKinley, quick to seize any 
idea of a peaceful settlement, and equal- 
ly quick to appreciate every suggestion 
coming from the great powers in this 
crisis, told several senators that he did 
not want to shut out all hope of keeping 
the peace by approving the Foraker reso- 
lution in either of its forms, and that he 
hoped the house resolution would be 
adopted, because its language was not so 
undiplomatic, although its mandate was 
equally imperative with that of the reso- 
utions reported by the committee on 
foreign relations. He spoke strongly 
against the recognition of the Cuban re- 
public, saying that he did not see howit 
could be made, in the face of the argu- 
ments presented against it, or how con- 
gress could attempt to force his hand 
in what was strictly an executive func- 
tion; but he did not say that he would 
veto it, although he did say that it ought 
not to become a law, and left the im- 
pression that he would not approve it 
hurriedly if it came to him in the con- 
gressional resolution. 

The senators assured him that they 
did not believe the senate would act 
hastily, or that it would agree to the 
recognition of the Cuban republic, but 
that they believed the speech-making 
would carry the matter over until next 
week, and that there was a fair prospect 
of the action of the house being ratified.

Momentous Question of Peace or War 
Hinges on Senate’s Action, 

Washington, April 15.—The attention 
of the civilized world is focussed upon 
the senate of the United States. Upon 
its action probably depends the momen- 
tous question of war between this coun- 
try and Spain. The action of the house 
in adopting resolutions looking to armed 
intervention in the Cuban rebellion 
transferred the center of interest and 
action from one wing of the capitol to 
the other. Upon the senate therefore, 
as was iterated and reiterated on the 
floor yesterday, rests the responsibility 
for delay or action. 

For more than six hours the senate had 
the resolutions proposed by the com- 
mittee on foreign relations under con- 
sideration. The sveeches delivered upon

the various its of the situation, el- 


oquent, spirited and vehement as all of 
them were, disclosed no irreconcilable 
differences among those who spoke. All 
were in favor of action of some kind by 
the government of the United States. 
The most radical difference was as to 
whether the resolutions finally adopted 
should recognize the independence of 
the Cuban republic, or simply declare 
for armed intervention with a view to 
the ultimate freedom and independence 
of the Cuban people. 

The speakers were accorded the most 
profound attention both by senators on 
the floor and by the throngs in the gal- 
leries. Amohg those who listened to 
@ part of the debate were Sir Julian 
Pauncefote and a considerable number 
of the diplomatic corps, Speaker Reed, 
Justice Harlan of the supreme court and 
W. J. Bryan. The speeches were inter- 
poersed with sharp and spirited col- 
bquies, some of which caused intense 
excitement in the galleries, Many times 
the applause both on the floor and in 
the galleries was tumultuous, the vice 
president being obliged more than once 
to warn spectators that no demonstra- 
tions, under the rules, were to be per- 
mitted. 

Mr. Turner spoke without notes, and 
with great deliberation. He made a 
bitter attack upon the president for pur- 
suing “a weak and puerile course, full 
of evasion and equivocation and hav- 
Ing for its object the binding of the 
American people and the muzzling of 
the American congress.” He charged 
that the Maine report was held back at 
the suggestion of the president, in order 
that the delay might be utilized in fur- 
ther dickering and dealing with Spain. 
Congress has been cajoled with iri- 
descent and evanescent promises that 
have not y# been made good. Eu- 
ropean capitalists have chuckled at our 
delay and indefinite policy, and the pope 
declares to the queen regent that “‘the 
president has been placed in a position 
where it is difficult for him to decide 
what course to pursue.” 


GEORGE TURNER, 


Senator Hoar could not join in the! 


criticism of the president, who, he em- 
phasized, represented the American peo- 
ple. “I approve what he has done and 
said,” continued Mr. Hoar, “and what 
he has not said and done. I like his 
holding back for a peaceful solution se 
long as there was a thought that peace 
could be had withhonor. Do you think, 
when you criticise this brave Americar 
soldier’s love of peace, what war is an¢) 
who suffer by it? The persons whe | 
suffer by modern wars are not the mer | 
who provoke them. Every modern wai 
is a burden upon the poor man, while| 
the glory is reaped by a few officers sof 
stock jobbers.” 

He admitted that the insurgents were 
entitled to American sympathy. “Our 
hearts are stirred,” said he, “by thel 
noble struggle for freedom.” At the 
same time, the insurgents were not al- 
together without blame for the system 
of warfare practised in Cuba. He 
quoted Clara Barton in support of thi: 
statement, paying her a high compli 
ment. He did not, however, think that 


the action of the Cubans should pre 


vent the United States from intervening 
He appealed to the senators not to be 
divided on any technical question or t 
make partisan political capital out o! 
the situation. He said that it was per 
fectly right to expel Spain from the isl 
and. “With this,” he said, “we ars 
all agreed. Peace can only come wit! 
the expulsion of Spain from Cuba.” This 
being the case, he added, he was per 
fectly willing to give the president powe) 
to intervene at any time when circum 
stances rendered it necessary. It was 
within the constitutional right of con- 
gress to delegate this right to the presi- 
dent. He thought that the house reso 
lutions were admirable, but that what- 
ever congress might do, “all other things 
will be added to us by the inexorable and 
Inevitable logic of events.” 


SENATOR GEORGE F. HOAR. 


Mr. Davis asked that a vote be taken 
before adjournment. To this objection 
was also made. Mr. Caffery said that 
{no good interests could be subserved, 
by hasty action. There could be no reliet 
that would be substantial given to the 
reconcentrados, who were the worst suf- 
ferers by the Cuban struggle.

When the senate adjourned Senator 
Davis, in charge of the resolution, re- 
peated his intention to ask the senate 
to sit continuously unless an agreement 
to fix a time for a vote can be secured. 

“I see no other way of bringing the mat- 
ter to an issue,” he said. “I do not en- 
joy night sessions any more than other 
Senators, but I appreciate the import- 
ance of getting the speeches off and of 
securing a vote at the earliest possible 
hour.” 

Anxious as Senator Davis and others 
of his mind are for a speedy vote, the 
indications are for considerable delay. 
The vice president already has received 
requests from about 20 senators for 
recognition to speak and others are ex- 
pected to make similar application. All 
these insist that they have no intention 
of speaking for the purpose of causing 
delay, but nevertheless they will con- 
sume many hours of time. It would 
seem now that even in case of continu- 
ous session a vote would not be probable 
before tomorrow. 

All day long conferences of senators 
were held looking to a possible agree- 
ment upon the form of resolution to be 
sent to the pre sident. Great effo 
were made for 3 roe eet. tot on, 
which was known te have been satis- 
factory to the presidentand which was 
supported by the conservative senators, 
It is not believed that the house resolu- 
ti@n can pass the senate, and the pros- 
pects are that the committee resolution 
will have an amendment recognizing the 
republic of Cuba before it is passed, the 
friends of recognition claiming a clear 
majority for it. The conservative sena- 
tors believe the house proposition will 
win in conference, the impression being 
that the house will refuse to yield and, 
In order to prevent further delay, the 
friends of Cuba in the senate will accept 
the house proposition. 

Mr. Falrbanks declared that Spain 
must make amends for the blowing wy 
of the Maine. He hoped to see the In- 
dependence of Cuba secur?d, but he was 
not prepared at present to favor the rec 
ognition of the independence of the so 

called republic. The first imperative

What Bernabe Prepared. 

Washington, April 15.—The full tex! 
of the Spanish minister's note delivere¢ 
to the secretary of state last Sunday 
night, which stands as the last step taker 
in the diplomatic negotiations, became 
available yesterday. After describing 
the suspension of hostilities as an ac! 
that crowns her majesty’s government’: 
‘extraordinary efforts to obtain the pa- 
cification by means of reason and right,’ 
Mr. Bernabe says: “No one who knows 
the liberal spirit of the majority of the 
Spanish cortes recently elected and the 
patriotic attitude of the principal par. 
lies of the opposition, can doubt that the 
Cubans will obtain such modifications 


as they desire in justice, within the 
limits of reason and of the nationa 
sovereignty, according to the solemr 


offer of the preamble of the royal decree 
of the 27th of November, 1897; while a’ 
the same time the government of hei 
majesty declared that it would not with- 
draw, nor consent that there should br 
withdrawn anything from the colonia 
liberties, franchises and privileges ac- 
corded. 

“The repeal of the decree of reconcen- 
tration and the aid of all kinds whict 
the government of her majesty has 
Eranted and has permitted to be giver 
to the reconcentrados have put an end 
to a lamentable state of affairs whick 
was the inevitable consequence of the 
bloody conflict provoked by a small mi- 
nority of the sons of Cuba, directed an¢é 
supported principally by foreign in- 
fluences. No impartial mind which has 
full knowledge of the facts, so distorted 
as they have been and are actually in 
everything referring to the Cuban ques- 
tion, can with justice charge Spain witt 
being remiss in seeking the means for 
pacifying the island, and grudging in 
the concéssion of privileges, liberties 
and franchises for the welfare and happi 
ness of its inhabitants.” 

Powers Again Mediating. 

Washington, April 15.—In diplomatic 
circles there is renewed talk of Euro- 
pean intervention on more definite lines 
than heretofore. It has not yet advanced 
to the point, however, of a joint policy 
or the exchange of notes either among 
the ambassadors and ministers at Wash- 
ington, or the capitals of Europe, and if 
anything be done it will probably be 
mniy a further appeal of the Spanish 
similar to the appeal which induced the 
recent action of the powers. 

The nature of this appeal, it is pointed 
out, would be to show that Spain’s re- 
cent concessions, granting an armistice 
Was made on the joint request of the 
powers, and would take the ground that 
as the powers had brought about this 
action by Spain they should lend their 
united influence in seeing that time was 
allowed to try the efficacy of this con- 
cession. It is believed among diplo- 
mats here that Spain will make this ap- 
peal and that it will meet with a favor- 
able response.

All the con- 
cessions of Mr. Sagasta have gained 
nothing from America or from the pow- 
ers who interfered. It is a critical mo- 
ment, Spain will enter the conflict with- 
out allies; but she may find a terrible as- 
sistance in the yellow fever. America 
is not likely to find the insurgents dis- 
posed to aid her, knowing now her an- 
nexation policy. Maceo once said he 
would fight for 20 years against America 
as he had fought 20 years against Spain, 
to avoid annexation.”

London, April 15.—There is great in- 
terest here in government and com- 
mercial circles over the possibility of 
privateering in the event of war be 
tween the United States and Spain 
Several applications for letters of marqut 
have been made at the Spanish embassy 
and at the office of the Spanish naval 
commission, but there were no applica- 
tions at the United States embassy. Ii 
is generally recognized that Spain in 
tends to make privateering a conspicu- 
ous element of the campaign. It is 
thought, however, that she will confine 
her energies in this direction to preying 
upon American coastwise commerce. Ii 
is not believed she will risk offending 
European powers by stopping thet: 
American-bound vessels, or by search- 
ing transatlantic ships for American 
goods, for if European ships are mo- 
lested the powers will probably adopt 
preventive measures. The prevalent 
opinion that the United States will not 
embark in privateering produces an ex- 
cellent impression. 


Anti-American Feeling. 


Paris, April 15.—The feeling here of} 
both the press and the public is very| 


strong against the United States, es- 
pecially since President McKinley's mes- 
sage. Mr. McKinley is compared to 
Pontius Pilate; and the American con- 
gress is accused of a buccaneering spirit, 
which it is feared will extend to the pos- 
sessions of other nations as well as 
those of Spain. Frenchmen are quite 
indignant at the suggestion that the 
United States will possibly decline pri- 
vateering and that the powers in con- 
sequence may force Spain also to re- 
nounce the privilege. 
Takes Spain's Side. 

Boston, April 15.—Owen McGarr, late 
consul at Cinefuegos, arrived here yes- 
terday onafruit steamer. He saidtoa 
reporter: “A declaration of war against 
Spain by the United States would be a 
grevious mistake. The situation in Cuba 
has been grossly, yes, criminally ex- 
aggerated by irresponsible persons for 
the purpose of bringing on a war be- 
tween Spain and the United States. The 
people of Cienfuegos, where I was sta’- 
tioned, were profoundly grieved and sur- 
prised at the idea of war between Spain 
and the United States when I ieft there. 
I don’t know what all this fuss means. 
Why, when I embarked for Boston last 
Friday morning, it was as quiet in Cien- 
fuegos as it is in the streets of Boston 
at the present time.” 

“How about the reconcentrados?” w 
asked. 

“They number about 1100 in Cten- 
fuegos,” said Mr. McGarr. “There's 
no denying it that they are in a bad 
condition, caused by the rebels firing 
the sugar fields and preventing the grind- 
ing of sugar. That is their only occupa- 
tion, and of course when deprived of 
their only income want and suffering 
followed. Private charity is small.” 

“You don’t seem to be much of a Cu- 
ban enthusiast,” was remarked. 

“No, sir, I'm not,” said McGarr. “I 
think we have completely lost our heads 
ever this Cuban revolution.”

“Phe corre- 
spondent can personally vouch for the} 
fact that within two hours after the} 
ministers decided on the order of ces- 
sation of hostilities, Sagasta told an in- 
dignant friend that the order to Blanco 
“amounted to nothing, as the Cubans 
would not cease fighting, but that the 
United States might be induced to retire 
its combined ships. 

The naval plan of Spanish attack has 
been changed. It is now evident that 
Spain will combine her torpedo flotilla 
at Cape de Verde with the torpedo flo- 
tila at Cadiz. This force will be united 
with the battleships Pelayo, Carlos V, |

Secretary Alger selected the following 
commanders ef the divisions of the army 
that are to assemble at the places 
named: For the division at New Or-| 
leans, Brigadier General W. B. Shafter, 
now in San Francisco in command of 
the department of California; for that at 
Tampa, Brigadier General J. F. Wade, 
gow in command of the department of 
the Dakotas in St™Paul; for Mobile, 
Brigadier General J. J. Coppinger, now 
in command of the department of the 
Missouri in Omaha; for the post at 
Chickamauga, Major General J. R. 
Brooke, now in command of the depart- 
ment of the lakes, with headquarters in 
Chicago. Each of these officers has au- 
thority to take with him his entire staff | 
of officers and a quartermaster. 

The command of the army will devolve 
upon Major General Nelson A. Miles, 
who is now at the head of the military 
braneh of the government.

Of greater moment than any of these 
developments was the reopening of ne- 
gotiations for the purchase of two war- 
ships and severa, torpedo boats from 
Chili and Argentina. One of the cruis- 
ers is the Chilian O'Higgins, just com- 
pleted at an English yard and regarded 
as one of the most formidable of her 
class afloat. 

The negotiations are being conducted} 
jthrough Charles R. Flint of New York. 
who has large commercial and financial 
interests in both countries. While Mr. 
Flint would not state how far the ne- 
gotiations had progressed, he said that 
the boundary dispute between Chili and 
Argentina had been left to the arbitra- 
tion of Queen Victoria.

Ultimatum to Spain. 

Washington, April 16.—The Washing- 
ton Post's summary of the situation in- 
cludes the following statement: “Im- 
mediately the president is empowered 
to use the army and navy he will issae 
an ultimatum to Spain, giving her 24 
hours—possibly 48—within which to an- 
swer whether she will peaceably with- 
draw her troops and flag from Cuba.

“Should the resolutions reach the 
president accompanied by the amend~ 
ment recognizing the people of Cuba, the 
president will sign them, but in a brief 
message to congress he will hold that the 
constitutional prerogative vested in the 
president to recognize other govern- 
ments cannot be taken away, and that 
the amendment is therefore void and 
inoperative.”

Madrid, April 16.—The action taken by 
the Spanish cabinet has confirmed the 
general belief that war is now inevitable. 
The warlike tone of the official note is- 
sued by the government finds general 
approval and creates much excitement. 
Contrary to the general opinion that the 
queen regent has 
peace at any price, her attitude had 
much to do with the firm action of the 
cabinet. It is learned on unquestion- 
albe authority that the queen regent re- 
cently made the following statement:

I hear from him every month or 
so. He is married and lives at Hono- 
lulu, where he is an active, enterprising 
man. He is a man of integrity. For 
some time he was with me as a writer. 
He is not much more than 26 or 27 years 
old, and has never been in Cuban waters, 
nor has he any knowledge of submarine 
mines or electricity.” 

John Dillon’s Sympathy. 

Boston, April 16.—An interesting and 
important reply to a cablegram of in- 
quiry sent by Daniel P. Sullivan, secre- 
fary of the Irish National federation, 
was received in this city and has a bear- 
ing upon the present Hispano-American 
crisis, The inquiry cabled was as fol- 
lows:

| IT 1S THE MAN AT THE CUTTON WHO} 
FIGHTS THE WAR. 


| Why Uncle Sam Needs Skilled Electri- 
cians In His Army and Navy—Big War-| 
ships Would Be Helpless Without Them, | 
and on Land They Are Indispensable.

'war is a silent, calm, cool, determined 
man who waits until the exact moment 
arrives and then pushes the button which 
lets loose the bottled lightning which is to 
kill and destroy with all the fury of a cy- 
clone. In war as well as in peace the elec- 
trician has become indispensable. 

On land the uses of electricity when 
armies are marching about are many, and 
we are all familiar with them. But on sea 
the electric fluid is still more useful. It 
is no longer a newfangled experiment nor 
even a luxurious conyenience. It is a ne-

transmitted so easily and safely. 
Just look at the work it doeson a big

A SEA DEMON. 


BY CHARLES B. LEWIS. 


One morving in the year 1863 as the 
English brig Fair Hope was to the east 
of the island of Ceylon, bound for the 
strait of Malacca, a man who had ten 
sent aloft hailed the deck with the in- 
formation that a monster shark was ly- 
tng alongside. The craft had high bul- 
warks, and the fish might not have been 
geen but for the man going aloft as he 
did. This was the first authentic meet- 
ing with a shark which afterward took 
the name of the ‘‘Demon of the Sea.”’ 
About eight feet back of the head was 
a@ lump the size of a water pail, and this 
excrescence was milk white in color. 
It was no doubt the result of an injury 
and was a mark by which the shark was 
known for several years after. 

It is the custom aboard of a merchant 
vessel when’ a shark appears alongside 
and the work aboard is not pressing to 
give the men a chance to destroy their 
enemy. In this instance, owing to the 
unusual size of the fish, the captain was 
apxious to make a capture and carry 
the specimen into Singapore. Hooks 
were got out and baited, and for two 
hours they tried all sorts of tricks to in- 
duce the monster to take hold. He was 
‘very wary, however, and refused to bite. 
There was an old harpoon aboard, and 
‘when it was seen that the fish could not 
be captured alive the carpenter got out 
the irons and tried to harpoon him. In 
the effort he fell overboard, and the 
shark seized him and disappeared so 
quickly that the dozen men who wit- 
nessed the affair could scarcely believe 
they saw aright. The incident was re- 
corded in the log and reference was 
made to it in Lloyd’s Register for the 
first week in September of the year 
named. So far as is known this sailor 
from the Fair Hope was the first white 
man who fell a victim to the demon, 
but others were to follow in quick suc- 
cession. 

Three days later and 100 miles to the 
south of Ceylon the American ship 
James F. Bradwell, tea laden, was 
caught in a calm which lasted for six 
hours. Of a sudden men who were 
working in the rigging discovered the 
big shark alongside. He was at first 
taken for a small whale, and great was 
the amazement when it was known that 
he belonged to the man eating species. 
As in the other case, it was determined 
to capture him alive, and the men put 
in three hours’ work seeking to tempt 
him with pork and beef. The big fellow 
simply refused to take the hook, and 
his actions were so sluggish that it was 
at last believed be was almost dead. A 
boat waslowered in hopes that a noose 
might be slipped over his tail, and it 
was while the man with the rope was 
trying to perform this feat that a trag- 
edy occurred. He was bending over the 
bows of the boat when he lost his hold 
and plunged into the water. With light- 
ninglike swiftness the shark turned and 
seized him, dived under the keel of the 
ship and was seen no more. Five men 
were close at hand when the shark grab- 
bed the man, and they were unanimous 
in declaring that the victim was bolted 
dovn as if he bad been a five pound 
piecs of pork. That incident was also 
recorced in the log, and thus made 
authentic, but I do not think it was 
ever published. I got it personally 15 
years later from the captain of the 
Bradwell. 

The third appearance of the demon, 
s0 far as the record goes, was about two 
weeks later, and in the bay of Bengal, 
many hundreds of miles distant. An 
English whaling ship named the Two 
Sisters was lying off the Andaman is- 
lands at anchor while making some ré- 
pairs aloft. At 10 o’clock in the fore- 
noon, without the fin of a shark having 
been seen, the demon suddenly rose 
alongside and lay waiting for his prey. 
Everybody was astonished at his size, 
but as the repairs were urgent the men 
were not allowed to knock off to effect 
his capture. They did call to three fish- 
ermen, however, who were in a boat 
near at hand, and the natives responded. 

The shark played his old game and 
appeared to be scarcely able to move, 
and the idea of the men was to noose 
him and tow him asbore. No sooner had 
they rounded the stern of the whaler 
and taken a rope from cone of the sailors 
than the demon turned and made for 
the boat. The native craft was a frail 
affair, used only for fishing on the reefs, 
and the shark struck it head on and 
stove a great hole in the side. Ropes 
were thrown to the men floundering in 


the water, but only one of them was | 


safely hauled aboard the whaler. One 
was seized and bolted down, and a sec- 
ond, who hung to the ship’s rudder, 
was picked off a moment later. What- 
ever came handy was hurled overboard 
to frighten the shark away from his sec- 


ond victim, but be could not be turned | 


aside. This incident was not logged, as 
it did not concern the ship, but was 
published at length in the Bombay pa- 
pers later on. 

For the next three months there is no 
record of the shark’s doings, though he 
might have secured many victims from 
native craft and the incidents escape 
public notice. Early in the year 1864 
the bark Speedwell, bound from China 
to her home port of Philadelphia, had 
just cleared Acheen head, at the en- 

~ trance to the strait of Malacca, when a 
sudden squall carried away her main 
and fore topmasts and several of her 
sails. This was early in the morning, 
and while the crew were repairing 
damages and the ship proceeding on her 
voyage the big shark came up astern 
and took up a position on the port side 
and only about 20 feetaway. His length 
‘was carefully measured by the officers 
and recorded at 88 feet 8 inches. He 
had been heard of through the papers, 
and the crew were warned to be careful 
in their work aloft. In hopes to drive 
the monster away Captain Taylor 
brought out a heavy shotgun and fired 
charges of buckshot into him at short 
tange. The leaden missiles must have 
penetrated to some extent, as the demon 


- 
” 
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gave a sudden dart and disappeared for 
atime, but five minutes later he was 
back in his old position. He was thus 
fired upon and driven away tbree suc- 
cessive times, but when he came back 
the fourth time he took up his position 
astern of the ship and swam so low in 
the water that the shot failed to reach 
him. 

He hung by the ship from 7 o’clock 
in the morning to 4 in the afternoon. 
At that hour the repairs were about 
complete, and the men were laughing 
and joking over the persistency of the 
demon, when one of them fell from the 
yard as they were making sail. He turn- 
ed over and overin his descent, but 
struck the water feet first and was out 
of sight a long minute. When he came 
to the surface, be shot his full length 
out of water, and the men uttereda 
cheer to encourage him, and the life 
preserver was cut away. The man had 
just grasped it when the shark seized 
him by the legs, and those who were 
looking saw both man and the life pre- 
server disappear in the maw of the mon- 
ster. Later on fragments of the float 
came to the surface, but nothing fur- 
ther was seen of the shark. The incident 
was logged and duly reported in New 
York. 

News of strange things at sea passes 
about in maritime circles with wonder- 
ful celerity. The various adventures 
with the demon were soon known far 
and wide, and every craft sailing for 
India or China kept a sharp lookout for 
him: If he was seen between January 
and April, 1864, there is no record of 
it, but on the 15th day of the latter 
month, when I left the port of St. Luis, 
in the island of Mauritius, bound for 
Bombay, in the brig Charleston, the 
monster appeared alongside before we 
were 50 miles out of port. This was the 
first time he had been seen so far to the 
south and was a distance of 3,000 miles 
from the spot where he had snapped up 
his last man. The demon appeared to 
us suddenly, asin all other cases. When 
sharks are around, their dorsal fins can 
be seen cutting the water here and there, 
and they seldom come near a moving 
craft. The first thing we knew the mon- 
ster was running with the ship, and so 
close that one could have touched him 
with a ten foot pole. We measured his 
length by the rail, and then a tapeline 
gave us exactly 88 feet 3 inches. The 
only weapons aboard were two navy re- 
volvers, and the captain took one and 
the other, and we fired 12 bullets fair 
into the body of the fish. I am telling 
you the plain truth when I say that he 
did not swerve an inch or seem to feel 
the slightest pain. The bullets certainly 
went into him, but when an ordinary 
shark can have two or three feet cut off 
his tail and still continue to swim about 
unconcernedly there isn’t much hope of 
pistol bullets ending his life. 

- Knowing that the presence of the de- 
mon meant a horrible death tu any man 
who fell overboard, the word was passed 
for every one to be very careful of him- 
self while aloft. The shark picked us 
up of a Tuesday morning at 10 o’clock. 
We had a fair wind for the north, and 
up to Friday afternoon at 2 o’clock he 
had not secured a victim. No matter 
whether the breeze was strong or weak, 
whether it was daylight or darkness, 
the demon kept his place alongside. 
We tried him with baited hooks, we 
stuffed an old suit of clothes and threw 
the figure overboard, we put more bul- 
lets into him and worked all sorts of 
schemes to drive him off, but it was not 
to be done. If he sheered off at some 
demonstration, it was to return aft after 
a moment and take up his old position. 
His presence was such a menace and 

peril that ull felt uncomfortable and 
nervous, and by order of the captain 

the men were kept out of the rigging 

except when it became positively neces- 

sary to go aloft. When Friday came 

and no accident had happened, we be- 

gan to take heart and hoped to see the 

demon leave us. In all those days and 

nights he had eaten nothing, and so easy 

was it for him to keep pace with us that 

one might watch for an hour and not 

notice a movement of his tail. While 

we were hoping that hunger and the 
long swim had about exhausted him the 

cook got upon the rail on the opposite 

side from the sbark to draw a pail of 

water. A sudden lurch of the ship sent 

him overboard. I happened to be watch- 

ing the shark at the same moment. 

With the quickness of thought he was 

gone from under my eyes, and, passing 

under the brig, he seized the cook be- 

fore the latter had time to cry out and 

before a man had advanced to the rail. 

Four or five sailors got there just in 

time to see the victim disappear, and as 

there was no tinge of blood on the wa- 

ter they could well declare that the 

shark had swallowed him whole. 

A month later, 300 miles to the east- 
ward of Mauritius, the demon arose 
alongside the Scotch whaler Albatross 
and followed her two days and gota 
man who fell from the bowsprit. Three} 
months later, to the south of Madagas- 
car, he got @ man from a Boston ship | 
called the White Wave. During the| 
same year, when the English ship Cape 
Horn was wrecked off Cape Town and 
some of the crew took to a raft, the big 
shark followed the raft for seven days 
and nights and devoured nine different 
men who fell or leaped into the sea. In 
1865 the demon cruised in the route of 
ships between Cape Town and Australia 
and was seen a dozen times. Ir 1866 he 
was back in the bay of Bengal. The last 
seen of him was off the Lakadive islands 
in the Arabian sea. He arose alongside 
of an English gunboat one afternoon, 
and, after taking his measure, one of 
the guns was loaded with shell and 
trained to bearon him. When the smoke 
cleared away, the shark could no longer , 
be seen, and as he was never met with 
afterward by any craft which made a 
record of the circumstance it may be 
safely argued that he was put out of the 
way for good and all.

A Homemade Barometer. 


The boys of today, with their never 
ending round of outdoor amusements 
and sports, are sometimes a sore trial to 
their long suffering mothers when 
stormy weather prevents their going 
outdoors tu play. A good way to amuse 
a boy in these emergencies is to let him 
make a barometer. This will not only 
interest him for the time being, but 
will also prove useful when he is plan- 
ning his bicycle trip or tramp abroad 
on a holiday. Let him take a pint of 
alcohol and put into it a quarter of an 
ounce each of camphor, saltpeter and 
ammonia salts. When all is thoroughly 
dissolved, let it be poured into a rather 
long bottle, tightly corked and sealed 
with wax, to exclude all air.

The for- 
mation of little stars in the liquid is a 
sign of a heavy storm.—Exchange.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


Topic For the Week Beginning April 1%. 
Comment by Rev. 8. H. Doyle. 
Topic.—Lessons from great missionaries.— 

Acts xiii, 1-8, 18-83, 42-52. ores 

Christianity is essentially a mission- 
jary religion. The mission of the Chris- 
| tian church, as marked out. by its Head 
| and Founder, is a worldwide mission. 
All nations are to be led to Christ, and 
the only way by which this can be done 
is for the disciples of Christ to go as 
missionaries and tell all men the story 
of Jesus and His love. This has been 
done from the earliest days of Chris- 
tianity. This thirteenth chapter of the 
Acts of the Apostles tells the story of 
the origin and beginning of the first 
great missionary movement under the 
Holy Ghost and Paul, by which the 
Roman empire was to be led to Christ. 
Paul was the greatest of the early fol- 
lowers of Christ. He consecrated his 
life to missions. Many of Christianity’s 
great men have done the same thing 
since. From their lives we may learn 
useful and important lessons as to what 
is necessary to successfully carry for- 
ward God’s work, whether at home or 
abroad. 

1. From great missionaries we may 
learn to submit ourselves to God. This 
is characteristic of all great mission- 
aries. They submitted themselves en- 
tirely to God. They were guided by the 
Holy Ghost. In the origin of Christian 
missions the Holy Ghost said to the 
church at Antioch, ‘‘Separate Me Bar- 
nabas and Saul for the work whereunto 
I have called them.’’ The church sub- 
mitted. Barnabas and Saul submitted. 
After fasting and prayer and the laying 
on of hands Barnabas and Saul were 
sent away. After listening to a mission- 
ary address when a young man in Eng- 
land Robert Moffat, the great mission- 
ary, went home to his room and prayed 
that if it were God’s will he would send 
him forth to preach the gospel to the 
heathen. He found it was God’s will 
and gladly went forth. Entire surrender 
to God is a necessary prerequisite to 
successful work for God. 

2. From great missionaries we may 
learn tobe willing to labor in new and 
uncultivated fields. Barnabas and Saul 
carried the gospel where it had not 
been before. Paul afterward declared 
that he built upon no other man’s foun- 
dation. It is recorded in the life of Liv- 
ingstone that early he showed ‘‘a fixed 
determination not to labor in more ac- 
cessible fields, but to strike out be- 
yond.’’ Tostrike out beyond requires 
courage, self sacrifice, willingness to do 
hard work, but it pays inthe end, and 
we should be willing to doit. In his 
first striking out into the inland of 
Africa Robert Moffat lived for six 
months alone in arude hut. ‘‘In this 
hut,’’ says the historian, ‘‘he remained, 
; exposed to the sun, rain, dogs, snakes 
| and cattle, doing his own sewing and 
cooking and often having nothing to 
cook, consoling himself with his violin 
and Scotch psalms, but with all his 
{hardships maintaining regular day 
| schools and preaching services.,’’ And 
| God blessed his arduous, self sacrificing 
| toil. God will bless us if we are will- 
| ing to do the hardest work for Christ.

Bridgeport, Conn., April 15.—One of the 
mot notable boxing contests ever held 
in Connecticut was that in the Park City 
theater last night before 2000 spectators.

Spain’s Court of Inquiry. 

Madrid, April 18.—A synoy of the 
Spanish court of inquiry as furnished by 
the minister of marine indicates that 
the report is strongly drawn up to 
show that the explosion could not have 
been caused by a torpedo or by a mine 
of any kind, as none of the phenomena 
usually produced by such means was 
noticed at the time of the disaster, or 
immediately afterward, and that notrace 
of any thing was found that could justify 
the theory of an outside explosion. 

The report gives the testimony of a 
Spanish officer, and of the senior pilot, 
both eye-witnesses of the catastrophe. 
They swore that they noticed that the 
only explosions were in the interior of 
the Maine when she was on fire, and 
that there was absolutely no disturbance 
on the surface of the water in the harbor 
around the Mairre that could have been 
caused by any exterior cause. 

Much stress is laid in the published ex- 
tracts from the rt upon the 
leged fact that after the catastrophe no 
dead fish were found floatir theh 
bor, whereas whenever wr have 
heen removed with the help of explosions 
everybody has noticed the destruction of 
fish, which are abundant in the port of 
Havana.

The measure will follow the 
lines of previous statutes to the same 
effect. It will give the president au- 
thority to enlist men and commission 
officers of a volunteer force for the pur- 
pose of augmenting the regular army to 
the number “not exceeding 400,000." It 
was deemed best to place this limit upon 
the volunteer force about to be raised, 
although probably not more than one- 
eigtth of that force will be included in 
the first call for volunteers. Even those 
officials who are possessed of the most 
pessimistic views do not believe there 
will be occasion for enlisting the entire 
authorized force.

Notwithstanding the large majority 
for the resolution, Senator Hoar of Mas- 
sachusetts urgently counselled the house 
leaders to reject tenaciously the sen- 
ate’ proposition.

Pos- 
sibly the strongest argument brought to 
bear was that the president himself 
would not approve any resolution which 
so plainly violated every precedent of 
international law.

The conservatives realize that the 
chief danger lies in a possible stampede.

Under Arrest. 


Other Participants Anxious 
About Themselves. 


Criticism of the Mayor For Summoning the 
State Police. 


New Bedford, Mass., April 18.—The 
after result of the disturbances of last 
week are beginning to make themselves 
apparent. Following the arrest of Mrs. 
McQuade, charged with insulting two 
weavers who passed her house on their 
way to work in the mills, have been the 
arrest of two men, and now many of the 
strikers who have been prominent about 
the mill gates are guessing as to whether 
their turn will come next. The arrests 
| ‘yesterday were John R. Walmsley, 
charged with intimidating Dora Soule 
|and Peter Bouchard, employes of the 
Pierce mill, and Frederick Duckworth, 
charged with intimidating Maud Barnett 
and Eva Barnett, also Pierce mill em- 
ployes. 

The Weavers’ union at a meeting yes- 
terday afternoon decided to accept a 
loan of $1000 from the Fall Biver union, 
and this money, it is thought, will be 
sufficient to carry the weavers over for 
three or four weeks longer. Non-union 
members will receive none of the money 
which has been borrowed from Fall 
River, and they must depend upon them- 
selves, with what assistance they can 
get from the fund raised weekly by the 
strike council. 

The union decided, in view of the fact 
that it has been reported that weavers 
are to arrive from Lowell and other 
places, to appoint committees, one for 
each end of the city, to find out where 
these people board, and to request them 
not to go to work, without, however, 
usingintimidation. Secretary Hart said 
| that it was unfortunate that there had 
been two arrests during the week, but 
that mustn't deter the unionists from 
‘doing their duty. He also criticised 
Mayor Ashley for calling the state police.

Big Fire In Boston.

be brought to an end. The president

“The resolutions adopted by the senate 
on Saturday vary from those which 
passed the house only in ‘recognizing’ 
the present insurgent government of 
Cuba,” explains The Post, “and in mak- 
ing a formal disclaimer of intention on 
the part of the United States to acquire 
sovereignty over the island.

It was the God- 
dards who gave us an American postal 
service before 1776, and in direct oppo- 
sition to the crown.

Davis when the cabinet moved from 
Richmond to Cokesborough, N. C., and 
he then had eight brigades of cavalry. 
He told Davis that the soldiers consid- 
ered the war was over and that he had 
trouble in holding his troops together. 
Davis did not agree with him, and he 
ordered 16,000 horseshoes sent there to 
equip his troops for flight through the 
south. 

A short time later, however, when he 
got ready to fly, Wheeler was about the 
only commander who could get soldiers 
to go with him, and it was little Gen- 
eral Joe who followed the Confederate 
president with a troop of 500 men. 
Davis and his cabinet’ soon saw, how- 
ever, that their hope was a forlorr one, 
and they sent orders to Wheeler to dis- 
band his troopsand take care of himself. 
This Wheeler did anda short time later 
was captured by the Union troogs and 
was sent with Jefferson Davis north to 
prison, Alexander Stephens and Post- 
master General Reagan were taken with 
him, and on the way north General 
Wheeler says that Stephens thought he 
was going to sure death. He said as 
iwmuch to General Wheeler, and the gen- 
eral replied, ‘‘Well, Mr. Stephens, if 
this isto be your fate, what must be 
that of President Davis?’ Alexander 
Stephens raised his hands and replied: 
“Oh, don’t speak of that! His fate is 
too horrible to consider.’’ General 
Wheeler said he had no idea he would 
be killed, and the way he joked about 
the matter of their joint imprisonment 
horrified Alexander Stephens. — St. 
Louis Republic.

Further Secessions From the Ranks of the 
New Bedford Strikers. 


Boston, April 19.—One of the long hay 
sheds of the Boston and Maine railroad 
in Charlestown burned last night 
and nearly 1200 tons of hay, owned by 
Hosmer, Robinson & Company, commis- 
sion merchants of tSis city, were burned. 
The loss on the building will not exceed 


was 


$2000, while the hay was valued at $138,- j 


000. 

The fire is supposed to have been of 
incendiary origin, and burst out sud- 
denly from the middle shed. The dis- 
trict fire companies were well nigh ex- 
hausted by the big elevator fire of Sun- 
day, but they responded promptly and 
for a few minutes held the fire in check. 
The flames, however, worked through 
the other parts of the building and soon 
burst out from all sides, necessitating 
a call for help from the city proper. 
Fortunately there were no freight cars 
at the sheds, and the fire was extin- 
guished within an hour. 


Strikers Cooling Down. 

New Bedford, Mass., April 19.—The | 
gain in returning help over Saturday} 
was noticeable at all the mill gates Mon-| 
day morning. No crowds were allowed | 
to gather, and, indeed, there appeared 
to be no disposition on the part of the 
strikers generally to meet at the gates, 
as was done during the first part of last 
week. From the reports of the police 
who watched last week, and who have 
kept careful run of those entering the 
mills, it would appear that about half 
the complement of cloth mill help 
throughout the city are at work. Thirty 
more weavers than last week went to 
work at the Pierce mill, and at the 
Acushnet mill a loom-fixer, who stood 
at one gate, counted 12 weavers enter 
who were not at work last week, some 
of them being members of the union, 

At the Grinnell mill the new help in- 
cluded speeder tenders and weavers, as 
well as some of the back-boys, who have 
Started a strike within the general 
strike, their grievance being that, while 
the speeder tenders have been promised 
$2 and $3 a week to stay out, they have 
been promised nothing. 

The speeder tenders have voted not 
to return to work. The state police will 
probably remain here for several days. 

The strikers have received reports for 
two causes for complaint. One of these 
is the report that in some of the mills 
children under age have been among 
those who have gonein. This will be 
called to the attention of the state po- 
lice. The other is that some of the over- 
seers and second hands, in going to and 
from their work, have made jeering re- 


marks to the strikers whom they passed.

The communication says, among other 
things: ‘Four hundred and sixty women 
and children thrown on the ground, heap- 
ed pellmell, as animals, some in a dying 
condition, others sick, others dead, with- 
out the slightest cleanliness or the least 
help, not even able to give water to the 
thirsty, without either religious or social 
help, each one dying wherever chance laid 
him.” 

The communication goes on to state 
that the deaths among these reconcentra- 
dos average 40 or 50 daily, and that on an 
average there were but ten days of life 
for each person. It says that these unhap- 
py creatures received food only after hav- 
ing been eight days in the fosos, during 
which time they were obliged to subsist 
upon the bad food which the dying had re- 
fused. Some horrible instances of the dis- 
tress witnessed are given. 

“Among the many deaths we saw,”’ 
says the communication, ‘there was seen 
one impossible to forget. There is still 
alive the only witness, a young girl of 18, 
whom we found seemingly lifeless on the 
ground. On her right side was the body of 
a young mother, cold and rigid, but with 
her young child still alive and clinging to 
ber breast. On her left side was the corpse 


of a woman holding her son ina dead | 


embrace. A little farther on a dying wo- 
man, having in her arms a daughter of 
14, crazy with pain, who, after 12 or 14 
days, died in spite of the care she re- 
ceived.’’ . 

Further along the communication says 
that if any young girl came in who was 
ggod looking she was infallibly condemn- 
ed to the most abominable of traftics. The 
communication says that 1,700 persons 
bad entered the fosos since August, and 
of these but 243 were then living. It 
places the number of deaths among the 
reconcentradus at 77 per cent. 

On Dec. 3 General Lee sent to the state 
department a communication referring to 
a cipher dispatch he had sent two days 
previous, in which he informed the de- 
partment that he had learned from the 
United States consul at Matanzas of an 
“extensive and dangerous conspiracy un- 
der the ex-governor of the province, di- 
rected against Americans, action against 
them to be contingent on the movement 
of the United States government in favor 
of the independence of Cuba.” 

A Plea For Warships. 

General Lee stated that rumors had been 
more or less frequent regarding the riot- 
ous intention of some of the dissatisfied 
eloments against American citizens there 
‘and in other parts of theislund.

Dec. 14 General Lee sends another com- 
munication saying that the total number 


| of reconcentrados in Habana province will 
j reach 150,000,

from starvation alone would be over 50 
per cent. For the relief of these people, 
he says, $12,500 in silver has been set 
aside, ‘‘so that if every dollar appropriated 
reaches them the distribution will average 
about 17 cents to a person, which, of 
course, will be rapidly exhausted, and as 
I can hear of no further succor being af- 
forded it is easy to perceive what little 
practical relief has taken place in the con- 
dition of these poor people.”’ 

Dec. 28 General Lee makes the first 
communication about the new scheme of 
autonomy.

On Jan. 15 to 22 General Lee reported 
by cable daily that all was quiet in Hava- 
na, and that the recent rioting had caused 
some delays, but that no difficulty was ap- 
prehended as to the landing of supplies. 
Feb. 4 he reports the receipts of moneys 
from various sections of the United States 
for relief purposes and the manner in 
which it is being distributed. 
Feb. 10 he telegraphed the state depart- 
ment as follows: ‘‘Captain general return- 
ed yesterday. Met with no success of any 
sort. Spaniards everywhere unfriendly. 
Rumors of coming demonstration against 
him here. I think him an excellent man, 
but in an unfortunate position. Three se- 
rious combats reported within a week. In 
each insurgents victorious.’’ 
The same day he sent to the state de- 
partment a statement of the condition in 
the towns in the neighborhood of the city 
of Havana, made by a person he had sent 
to those places for the purpose of inspect- 
ing the number and condition of the 
starving. 

The Mayor Powerless. 
The statement covers four towns in the 
neighborhood of Havana and is largely a 
repetition of the awful tale of suffering 
which came from the other portions of the 
island. At Melena del Sur, the state- 
ment says, it is impossible for the mayor, 
owing tothe unhealthy conditions prevail- 
ing and the want of resources, to relieve 
the miserable people, ‘‘who die in great 
numbers from starvation, fever and simall- 
x. There are other towns in the same 
condition—for example, Guines, Catalina 
and Nadruga—whose situation could be in 
some degree relieved if the country people 
were allowed to leave the town freely in 
search of food. 

‘In some towns this is entirely probib-

He says that the number of the poor and 
destitute is so large that it is impossible 
to relieve large numbers in each locality, 
but that he can state with confidence that 
under the present system of distribution 
the supplies Are not lost or wasted, but 
reach those for whom they are intended. 

March 14 he incloses a letter from Con- 
sul Barker of Sagua, who requests him to 
transmit the following letter, which is ad- 
dressed to him (General Lee): 

“DEAR SIR—I will thank you to com- 
municate to the department as quickly as 
possible the fact that the military com- 
mander and other military officers posi- 
tively refuse to allow the reconcentrados 
to whom I am issuing food in its raw 
state to procure fuel with which to cook 
the food. 

“Tn addition, they prohibited this class 
of people—I am only giving food to about 
one fifth of the destitute, the authorities 
have quit altogether—from gathering veg- 
etables cultivated within the protection of 
the forts, telling them, ‘The Americans 
propose to feed you, and to the Americans 
you must look.’ * * * 

‘““WALTER B. BARKER, Consul.”’ 

March 24 General Lee cables that the 
work of relief is progressing, and gives 
details about the distribution of supplies, 
and adds, ‘‘Have been greatly asSisted by 
Mr. Klopscb.”’ 

March 28 General Lee reports that ‘‘in- 
structions have been given by the civil 
government of Havana that the alcaldes 
and other authorities shall not give out, 
any facts about the reconcentrados, and if } 
any of the American relief committees | 
should make inquiries concerning them, | 
all such inquiries must be teferred to 
him.” 

General Lee’s dispatches conclude with 
a dispatch under date of April 1, trans- 
mitting the decree of the governor general 
terminating the concéntration order. 


From McGarr and Brice, 


There is one communication from Owen 
McGarr, consul at Cienfuegos, under date’ 
of Jan. 10, informing the department that 
the sugar wills in his district had been 
grinding since the Ist of the month. He 
says the utmost diligence is required to 
prevent the firing of the canelields and 
concludes: 

“The sugar crop is the support of all’ 
classes, especially the laboring class, and 
should it be destroyed a famine would be 
inevitable.’’ | 

The communications from Mr. Brice, | 
consul at Matanzas, number only seven 
or eight, and most of them are brief. The. 
correspondence from him begins with the | 
17th of November last and closes with the 
8th of February. Probably the most strik- | 
ing feature of Mr. Brice’s communication 
ic a distinct article written on the 18th of 
January last and devoted to Cuban desti- 
tution. 

In this he notes the receipt of a circular 
letter of the state departinent dated ten 
days before. ‘‘This,’’ he says, ‘‘intimates 
that help is to be extended by the United 
States to the starving people of Cuba. 
The news of this relief has been known,” | 
he continues, ‘for the past two weeks and | 
has extended all over the province. ‘This | 
consulate bas been overwhelmed with 
people of ali classes asking to be remem- 
bered when this relief comes.’’ 

Mr. Brice then gives a numberof facts | 
illustrating the suffering in the province. 
He says there are in Matanzas province 
90,000 people who are in an actual stary- 
ing condition and require food, clothing | 
and medicines. Continuing, he says: 

“In addition to the above are thousands } 
of fainilies of the better classes and for- | 
merly well todo who today are living on 
one meal a day, and that very scant. ‘They 
have sold or pawned furniture, jewelry, 
clothing, etc., to eke out an existence, un- 
til all is gone or nearly so. Too proud to 
beg, they suffer in silence, and many die; 
of starvation. The daughter of a former 
governor of this province was seen beg- 
ging on the streeta of this city. 

‘“*Many of these people call on me pri- 
vately at my residence asking and praying 
for God’s sake to be remembered when 
this relief comes from the United States. 
One has to be here, know and mingle 
with these people to fully realize the terri- 
ble destitution and misery existing in Cu- 
ba. It is to be hoped that this relief from 
the United States will come quickly, for 
hundreds are dying daily of starvation. 
Conditions are dreadful, and no relief is 
afforded by the Spanish authorities.’’ 


Dead Before His Door, 


In his first communication of the series, 
dated Nov. 17, Mr. Brice stated that nei- 
ther the Spaniards nor Cubans of that sec- 
tion were in sympathy with the proposed 
autonomy and reforms. He noted the is- 
suance of the order to municipal authori 
ties to give out rations and clothing, but 
says that no attention was paid toit. In 
this communication he places the death 


| rate at over 80 persons daily, nearly all of 


whom were dying for want of food, medi- 
cives and clothing. ‘‘As I write this,’ he 
says, ‘‘a dead negro woman lies in the 
street within 200 yards of this consulate 
starved to death. She died some time this 
morning and will lie there maybe for 
days.” 

Mr. Brice also notes the issuance of an 
order allowing the reconcentrados to re 
turn to the country, but he says the re 
strictions in the order are such as to prac- |

distress, among others the following: In 
a family of 17, living in an old limekiln, 
all were found dead except three, and they 
barely alive. He says again that General 
Blanco’s order allowing the reconcentrados 
to return and cultivate the crops is in- 
operative and of no avail. 

Writing on the 17th of January, he says: 
“The people are shut up in the cities and 
towns, like rats, to starve. We have 15 or 
18 families of American reconcentrados 
who own property in the country, and, 
were they allowed to go to their homes, 
could make a good living. All these have 
begged and pleaded with the authorities 
under Blanco’s order to go and were in 
every case refused.”’ 

Consul Barker’s Report. 


Consul Barker covers the condition ex- 
isting in Santa Ctara province in a num- 
ber of communications, beginning on the 
20th of November, 1897, and closing on 
the 24th of March last. His letters con- 
stitute one long story of distress—of sick- 
ness, destitution and death—until indeed 
the picture, even as drawn in the plain 
language of official communicatioys, is re- 
volting. 

On Jan. 10 Mr. Barker suggests that 
the United States shell offer her good 
offices to Spain with a view of securing an 
armistice of 90 days’ duration for the 
purpose of discussing terms uf settlement 
between Spain and the insurgents, the 
United States té be the umpire. Pending 
negotiations, he would have all troops 
quartered and held in the large fortified 
coast towns in order that the reconcentra- 
dos may return to the country and to em- 
ployment. He adds that the relief from 
the United States must be continued or 
the people must starve so long as there is 
ap armed Spanish soldier in the country, 
‘since these people, for fear of being mur- 
dered, do not go to their country homes.”’ 
On the 15th of January Mr. Barker says: 

“In this consular district a reign of ter- 
ror and avarchy prevails which the au- 
thorities, if so disposed, are utterly power- 
less to control or in any measure subdue. 
Aside from the suffering and desperation 
caused by the unparalleled destitution, I 
regard the situation as rapidly assuming 
a critical stage. As stated heretofore, in 
no way have the authorities departed from 
the policy pursued by the late but not la- 
mented General Welyer. Spanish troops, 
as well as the guerrillas, under the cruel 
chiefs Carreraz, Clavarrietta and Lazo, 
continue to despoil the country and drench 
it with the blood of noncowbatants. A\l- 
though the ‘bando’ of the captain general 
provides that laborers may return to es- 
tates, it restricts their operations to those 
having a gerrison. Last week a nomber 
belonging to the ‘Santa Ana’ estate, lo- 
cated within a league of Sagua and owned 
by Mr. George Thorndike of Newport, R. 
I., were driven off after returning and re- 
fused permit as a protection by the mili- 
tary commander, Mayor Lemo, one of the 
trusted oflicers under the Weyler regime.” 

Feeding the Starving. 


On March 12 Mr. Barker states that 
from Feb. 15 to March 12 he cared for 
1,200 persons, increasing the number on 
the relief list after that date te 2,000. He 
then details the work done by the Red 
Cross society, the various local commit- 
tees and others, to each of whom he gives 
due credit. Having done this, Mr. Barker 
states his opinion to be that if provision 
could be made to care for 25,000 persons 
in that province, whatever might be left 
would manage to survive. He thought 
that to keep 25,000 persons alive would 


u 
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this communication Mr. Barker indicates 
that the Spanish local authorities were 
willing to accept aid from the United 
States. 

On the 24th of March Mr. Barker in- 
creased bis estimates as to the amount of 
food necessary to keep life in the people of 
that province. He said that 50 tons were 
needful for that time, and that the dis- 
tress was far greater than his former re- 
ports had shown. In the communication 
of the 2Uth of March Mr. Barker says: 

‘The distress is simply heartrending. 
Whole families, without clothing to hide 
pakeduess, are sleeping on the bare 
ground, without bedding of any kind, 
without food, save to such as we have 
been able to reach with provisions sent by 
our own noble people, and the most dis- 
tressing feature is that fully 50 per cent 
are ill, without medical attention or med- 
icine.’’ 

Mr. Barker adds that if $5,000 could be 
telegraphed to Consul General Lee blan- 
kets, cots and medicinescould be purchas- 
ed there in the several towns adjacent, 
and thus save thousands who must die if 
compelled to await the sending of these 
supplies from the United States. ‘‘I have,”’ 
he says, ‘‘found that the civil governor is 


s 


| willing to lend every aid in his power, but 


he admits that he can do nothing but as- 
sist witb his civil officersin expediting re- 
lief sent by the United States. The mil- 
itary obstruct in every way possible.’’ 
Blanco’s Order of No Avail. 

In the earlier portion of his correspond- 
ence Mr. Barker indicates the reasons 
why General Blanco’s orders relieving the 
reconcentradvs must prove of noavail. He 
says that whi 2 the first article of the order 
grants permission to the starving class to 
return to th: country, the third article 
abrogates this permission in exacting that 
the places to which they go must be gar- 
risoned. This condition alone, he says, 
will preclude over one-half of these poor 
unfortunates, for their homes are in ruin, 
and the sugai estates able to maintain a 
guard can care for but a small percentage 
of the whole. 

Mr. Barker says that while he does not 
question the good intention of those pow 


| in power, yet ‘itisa self evident fact that 


the authorities are utterly helpless to ex- 
tend any relief to those who have thus far 
survived the pangs of hunger.” Mr. 
Barker says that his observation does not 
bear out the statement made by the cap- 
tain general through a letter to the Span- 
ish minister that ‘‘extensive zones of cul- 
tivation have been organized, the daily 
rations are provided by the state and that 
work is furnished.”” Mr. Barker also 
points out the impracticability of grinding 
cane under the present conditions. He 
says in his letter of the 20th of November 
that he bad interviewed most of the large 
planters in his consular district, and they 
had stated that unless assured of isznmu- 
nity from the insurgent chief, Gomez, they 
would not attempt to grind, as by doing 
so they would jeopardize their property. 
He adds that it is ‘‘an unquestioned fact 
that the military are powerless to give this 
necessary protection.”’ 
Spanish Soldiers Companion Victims. 


Mr. Barker places the mortality figures 
for six of the principal cities of his dis- 
trict for the period beginning with Jan. 1 
and onding Nov. 15. 1897. at 80.589. He 


attomnt to anewer 
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Says tnis Is ‘thé Official recéra, and that 
fully 25 per cent should be added to cover 
deaths of which no record was kept. ‘*Un- 
doubtedly,’’ he says, ‘‘one-half the concen- 
trated people have died, and today Spap- 
tsh soidiers are companion victims of the 
surviving noncombatants. This appalling 
death roll is mute yet convincing proof of 
the terrible destruction of life of the main 
policy pursued in attempting to subjugate 
theisland. Thesuffering among the troops 
as well as the reconcentrados simply beg- 
gars portrayal, while discontent ripens 
daily.”’ 

On the 13th of December Mr. Barker re- 
lates the particulars of a visit he made to 
five of the principal railroad towns in his 
consular district. In Santa Clara, Cruces, 
Esperanza, Jicotea and Santa Domingo 
he says ‘‘the destitution is simply too har- 
rowing to recite and must become intensi- 
fied each day. The death rate for last 
month shows an increase cf about 25 per 
cont. In these towns I got my information 
from the mayor of each. From them I 
learned while there was an issue of food 
running from three to five days, begin- 
ning on the 8th ult., consisting of six 
ounces of bacon or jerked beef .and six 
ounces of rice for adults, with half this 
allowance for children under 14 years, the 
pittance given was sufficient only for one- 
fourth to one-tenth of the starving. No 
further relief has heen given up to date, 
and the mayors of these towns are author- 
ity for stating that the captain general 
had ordered discontinuance of food to the 
conceptrados.’’ 

Consul Hyatt’s Report From Santiago. 


The reports on the condition of affairs 
at Santiago are made hy Consul Hyatt, 
beginning on the 15th of November last. 

Among property holders, whether Amer- 
icans or citizens of other nationalities, he 
says, there is but one sentiment. This 
sentiment is “‘hands off’’ or such active 
intervention as will speedily terminate 
the struggle. They, he says, greatly dep- 
recate the constant agitation which makes 
the governing classes enemies to American 
interests and brings no corresponding ad- 
vantages. On the 26th of November Mr. 
Hyatt wrote: 

“The text of the new autonomy, as pub- 
Nshed here, is not meeting with favor by 
the most ardent friends of Spain. There 
is, however, a feeling of relief and safety 
since the change in the captain general- 
ship.”’ a 

A portion of this dispatch is withheld 
by the state department. Writing on the 
5th of December last, Mr. Hyatt said: 

“The reconcentration order is relaxed, 
but not removed, but many people have 
reached a point where it is a matter of en- 
tire indifference to them whether it is re- 
moved or not, for they have lost all inter- 
est in the problem of existence. A census 
of the island taken today, as compared 
with one taken three years ago, I feel con- 
fident, would show that two-thirds of the 
residents are missing, and the Spanish 
army would make no better showing.”’ 

On the 14th of December Mr. Hyatt 
wrote: 

“T give it as my opinion, an opinion 
that is not biased in favor of Cuba, that 
Spain will be compelled to prosecute a far 
more vigorous war than has yet been done 
if she conquers peace in Cuba. I think I 
speak advisedly when I say that in this 
end of the island at least there are many 
thousand square miles where the foot of 
the Spanish soldier has never trod. Within 
this zone the insurgents have their fam- 
ilies, corral their horses and cattle and 
raise their crops. Why Spain, with a large 
body of as obedient and brave soldiers as 
ever shouldered a gun, has not penctrated 
these grounds and scattered to the four 
winds the comparatively emall body of 
men who are there is a question I will not

Senators Talked Freely. 

Washington, Apri! 20.—Comparatively 
little business was transacted by the 
senate yesterday, all of the senators be- 
ing fatigued on account of their long 
vigil over the Cuban resolutions. Con- 
sideration of the sundry appropriatior 
bill was resumed, and the wide latitude 
of debate permitted under the rules of 
the senate afforded opportunity for some 
explanations to be made concerning the 
action of the senate upon the Cuban 
question. Mr. Cockerell and Mr. Bacon 
explained the action of the Democrats 
in voting against the conference report, 
and the colloquies that ensued between 
them and some of the Republican sen- 
ators: were spicy and interesting. A 
running fire of debate was participated 
in by Mr. Mantle, Mr. Cannon, Mr. Hale, 
Mr. Spooner and others, the discussion 
lasting about three hours. 


Several Bankers Lost. 

New York, April 20.—The grand jury 
yesterday returned an _ indictment 
against George B. White on a charge ot 
obtaining money under false pretenses 
on the evidence of ex-Mayor Strong and 
several clerks of the Central National 
bank, which, it is alleged, was victim- 
ized to the extent of $19,595. The Mere 
‘cantile National, the Chemical and the 
American National also lost about $20,- 
000 each through White's operations, it 
is alleged, besides seven in Boston and 
two in Philadelphia. In all, 13 banks are 
interested, and the total loss is said to be 
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held up and which, he says, are becoming |

He closes with a brief but thrilling pic- 
ture of the conditions on the island. ‘It 
is,’ he says, ‘‘beyond the power of my 
pen to describe the situation in eastern 
Cuba.

Beggars 
throng our doors and stop us upon the 
streets. The dead in large numbers remain 
over from day to day in the cemeteries un- 
buried.”’ 

On the 81st of January Mr. Hyatt men- 
tions the destruction of a railroad train by 
dynamite bombs near Santiago at the time 
of General Blanco’s visit, saying that it 


was believed that insurgents were respon- | 


sible for the destruction because they be- 
lieved General Blanco to be on the train. 
Two cars were shivered in atoms, five pas- 
sengers were killed outright and 22 badly 
wounded. 

In one portion of his correspondence he 
refers to the effort of a Mr. Rigney, an 
American sugar planter, near Manzanil- 
lo, to prepare for cane grinding during 
the coming season. ‘*A few nights since,”’ 
he says, ‘‘the insurgents fired seven can- 
pon shots among his buildings, one ball 
passing through the roof of his house. 
Amoricans were hopeful that they would 
be allowed to make their crop, but the ac- 
tion of the insurgents toward Mr. Rigney 
gives the problem a doubtful aspect. It 
may have been a personal matter against 
Mr. Rigney.”’ 

Consul Jova’s Statements. 


John F. Jova, vice consul at Sagua la 
Grande, under date of Nov. 11, 1097, gives 
his view of the autonomistic policy prom- 
ised by Spain. He takes strong grounds 
against it, saying that an autonomist par- 
ty in that district could not exist. “In the 
meantime the concentrados,’’ he says, 
“continue perishing. It is impossible to 
describe the extent and intensity of such 
tremendous suffering, of such iniquitous, 
unjust and sinful inquisition, to annihi- 
late thousands of women and children 
If this godless combination could be ac- 
curately represented, it would seem an ex- 
aggeration induced by stirred fellow feel- 
ing, with sensibility of heart. Moving 
among the unceasing crowd of famished 
beggars, one can scarcely do more than 
commiserate the undeserved misfortunes. 
No history in the world, ancient or mod- 
ern, saw an instance of this frightful, 
dreadful suffering. Perhaps civilization 
has not seen its like. In conclusion I beg 
to state that in my bumble judgment the 
efforts toward the enforcement of the re- 
form of autonomy will provs altegether 
futile.’’

[Extracts from Chapter 57, Sections 3 and 4, 
Public Statutes.) 

Secr. 3.—In all cities every personjwho con- 
veys milk in carriages or otherwise for the pur- 
pose of selling the same in such city, shall annu- 
ally on the first day of May, or within thirty 
days thereafter, be licensed by the Inspector of 
Milk of such city to sell milk within the limits 
thereof, and shall pay to such Inspector fifty 
cents each to the use of the city.’’ 

Sect. 4.—* Every person before selling miik 
or offering it for sale in a store, booth, stand, or 
market-place in a city or in a town in which an 
inspector or inspectors of milk are appointed, 
shall register in the books of such inspector or 
inspectors, and shall pay to him or them fifty 
cents to the use of such city or town; and who- 
ever neglects so to register shall be punished for 
each offence by fine not excceding twenty dol- 
lars.

The policy to be followed by this gov- 
ernment in the treatment of neutrals 
and in regard to privateering is con- 
tained in the following statement: In 
the event of hostilities between the 
United States and Spain, it will be the 
Policy of this government not to resort 
to privateering. The government will 
adhere to the following rules: 

First, a neutral flag covers an enemy's 
goods with the exception of contraband 
of war. 

Second, neutral goods not contraband 
of war are not jJiable to confiscation 
under an enemy’s flag. 

Third, blockades in order to be bind- 
ing must be effective. 

This doctrine is undoubtedly laid down 
to meet the various inquiries received by 
the diplomatic representatives of the 
United States from foreign governments 
as to the attitude assumed by the United 
States. It is substantially in line with 
the rules practiced in the Chinese- 
Japanese war, placing the United States 
in a most advanced position so far as the 
protection of individual property and 
neutral goods at sea is concerned. By 
it Spanish goods are made free from 
seizure on the seas in the bottoms ofa 
neutral power. This decision on the 
part of our government will doubtless 
elcomed in Europe. 

The object of most concern at the war 
department was the calling out of vol- 
unteers. This turns out to be a much 
more complicated question than was at 
first suppused, and the officials in des- 
peration are looking to congress for im- 
mediate relief in this extremity.

Washington, April 21.—In the senate 
yesterday Mr. Teller, speaking upon the 
Cuban question, said that he had no 
desire unduly to criticise the president 
or the administration.

FOUND GUILTY AGAIN. 


Jury In the Bram Case Upheld the 
Prosecution, 


i 
| 


An Agreement Reached After 
Fourteen Ballots. 


Prisoner to Ge Spared the Ignominy of a 
Felon’s Death. 


Boston, April 21.—For a second time a 
verdict uf guilty has been awarded 
against Thomas Mead Bram for the 
murder of Captain Charles I. Nash of 
the barkentine, Herbert Fuller, on the 
high seas, during the night of July 13, 
1896. The verdict this time, rendered by 
@ jury shortly after 10 o'clock last night, 
carried with it the additional words, 
“without capital punishment,’ undera 
law enacted since the first trial. The 
verdict of “guilty without capital 
punishment” was somewhat of a sur- 
prise to those who had assembled in the 
courtroom when the jury was ushered 
in. 

The last day of the trial began with the 
charge to the jury by Judge Colt. In- 
struction was given on the law of evi- 
dence, and the court added that should 
the jury require it, further instruction 
would be given. The jury then retired, 
and for several hours no word was re- 
ceived. Then came a conference be- 
tween the court and counsel, when it was 
decided that the recess of the court 
would continue until 10 o'clock at night, 
at which time the jurors Would be asked 
if they had reached a verdict. 

When the session was resumed a mes- 
senger who was sent to the jury room 
returned with the reply that a verdic 
had been reached. The jurors were 
ushered to their places, having been out 
10 hours and 50 minutes. The defendant 
rose as his name was called by the clerk. 
He leaned forward in the dock, and did 
not for a moment remove his gaze 
the 12 men who were about to speak the 
word that meant so much to him. 

As he heard the verdict and knew that.- 
once more his hopes of freedom wert 
shattered his face was turned upward 
and his lips moved as though in prayer. 
He sank into his seat, covered his face 
with his hands, and wept. 

Judge Colt advised the jurors to have 
nothing whatever to say to representa- 
tives of the press as to what transpired 
in the jury room. They were at liberty 
to do so if they wished, but the court 
considered that it would be most inju- 
dicial. He thanked them in behalf of 
the United States for the service tHey 
had rendered and told them they wer 
at liberty. 

It is understood that a majority of the 
jurors were for conviction without 
Qualification, but three were for ac- 
quittal, and a compromise was effected 
at the last moment. Fourteen ballots 
were taken, and it is said that the 13th 
ballot stood 9 to 3 in favor of conviction 
with capital punishment.

The tragedy for which Bram is once 
again convicted was part of one of the 
most terrible ever committed on the 
high seas. Captain Nash, his wife and 
Second Mate Bomberg were the victims. 
It was for the murder of the first named 
that the indictment was drawn. After 
his first conviction Bram’s counsel, on 
appeals and points of law, carried the 
case to the full bench of the supreme 
court of the United States and secureda 
new trial. The date of Bram’s execu- 
tion had been set for June, 1897, but the 
sentence was invalid, owing to the ap- 
peal being yet undecided. The second 
trial commenced March 14 and has con- 
tinued for more than five weeks, or twice 
as long as the former one. Consider- 
able difficulty was experienced in select- 
ing a jury, owing to the extent to which 
the report of the previous trial had been 
read, and nearly 200 talesmen were ex- 
amined before a complete panel was se- 
cured. The only direct evidence in the 
case was that given by Charles Brown, 
the sailor who was before the grand jury 
at the time Bram was indicted and was 
discharged. He testified that whils 
standing at the wheel and looking 
through the chart room window he saw 
Bram strike the captain with 
weapon resembling an axe. Counsel for 
the defense apparently considered the 
evidence of this man the most serious 
and made every effort to overthrow it. 
The case was fought inch by inch from 
beginning to end, and many narrow 
points of law were raised and sharply 
argued as piece by piece the curcum- 
stantial evidence was offered. Counsel 
on both sides occupied a full day each 
with the closing argument, and the 
charge by the court consumed 50 min- 
utes.

Mr. Thurston said that when the pres- 
ident signed the Cuban resolution sent 
to him by congress, the time for party 
discussion had ended. All but three 
senators had at one time or another 
voted for the resolution which was now 
a law, and he thought it the duty of sen- 
ators to uphold the president and the 
country with equanimity. “The time 
will come on the hustings for discus- 
sion of the present phases of this ques- 
tion. Now until Cuba is made free:

few occasions has Madrid wiSnessed 
such scenes of popular enthusiasm as 
when the queen regent, accompanied by 
the king dressed in the uniform of the 
infantry cadets, with the insignia of the 
golden fleece, travelled in state, with 
all pomp that makes the Spanish court 
famous, from the palace to the senate 
hall. The distance is very short, not 
more than four minutes walk. When 
the royal carriage appeared at the gate 
of the palace the enthusiasm burst forth 
into long and interminable cheering, 
such as has not been heard in Spain 
since the day King Alphonso returned 
from Paris. ‘The infantry, which lined 
the way to the senate, the cavalry and 
the mounted civil guards sent to pre- 
serve order had hard work to keep the 
crowd, frantic with enthusiasm, from 
approaching the royal carriage and es- 
corting it. The queen regent appeared 
much moved, though she is usually of 
impassive demeanor. The king looked 
on the crowd with evident pleasure, and 
saluted every moment in military fash- 
ion. ‘Long live the queen,” “Long live 
the king,’ and “‘Long live Spain’ were 
the cries incessantly given. 

The spirit off the crowds in the streets 
pervaded the halls of the senate, and 
when the doors were thrown wide open 
for the royal persons to enter, thousands 
of distinguished spectators who filled 
the galleries, deputie> and senators rose 
to their feet and received the queen and 
king with thundering acclamations.

Some of 
the latter read ‘Uncle Sam’s boot kicked 
Weyler out,” “Down with Spain” and 
“Long live the United States.’ There 
were other legends on the Spanish. The 
rear of the procession was brought up 
by the better class of Cuban residents 
in carriages. The parade serenaded 
Commandant Forsythe at his home 
fronting the harbor and then the Amer- 
icans at the principal hotels. There were 
“Vivas” and cheers for Andrew Jack- 
son, General Grant and President Mc- 
Kinley. 

The Madrid Press. 

Madrid, April 21—The Herald says: 
“We can believe the vacillating Mc- 
Kinley, who has*surrendered his presi- 
dential functions to noisy agitators, will 
hesitate to sign the fatal document 
which will plunge two countries into 
war; but Spain places her trust in her 
army and navy, and leaves the result 
with God.’ It praises Sagasta’s speech 
as awakening the old national feeling 
that was apparently dead" and as “filled 
with noble sentiments.” It constrasts 
the Spanish premier’s conduct with “Mc- 
Kinley's playing to the gallery of spec- 
ulators and jingoes.”’ 

The Epoch says: “President Mc- 
Kinlay’s conduct is blamable as a depar- 
ture from the traditions of the United 
States, a practical abdication of his 
presidential functions and a violation 
of the American constitution. At last 
the veil is rent, disclosing that the Amer- 
ican policy is not humanitarian, but 
selfish.” 


National Defense Board, 

Washington, April 21.—Senator Proc- 
tor has prepared a bill creating a board 
of national defence, to be composed of 
the secretary of war and the secretary 
of the navy. The bill requires that as 
such a board they shall formulate plans 
of coast and harbor defense. Acting in 
this capacity, they are also to determine 
upon a uniform pattern and calibre of 
small arms for the use of the army and 
marine corps; to fix upona uniform pro- 
jectile and grooving for heavy guns of 
the same calibre “and in general to take 
such joint action as shall secure the 
greatest uniformity, efficiency and econ- 
omy practicable in their respective de- 
partments.”

TACIT BLOCKADE 
‘A PRELUDE, 


Advance on Havana Ordered by the 
Commander-In-Chief, 


Dhips of the North Atlantic 
Squadron In Action. 


Practical State of War Created by the Spanish 
Cabinet. 


Our Mintster In Madrid Gets His Exe- 


quatar, and His Dismissal Accepted by 
the Cabinet as a Direct Invitation 
For the Opening of Hostilities—All 
the Consuls In Spain Withdrawn— 
Some Fear That the Oregon Will 


Be Attacked—Warlike Situa- 


tion In Madrid—Cuba's Cap- 
tain General Issues a Ral- 
lying Cry For Defense, 


Washington, April 22.—When these 
words are read the ships of the north 
Atlantic squadron will doubtless be ly- 
ing off Havana, just out of danger of the 
guns of Morro castle. The fleet was 
ordered yesterday to leave Key West 
at once, and it was expected to weigh 
anchor at midnight. The order, which 
was sent immediately after a special 
cabinet meeting yesterday afternoon, is 
the swift response of the United States 
to the cavalier dismissal of the Amer- 
ican minister at Madrid. 

In severing all diplomatic relations 
with the United States and handing Min- 
ister Woodford his passports the Span- 
ish government has created a state of 
war. This is the momentous fact ofthe 
day. The condition is recognized both 
at Madrid and at Washington, and it is 
understood that an official circular has 
already been sent by the state depart- 
ment to all United States ministers and 
representatives abroad, directing them 
to inform the governments to which they 
are accredited of the severance of. dip- 
lomatic relations and the consequent ex- 
istence of a state of war by the official 
act of Spain. 


MINISTER WOODFORD. 

The north Atlantic squadron will 
blockade Havana, and some of its ships 
will doubtless be ordered to blockade 
other Cuban ports in order to prevent 
supplies from reaching the Spanish army 
of occupation and so compel the speedy 
evacuation of the island. The blockade 
will be effective, but it will be no holi- 
day task. It is no small matter for 
a fleet to lie 10 miles from shore in the 
rough waters which pour through the 
trough between Havana and Key West. 
The sea there is as rough and choppy as 
in the British channel, and gréxt ships 
are sometimes tossed about almost as 
helplessly as if they were small boats. 

The fleet may have to lie inactive there 
several days, for this is to be a peace- 
ful blockade and there is no present in- 
tention of bombarding Havana. That 
may come later, but noshots will be fired 
until compelled by the inexorable prog- 
ress of events. The first blazing guns 
will come rather when an attempt is 
made to land supplies for the starving 
inhabitants of the island under the pro- 
tection of American men-of-war. The 
ships conveying supplies are expected to 
leave Tampa intwoorthreedays. They 
will go first to Matanzas, which is the 
principal seat of suffering. 

Before leaving Washington the Span- 
ish minister said that there would be 
no resistance to the landing of supplies 
unless an attempt was made to accom- 
pany them with an armed force. It 
would be strange enough if Spain 
should attempt to resist a proceé@ing 
of this kind, for no sooner would the sup- 
plies be landed than the Spanish troops 
confiscate them. The work of relief, 
consequently, will proceed with military 
force, and American marines will see to 
it that the relief that they bear reaches 
its destination. 
trouble will arise. A considerable force 
of Spanish troops has been concentrated | 

and new guns have been mounted on 
the fortifications, so that the fifst shot 
ef Spain will be directed at the vessel 
which first reaches Cuban waters on its 
errand of mercy. 

During the cabinet session yesterday 


télegramis were read to tne effect tnat 
the Spanish fleet was still at the Cape 
Verde islands. On the question of 
privateering the cabinet from the first 
has been a unit in opposition to it, unless 
that course should be forced upon us 
by the action of Spain. The president 
is strongly opposed to this so-called sys- 
tem of robbery on the high seas, and, 
unless he is driven to that extremity in 
retaliation, the legitimate commerce of 
the world, so far as this country is con- 
cerned, will be safe after actual hos- 
tilities begin as now. 

The news of the actual beginning of 
War was received with gravity at the 
navy department, and there were many 
speculations as to the destination of the 
Spanish squadron. One suggestion was 
that it is heading to cut off the fine bat- 
Ueship Oregon, now on its way from the 
Pacific coast around te join Captain 
Sampson's command. There is also some 
fear that the Oregon may be taken at an 
unfair advantage without knowledge of 
the existence of war by the Spanish 
torpedo destroyer, Temmerire, which 
is now lying at Buenos Ayres. Possibly 
with a view to avoiding a conflict in the 
etraits of Magellan, where she would be 
at a disadvantage, the Oregon has been 
ordered to go around Cape Horn. 

Relative to the news that comes from 
Chicago that the three revenue cutters 
on the lakes cannot be availed of for 
naval purposes, it is said that the de- 
partment had some time ago abandoned 
the idea of using these crafts, owing to 
the difficulties in getting them out to 
the Atlantic seaboard. It was, however, 
denied that an international obstacle 
had been eneountered in the shape of a 
notice from the Canadian government 
that the passage of the ships would not 
be permitted. 

The squadron under Captain Samp- 
son's command makes a splendid array 
of fine vessels, comprising battleships 
such as the Iowa and Indiana; monitors 
like the Puritan, Terror and Amphitrite; 
armed cruisers like the New York, flag- 
ship; protected cruisers such as the 
Cincinnati, Marblehead and Montgom- 
ery; gunboats like the Vicksburg, Wil- 
mington and Annapolis; regular torpedo 
boats, such as the Ericsson, Cushing, 
Winslow and the like; not to speak of 
the large number of fast yachts and 
other vessels that have been added to 
the fleet by purchase. This force is quite 
competent to Blockade all the ports in 
Cuba, or at leastmnll of the ports connect- 
ing by rail with Havana, and so likely 
to be used to supply that place with food 
and munitions of war. This statement 
is to be taken with the understanding 
that it does not contemplate the coming 
to Cuban waters of the Spanish fleet. 
In such case, however, the probable 
policy would be to abandon the blockade 
and endeavor to force the Spanish fleet 
to battle. 

Immediately upon the passage of the 
army volunteer bill by the congress the 
president by proclamation will call for 
100,000 men. Of this force it is intended 
to use 80,000 men in Cuban operations in 
conjunction with the regular army al- 
ready assembled or assembling at points 
of concentration. The remaining 20,000 
men will aid the artillery detachments 
in guarding the coasts and manning the 
heavy guns of our coast defense, 


“To Arms, Fellow Countrymen!” 
Havana, April 22.—In a manifesto that 
he issued last night, General Blanco said: 
“Without any reason or legality, with- 
out the least offence on our part and 
at a time when they have received from 
us only proofs of friendship, the United

the moment when quietude began to 
settle over the country, when produc- 
tion was flourishing, commerce tak- 
ing courage and peace approaching, with 
the co-operation of all classes and all 
parties under the new institutions 
granted by the mother country. Such 
a proceeding is without precedent in 
history. It evidently manifests the 
bogus politics of the republic, demon- 
strating the tricky plans and purposes 
that have always been nourished against 
Spain’s sovereignty in Cuba, which the 
enemy has been conspiring for nuarly a 
century to destroy.

It is our turn 
to have the honor of defending her, and 
we will know how to do it witha decision 
and effort many a time put forth. I 
count upon you for this with absolute 
certainty. I believe there {is no sac- 
rifice you are not prepared to make in 
defence of the national territory, whose 
integrity is sacred to all Spaniards of 
whatever origin. 

“I am sure that everyone in whose 
veins runs Spanish blood will respond 
readily to the call which in these solemn 
moments I address to all, and that all 
will group themselves around me to con- 
tribute as much as they can to repel a 
foreign invasion, without allowing dan- 
gers, sufferings or privations to weaken 
the heart or courage. To arms, then, 
fellow countrymen,toarms. There will 
be a place for all in the fight. Let all 
co-operate and contribute with the same 
firmness and enthusiasm, to fight the

It was at his sister’s house that 
the Boston officers called Thursday 
afternoon, the object of their visit 
being to search the room occupied by 
him for clews. Just what they found 
is not known but when the officers re- 
turned to Boston they took away some 
of his effects. It is alleged that Chance 
claimed to be at his sister’s house on 
the night of the murder on April 5. 

The clew which led up to the arrest 
of Chance was an overcoat found ina 
basement on Hudson street, Boston. It 
was on this street that the murderer 
was last seen in his flight. It was 
supposed that he dodged into one of the 
back yards and escaped through the 
house on to Hudson street. The theory 
of the police is that the murderer 
divested himself of the coat and de- 
posited it in the basement room in his 
flight through the house.

ONE SHOT FIRED, 


Cruiser Nashville Makes 
a Capture. 


Key West Fieet Sailed at 
at 5.45 A, Mi, 


Key West, Apri] 22—The fleet sailed 

5.45 A. M. to blockade the principal 
ports of Cuba.

CONGRESS AGREES. 


Washington, April 22—The con- 
ferrees of the House and Senate agreed 
on the army bill and it has passed 
Congress. It authorizes a call of 100,- 
000 men, and will probably be issued 
today. 


FLYING SQUADRON. 


Hampton Roads, April 22 — The 

flying squadron has not yet sailed. 
Horrors of War. 
London Daily Mail in a 
review of the horrors of war says,— 
In the last really great war — that 
between France and Germany—France 
lost as many as 136,000 men, of whom 
some 80,000 died of wounds received 
in battle, 36,000 by sickness, accident, 
suicide, ete., and 20,000 in German 
prisons. A French statistician esti- 
mates that his countrymen who were 
wounded, but who survived, numbered 
138,000, those injured on the march or 
by accident 11,421, those who re- 
covered from illness 328,000, making 
a total of 477,421 direct sufferers. The 
German killed numbered 40,877; 17,- 
255 died on the field and 21,0253 in the 
ambulances; making 79,155 in all. The 
wounded who survived numbered 
18,543 men. From first to last the 
German field artillery fired 340,000 
shots and the infantry 20,000,000. The 
booty of war consisted of 5,526 fortress 
guns, 1,915 field guns and ‘eapid-Gring 
cannon, 107 eagles and flags, and 
855,000 rifles, exclusive of what was 
captured at leisure on abandoned 
fields.

General Blanco said: “The enemy’s 
fleet is almost at Morro castle, almost 
at the doors of Havana. They have 
money; but we have blood to shed, and 
We are ready to shed it. We will throw 
them into the sea.” 


“Down With the Yankees!” 

Madrid, April 22.—Enthusiastice pro- 
cessions moved through the principal 
streets last night. The mob gathered 
in front of the building of the Equitable 
Life Insurance company, and insisted 
upon the removal of the American eagle, 
which was thrown down and smashed to 
bits. The fragments were then carried 
through the streets by a cheering, yel- 
ing mob to the Military club, where the 
inembers appeared upon the balcony 
and enthusiastically cheered the demon- 
strators, shouting “Live Spain” and 
“Down With the Yankees.” The police 
mixed with the crowd and allowed the 
demonstrations to go on without re- 
straint. 

The civil governor of Madrid, instead 
of prohibiting, allowed complete liberty 
of action, mingling among the demon- 
strators. He was loudly cheered, es- 
pecially when the American escutcheon 
Was thrown from the balcony of the 
Equitable building and fell at his very 
feet.

Army Bill Amended. 

Washington, April 22.—Representative 
Hull, chairman of the house committee 
on military fairs, reported back to the 
house th rmy re ation bill with 
a number of amendments. It gives 84 
instead of 100 privates to each infantry 
company, and makes this important 
proviso, authorizing the call for troops: 
“Provided, that in the event of a call by 
the president for volunteers or 
the militia of the country, the president 
is authorized to accept the quotas of 
troops of the various states and terri- 
tories, including the District of Colum- 
bia, as orga -d under the laws of the 
states and territories, including the Dis- 
trict of Colum! 

There is also a provision that nothing 
in the act is to be construed to authorize 
a permanent the commis- 
sioned or enlisted force of the regulars 
beyond that now provided by present 
law, except as to the increase of 25 ma- 
jors. 

The committee says that as now pre- 
sented the S§ill authorizes the 25 regi- 
ments of in itry to be recruited up to 
a total of 31,800 enlisted men, the re- 
cruitment of the 10 cavalry regiments 
to 12,000 enlisted men, the seven regi- 
ments of artillery to a total of 16,457 
men and the engineer battalion of five 
companies to 752 enlisted men, making 
the total strength 61,010 enlisted men.

Only Source of Danger From Sneaking of 


Torpedo Boats. 


Becretary Long’s Plan For Defending the 
Coast Embodied In a Bill Submitted to 
the Congress—That Body Asked to 
Make a Declaration of War as & 
Matter of Precaution — Foreign 
Powers and the Question of Neu- 
trality—Resignation of Secre- 


tary Sherman a Probability. 


Key West, April 23.—The fleet is now 
before Havana and blockading the whole 
tuorthern coast of Cuba. None of the 
veasels went within cannon shot of the 
Spanish guns; the orders of the presi- 
dent to blockade and not to fire unless 
attacked are being strictly adhered to. 

The warships are practically doing 
patrol duty along the Cuban coast. 
Every vessel is constantly under steam. 
There is not the slightest danger dur- 
ing the daytime. 

The officers feel that the only source 
of danger may be a sneaking up of tor- 
pedo boats in the darkness. This is not 
likely, however, as the vessels are widely 
spread out and will move up and down 
the coast, working their searchlights all 
night. 


FLAW F DISCOVERED. 


Why the President Has Not Issued a 
Call For Volunteers. 

Washington, April 23.—There is more 
delay before the president can issue his 
proclamation calling for volunteers to 
serve with the colors inCuba. Imme- 
diately after the passage of the Hull 
bill by congress it was expected that the 
president would sign the proclamation 
calling for 100,000 men. The proclama- 
tion had been prepared in the war de- 
partment and was ready for signature. 

The first proclamation drafted pro- 
vided for 80,000 men. It was represented 
to the president that this number was 
not adequate, and the president con- 
sented to raise the limit to 100,000. A 
new proclamation was prepared. It 
was taken to the white house yester- 
day. 

When the Hull bill was brought to 
the white house it was given careful 
attention by the president and his ad- 
visers. A flaw was discovered in the 
Statute. The bill gives authority to the 
president to raise a volunteer army 
“within such limits as may be fixed by 
law.” It is asserted that there is nolaw 
now existing which provides a limit for 
a volunteer army, consequently the new 
law is radically defective and absolutely 
without value. If this view is sound 
all that the new law does is simply to 
duplicate existing legislation and give 
the president authority to call into the 
service of the United States the militia 
of the several States. It does not con- 
vey any new grant ofauthority. This 
is the view held by the president, and 
before proceeding further he submitted 
the question to Attorney General Griggs 
for his opinion. 

If congress has to take further ac- 
tion it is believed the maximum strength 
of the volunteer army will be fixed, so 
as to avoid all discussion in the future. 
The maximum will probably be 500,000. 
Thera is no expectation that this num- 
ber will be needed, but sufficient latitude 
will be given thepresident to enable him 
to raise armies without having to appeal 
to congress every time a new levy ig 
needed. 

When this question is settled, when it 
is known how many troops the presi- 
dent may employ and the way in which 
they are to be raised, the army will be 
created. It will take some weeks to put 
this army in condition, to properly equip 
and provide it with all the necessary 
supplies and stores which an army going 
into an enemy’s country must have. 

At the earliest it will be nearly the 
commencement of June before the army 
of occupation is ready to meet the 
Spaniards and drive them out of Cuba; 
but it is not gertain that the army will 
be ready to begin operations in a month. 

At the present time it looks as if there 
was something of a clash between the 
two military branches of the govern- 
ment. While congress is enacting the 
necessary legislation and the army is 
getting ready to be created and organ- 
ized, the navy will maintain the blockade 
of Havana and the other Cuban ports. 

It is impossible as yet to formulate a 
clear and definite plan for a naval cam- 
paign because the movements of the 
Spanish fleets are not yet known and 
there is nothing for our fleet to do ex- 
rept blockade Cuba until it is known 
whether the Spaniards propose to carry 
on an offensive campaign by sea. The 
curious spectacle is now presented of the 
fleets of two hostile nations keeping as 
far from each other as they can. 

The Spanish fleet is still anchored off 
Cape Verde islands, and its officers Say 
it will not sail until the ironclads ar- 
rive from Cadiz. The fleet assembled 
consists of the Vizcaya and Oquendo, 
three torpedo boats, three destroyers 
and asupply ship. The indications are 
$hat the Spaniards will not attempt to 
separate their naval force, but will form 
a large armada in hopes of fighting one 
tig battle for the supremacy of the sea. 

The leading incidents of yesterday 
were the issuing of a blockade procia ma- 
tion and the capture of a merchantman, 
It was in the gray dawn of the morning 
when the gunboat Nashville sighted the 
Spanish steamship Buena Ventura, lum- 
ber laden, bound from Pascagoula, Miss., 
to Rotterdam. The prize was taken to 
JKey West in charge ofa prize crew from 
the Nashville. No effort was made to 
come close to the Spaniard, it being sup- 


posed that sre would naturally stop at 
the signal with a whole war fleet in plain 
view; but the Spaniard showed no signs 
of stopping, so a second shot was fired 
across her bows and she hove to with a 
suddenness that jarred her machinery. 
She is an English buiMship, 28 years old. 
She was ovned by Larr.ago & Co. of 
Liverpool and Bilboa, is of 1155 tons bur- 
den net, is 278 feet long, 34 feet 4 inches 
beam and draws 23 feet 9 inches of water. 
As a prize the craft is quite valuable 
from a financial standpoint, as hereargo 
was 875,000 feet of lumber, worth $10,900. 
The proceeds of the sale of the ship and 
cargo will be divided, according to the 
usages of war, between the government, 
the crew of the ship which captured her, 
and something to the fleet commander, 
the fleet captain and to the naval vessels 
within hailing distance at the time of 
capture. 

Following up the formalities begin- 
ning with the blockade proclamation, 
the state department addressed an 
identical note to all of the representa- 
tives of the foreign nations accredited 
to Washington, notifying them of the 
policy to be pursued by this government 
in the matter of privateering and neu- 
trality. This was followed by the send- 
ing of cable messages to all American 
embassies and legations abroad contain- 
ing the same information in a little more 
succinct form for presentation to the 
governments to which they are accredit- 
ed. The statement was precisely simi- 
lar in terms to that telegraphed last 
Wednesday, and its formal! adoption by 
the government as the line of policy to 
be pursued was not prevented by the 
criticism passed upon It in the senate by 
Mr. Money of Mississippi. The officials 
ere not disturbed at the semi-official 
notice from Madrid that Spain will re- 
fuse to be bound by the same principles 
and forbid privateering, for they are 
satisfied that the commercial powers will 
not tolerate the practice of privateering 
under the Spanish flag. 

The blockade extends from Bahia 
Honda, 55 miles west of Havana, to 
Cardenas, 75 miles east of it—shutting 
in not only Havana itself, but Matanzas, 
the second city and port of Cuba, Car- 
denas, which has been a conspicuous 
sugar shipping port, and the important 
haven of Cabanas, just beyond the Pinar 
del Rio trocha, and a point of strategic 
value for land attack upon the capital. 
Bahia Honda, Matanzas and Cardqpas 
all have railway connections with the 
interior. Only one point on the southern 
coast of Cuba is yet included in the 
blockade—and that is Cienfuegos, in the 
province of Santa Clara, the outlet fa 
rich sugar growing region where Ameri- 
can citizens have extensive interests. 
Cienfuegos has a capacious harbor, rail- 
way connections with the long trunk 
line running from east to west of Cuba, 
and a population of 66,000. Itis the third 
Cuban seaport in importance. 

The foreign representatives are be- 
ginning to feel much uneasiness over 
the situation of foreign subjects resid- 
ing in Havana and other points covered 
by the blockade. So long as the block- 
ade is peaceful the foreigners are not 
likely to suffer, but in case of a bombard- 
ment they might be put in jeopardy 
along with the native population, unless 
ample time were given them to with- 
draw. There is no doubt that this gov- 
ernment would give ample time for for- 
eigners to withdraw, and in case of non- 
combatants it is usual to give at least 
24 hours’ notice of a bombardment; but 
there might be serious difficult? in the 
way of such a notice, in case the Span- 
ish forts open fire on American ships. 

The secretary of the navy has offi- 
cially decided temporarily to appoint 
Captain Sampson a rearadmiral. The 
nomination, for it is believed it will be 
necessary to make a nomination even 
for temporary appointment, will be 
submitted to the senate very soon. By 
this action the department will “jump” 
Captain Sampson, who stands third in 
the list of captains, not only over the 
two captains preceding him, but over 
the 10 commodores of the next grade 
above and below that of rear admiral. 
It is explained, however, that the ap- 
pointment being only temporary, the 
superior officers will lose nothing by this, 
for when he relinquishes the command 
of the squadron Rear Admiral Sampson 
will again become Captain Sampson and 
retain his number in the register. 

The secretary of the navy has sent to 
the house committee on naval affairs 
an urgent request for immediate action 
on a joint resolution he submits, creating 
an auxiliary naval force for coast de- 
fence. The first section of the resolu- 
tion reads as follows: “That a United 
States auxiliary naval force for coast 
defences is hereby authorized to be es- 
tablished, to be enrolled in such numbers 
as the president may deem necessary 
and to serve for a period of one year, un- 
less sooner disbanded by the direction 
of the president.” 

The officers and men composing the 
auxiliary force are to receive the same 
pay and emoluments as those holding 
similar rank or rate in the regular navy, 
and all matters relating to organization, 
discipline and the government of the 
force may, with the consent of the gov- 
ernor of any state, in a similar manner 
enlist in the force from the naval militia

Was the Topeka Lost? 

Falmouth, April 23.—Captain Porrson 
of the Swedish bark Albatross, from 
Mobile for Dundee, which was towed in 
‘there Thursday damaged from collision 
at midnight of the 19th, about 60 miles 
southwest of the Scilly islands, with an 
unknown vessel, says that he believes 
that the vessel colliding with him was a 
steamer, and that she had foundered, 
for after she had flashed an electric light 
nothing more was seen of her. In ship- 
ing circles, the steamer is supposed to be 
the United States cruiser Topeka, for- 
merly the Diogenes, which left Falmouth 
on the evening of April 19. 

The Topeka was purchased April 2 
from the Thames iron works, London, 
by Lieutenant Colwell, United States 
naval attache. She was built for Peru 
in 1883, but never became the property 
of that country. For more than 10 
years she lay in the Thames river yards. 
When the Japan-China trouble began 
ghe was sold to Japan. The opening of 
hostilities, however, prevented her from 
leaving English waters. It was never 
intended that she should be other than 
a river boat. She carried two “long 
toms” and a stern chaser, of excellent 
calibre, and four Maxim guns. Her 
registered displacement was 1800 tons 
and her speed 16 knots per hour. 


Sherman to Resign. 

Washington, April 23.—There is every 
reason to believe thatSecretary of State | 
Sherman will resign from the cabinet 
within the next few days. It is felt) 
by the friends of the secretary that the 
present crisis is too serious a task upon 
his failing strength, and for this reason 
he will retire to private life. His suc- 
cessor will be Assistant Secretary Day 
in all probability, but it can be stated 
that Judge Day has no desire to remain 
in public life.

Declaration of War. 

Washington, April 23.—The Washing- 
ton Post says that the president will 
send a message to congress suggesting 
that a declaration of war be passed. 
The message was in course of prepara- 
tion at the state department yesterday 
afternoon. This action was hastened 
by the seizure of the Spanish merchant- 
man off the Florida coast and the de- 
sire to prevent possible complications. 
The right of seizure, however, is not 
questioned by, the administration, since 
Spain herself/accepted our ultimatum as 
a declaration of war. 


Awaiting Hostile Acts, 

Paris, April 23.—The report of Profes- 
sor Renault, which was submitted to 
a@ meeting of the hight officials of the 
various ministries convened by the min- 
ister of foreign affairs to consider the 
question of a declaration of neutrality 
and its consequences, isasfollows: “It 
is important to state that as yet the 
powers have no declaration of neutral- 
ity to make, a state of war between the 
United States and Spain not being as 
fet officially announced. Spain, by fore- 
stalling the delivery of the ultimatum 
of the United States in handing the am- 
bassador his passports, has in fact mere- 
ly broken off diplomatic relations, which 
is not the same thing as a declaration 
of war. We must admit, therefore, the 
first act of hostilities on the part of 
one of the two powers before a state of 


war can be considered really existent.” 


May Seize the Paris. 

London, April 23.—The Spanish em- 
bassy notified Madrid yesterday of the | 
departure of the Paris. It is probable) 
that fast cruisers from Cadiz will try | 
to intercept her. 

Surprise was expressed that the Paris 
should have sailed unescorted, especially 
as there were rumors in the Mersey 
that Spanish war vessels were waiting 
to intercept har off the south coast of 
Ireland; yet the passengers were assured 
of their perfect safety. 


Manila to Be Attacked. 
London, April 23.—The American 
suqadron at Hong Kong, according to a’ 
special dispatch from Shanghai, has | 
sailed for Manila, which it wil, attack. | 
The dispatch says: “Three steamers | 
recently purchased by the United States 
government will follow the fleet with

Madrid, April 23.—The National in a

Your majesty 
says nothing of the employment that has 
been given our 200,000 sons hurried away 
from productive work in order to fight 
for the fatherland, and the king, his 
majesty, makes no mention of the 
2,000,000 pesetas earned by the sweat of 
our brow which we contributed to pre-

Want a War Vessel. 

Gloucester, Mass., April 23.—Mayor 
Frank E. Davis of this city received the 
following telegram from Washington, 
signed by Congregsman W. H. Moody, 
last night: “Will Gloucester furnish 
at once a crew of 70 for the yacht Cor- 
sair, just purchased for $200,000, if named 
Gloucester?” 

Mayor Davis immediately answered 
in the negative by wire, and later sent 
a letter to Congressman Moody, inform- 
ing him that the people of this city 
wanted a war vessel that would have a 
prominent place in the navy, and notone 
which might be sold at the close of 
hostilities. The mayor added that 
Gloucester’s record warranted the nam- 
ing of a vessel in her honor equal in 
size and power of those named for other 
cities the size of Gloucester. 


Engines Deliberately Disabled. 

Galveston, Tex., April 23.—It is re- 
ported by Captain Barnes, of a British 
steamer, which arrived here yesterday 
from Las Palmas, Canary islands, that 
the delay of the Spanish torpedo fleet 
at that place, which was attributed to 
the rough sea, was in fact due to the 
deliberate disabling of the engines by 
the engineers, who did not want tocross 
the sea. Repairs, it was said, were 
made by local machinists, as the en-| 
giners could not be trusted.

Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, April 23.—Senator Cook of 
Worcester challenged the bill to allow 
the court to exclude persons during the 
trial of cases involving indecent tes- 
timony. He denounced it as fit to have 
originated in the Spanish inquisition in 
its “star chamber” character, a direct 
blow at the freedom ofthepress. There 
were five votes for and 20 against the 
measure. 

Amid the clamor of war and weighty 
council meetings the governor yesterday 
found time to issue the annual procla- 
mation for arbor day, April 30. 

In the house yesterday Mr. Davis of 
Amesbury presented a bill, under a 
suspension of the rules, to provide for the 
payment of a state bounty to persons 
enlisting for service in the Cuban war, 
and to entitle such persons and their 
families to receive state or military aid. 
‘The amount of the bounty is fixed at §100 
for each person enlisting. 

In the senate the proposition to es- 
tablish a state board of insanity was 
considered. Now the state board of 
lunacy and charity has the charge of 
the insane. It is proposed to separate 
the two departments of the board, be- 
cause it is thought that better results 
will be secured by a division of the labor. 
At the conclusion of the debate the bill 
with perfecting amendments was or- 
dered to a third reading almost unani- 
mously. 

The joint judiciary committee reported 
reference to the next general court on 
the petition for an amendment to the 
employers’ liability act so that suits to 
recover damages for injuries to or death 
of an employe may be brought within 
one year after the granting of adminis- 
tration. 


Federal Senate and House. 

Washington, April 23.—During the 
brief open session of the senate yester- 
day the formal announcement of the 
death of Senator Walthall of Mississippi 
was made and arrangements were per- 
fected, so far as the senate is concerned, 
for the funeral ceremonies. A secret 
session of two hours was held, during 
which the conference report on the vol- 
unteer bill was agreed to, but no business 
was done in open session. : 

The house displayed its enthusiasm 
for the war upon which the country has 
entered by rushing through without de- 
bate the conference report on the bill 
authorizing the president to call out the 
volunteers and agreeing by unanimous 
consent to meet at 10 o'clock today to 
take up the consideration of the army 
reorganization bill.

Then} 
there was a little rush and before the 
close of the evening twenty-five had 
been enrolled.

He further says that there 
is a great deal of interest being mani- 
fested, especially in Quincy, and many 
he has talked with will enlist. 
Previous engagements however pre- 
vented them being present Friday 
evening. 

The recruiting will be continued 
tonight and every night until the re- 


quired number is secured. 
In order to enlist the applicant) 


answers certain questions as to his age, 
birthplace, etc., and then Jater he must 
pass a physical examination. 

In times of peace the physical ex- 
amination is not enforced but on 
occasions like the present, when the 
company may be sent to the front, a 
sound body and a strong constitution 
is necessary, and none will be accepted 
but those who successfully pass this 
examination. 

While the enlisting was in progress 
many of the members of the company 
were present talking over the prospects 
of war and there is no donbt from the 
feelings expressed by those of the 
company present last night, that when 
the call comes there will be no shirk-| 
ing bnt the company will go to aman.

Notice of Milk Inspector 


[Extracts from Chapter 57, Sections 3 and 4, 
Public Statates.] 


Sct. 3.—‘In all cities every person who con- 
veys milk in carriages or otherwise for the pur- 
pose of selling the same in such city, shall annu- 
ally on the first. day of May, or within thirty 
days thereafter, be licensed by the Inspector of 
Milk of such city to sell milk’ within the limits 
thereof, and shall pay to such | Inspector fifty 
cents each to the use of the city. 

Sect. 4.— Every person before selling milk 
or offering it for sale in a store, booth, stand, or 
market-place i in a city or in a town in which’ an 
inspector or inspectors of milk are appointed, 
shall register in the books of such inspector or 
inspectors, and shall pay to him or them fifty 
cents to the use of such city or town; and who- 
ever neglects so to register shall be punished for 
“yg offence by fine not excc eding twenty dol-

Coal In the Transvaal. 

In one colliery not half.a dozen miles 
from the gold mines I have seen a seam 
of coal 70 feet in thickness. This coal, 
though of a low quality, suffices for the 
purposes of the gold mines, and there 
is a sufficient quantity of it to outlast 
far the lives of all the gold miners. Be- 
sides these coal deposits near the gold- 
fields and those others by the Vaal riv- 
er, which furnish coal for the railway 
system far down into Cape Colony, 
there are literally hundreds, perhaps 
even a thousand, square milesof coal in 
the Middleberg and Ermelo districts ly- 
ing between Pretoria and Delagoa Bay. 
In the midst of these coal beds is the 
outcrop of iron ore, and running 
throngh them is the lately constructed 
railway to Delagoa Bay. With these 
vast coalfields close to a first rate port 
on the Indian ocean the prospects of the 
coal mining industry seem brilliant.—

She also limits the sale of 
stamps to 25 or 50 cents’ worth to one 
person, as it is impossible to keep a sup- 
ply on hand, and private speculators 
getting possession of them charge as 
high as 25 cents each. Miss Richards

That evening there was a great con-| 
course of people on the Place de la| 
Liberte. The Rosati circus was giving 
its last performance, and the public of | 
Toulon was flocking to this farewell | 
representation. At the doors beneath | 
the flickering gleam of the rows of gas- 
lights there was a ceaseless crusb and 
movement—an endless line was slowly 
winding its way in, halting at every 
step and hammering the sounding 
planks witb a confused clatter. All 
around on the notice boards stuck in the 
ground the colors of the flaming posters 
were displayed aud, bathed in the garish 
light, dazzled the eye. In the crowd of 
spectators and idlers every one was 
reading aloud the placard which stood 
conspicuous in front:

to the greenroom. 

Officers in civilian dress and students, 
ship brokers and idle dandies, all wish- 
ed for the last time to get near the fair 
Mlle. Rita, the celebrated equestrienne, 
who for a month had been the subject 
of conversation 1n every messroom and 
every club. They stepped along, the el- 
bowed and he elbowers, between the 
walls that were covered witb sets of 
varnished barness and begged pardon 
every time they jostled a groom. They 
stopped at the stalls of Blue Devil and 
Djinn, the two trick Arabians, and un- 
der pretext of giving some sugar to the 
horses fluttered about the extemporized 
dressing room where Rita, tranquil and 
smiling, was donning her attire.

TENNIS RULES. 


American and English Revised Additions 
to the Rules Governing Foot Faults. 
The time is rapidly approaching for 

the appearance of the revised tennis 

rules, although tennis is one of the 
sports that are fortunate in requiring 
very little legislation. With the devel- 
opment of skill amendments have been 
made necessary from time to time, but 
they were not of a radical kind. Some 
time ago a committee, composed of 

Messrs. Stevens, R. D. Wrenn and 

Fischer, was appointed to consider the 

rules governing foot faults. At the last 

meeting of the executive committee the 
committee submitted the following re- 
port: 

‘* Present American Rule.—The server 
shall serve with one foot on the ground 
immediately behind the base line. The 
other foot may be anywhere except 
touching the base line on the ground 
within the court. It is proposed that 
the rule shall stand as at present, with 
one of the following additions: (1) The 
server shall] not take a running (or walk- 
ing) start. (2) He muet place both feet 
firmly on the ground immediately be- 
fore serving. (3) No step shall be taken 
before the service is delivered. Present 
English Rule.—(1) The server shall 
stand witb one foot beyond—that is, far- 
ther from the net than the base line and 
with the other foot upon the base line. 
(2) It is not a fault if the server’s foot 
which is beyond the base line does not 
touch the ground at the moment at 
which the service is delivered. Revised 
English Rule.—(1) The server shall 
stand with both feet beyond—that is, 
farther from the net than the base line. 
(2) It is not a fault if one of the server’s 
feet does not touch the ground at the 
moment at which the service is deliver- 
ed.’’—New York Sun. 


OLYMPIC GAMES IN VIENNA. | 


An Athletic Feature of Emperor Francis | 
Joseph's Jubilee. 

A letter from Vienna announces that 
a feature of the jubilee of Emperor 
Francis Joseph this summer will be the 
Olympic games in Vienna, beginning 
at the end of July. They will be in 
charge of the Vienna Athletic club and 
will closely follow tbe Greek in ar- 
rangement and composition. The prin- 
cipal change will be made in the num- 
ber of contests—that is, the Vienna 
games will be limited to wrestling, run- 
ning, quoit throwing and lifting. None 
will be allowed to enter for the world’s 
championship in the latter contest ex- 
cept he be able to raise dumbbells 
weighing 100 kilograms. 

The struggle for the world’s cham- 
pionship in holding up dumbbells will 
be arranged as follows: Lifting the 
greatest weight from the ground with 
either hand and standing at attention, 
lifting the heaviest dumbbells above the 
head with either hand, the same when 
standing at ease, holding a 50 kilogram 
dumbbell witb either hand for the lon- 


gest time, lifting the two greatest 
weights at once, and finally holding for 
the longest time witk both hands a 
dumbbell weighing 100 kilograms. The 
victor is to receive a prize worth 500 
florins and the title of world’s champion 
in weight holding and the large world’s 
championship medal. There will be four 
minor cash prizes. The struggle for the 
European championship in wrestling 
will be in the Greco-Roman style, with 
a championship belt, 1,400 florins anda 
title as the prizes. —Exchange.

MORE TANDEMS THIS YEAR. 


Desirable Features of the Bicycle Built 
For Two. 

Indications point to an increased de- 
mand for tandems this year. The retail 
bicycle dealer and the manufacturer 
might do worse than pay particular at- 
tention to this line of trade. The prices 
of these double seated machines are, of 
course, lower than ever before. The 
true inwardness of tandem building af- 
fords room for considerable study. All 
bicycle manufacturers can build tan- 
dems, but the proportion than can turn 
out a good article is small. Probably 
the most common fault with tandems is 
that they are not strong enough, partic- 
ularly the frame. There are certain 
points of construction that should be, 
but ure not, observed. To obtain the 
necessary strength it is essential to use 
very heavy tubing for certain portions 
of the frame. If this is done, neither 
the weight of the riders nor the tremen- 
dous strain of both applying power to 
the pedals will bave any appreciable et- 
fect in throwing the frame out of line. 

Undoubtedly a great deal of pleasure 
is derived from tandem riding, but it 
must be pursued in moderation, or with 
an experienced partner. It is admitted 
that two persons on a tandem can ac- 
complish better results than they could 
on singles, but only by a greater expen- 
diture of effort. This is true particu- 
larly where there are many hills en- 
countered. Even the most smoothly run- 
niug tandems require a deal of work to 
force them up bills, partially because it 
is absolutely necessary to go faster than 
on single machines. The same argument 
holds good as to the distance covered. 
Riders will experience more fatigue at |} 
the end of a day’s journey, but, of} 
course, the distance traveled will be | 
greater. 

In spite of this, the tandem has many 
good features to recommend it. A trip} 
undertaken by strong and weak riders | 
together, each trying to regulate his} 
pace by that of the other until there is| 
little pleasure for either, would be quite | 
different were the pair mounted on a} 
tandem. For short rides over good roads 
the bicycle ‘‘built for two’* is consider- 
ed by many to be far in advance of the 
single wheel.—New York Mail and Ex- 
press. 


RACERS AND RACING. 


It is said that Morin, the famous 
French sprinter, was offered 15,000 
francs to ride in America this season, 
but he patriotically replied tbat this 
was his last season of riding before his 
service in the army, and he would not 
leave France for 50,000 francs. 

The meeting between Frank Starbuck 
and Edouard Taylore, the Frenchman, 
is an unusually interesting event to the 
American cycle race lovers. These two 
men are to meet at Philadelphia May 
28 in a 20 mile paced match race. The 
last time the two met was in the same 
city on an indoor track, and it was there 
that Taylore met with so fearful an ac- 
cident that he bas uot been able to do 
much riding since. 

Tom Cooper, who is to ride for the 
National Cycle Track assuciation this 
season, wants to meet Jaap Eden ina 
series of one mile heat match races. 
Cooper thinks that he can show the 
Dutchman the way over the tape and 
suggests that each rider be entitled to 
two tandems or triplets. Eden is will- 
ing to try conclusions with the Detroit 
boy and the result may be a pretty con- 
test between the two. 

A race between Fred Titus and Eddie 
McDufiie is on the tapis. McDuffie isa 
wonderful 10 to 15 mile rider, and it is 
thought that Titus is pretty nearly as 
good. If they meet soon, it will be a

| tle detail, even going so far as to notice 


how the midget keeps his saddle and 
bow his position compares with that of 
the pedals. He wouldn’t let Michael 
ride the regular made wheel of any 
firm, saying ‘‘high grade or low grade 
makers cannot make a wheel to suit 
me.’’ Whatever firm engages Michael 
has to build a wheel for him according 
to Shafer’s ideas. 


Expensive Ignorance. 

An illustration of how expensive is 
ignorance is given by a cycle dealer, 
who says that he has frequently had 
men and women bring their wheels to 
him with the complaint that the ma- 
chines were running hard and they 
could not tell what was the matter. 
‘‘After taking the wheel into the back 
room,”’ he said, ‘‘I have found that 
nothing in the world was the matter 
except that the bearings were clogged 
with dirt that had become so gummy 
that they would hardly move. I simply 
squirted in afew drops of kerosene to 
cut the dirt, put in some fresh oil, spun 
the wheels around a little, took it out 
and charged the dunces 50 cents. In 
such cases they go away delighted and 
give credit to me for being very clever. 
Well, I am.”’ 


Bicycle Colony. 
There is a novel movement on foot in 
Philadelphia to establish a cyclists’ col- 
ouy just outside the city limits. It is 
said that the executors of an estate have 
offered to lease free of charge a large 
number of acres to the wheelmen pro- 
viding they agree to keep it in good con- 
dition and build upon it. The plan of 
those behind the movement is to have 
the more prominent clubs, such as com- 
prise the Associated Cycling Clubs of 
Philadelphia, to build country club- 
houses on the land in question.

Not a Run Nor a Hit In Fri- 
day’s Contest. 


Phenomenal Work of a Pitching Find In Cali- 
fornia. 


Baltimore, April 23.—Notarun. Nota 
hit, and the Boston champions were the 
batters. Such was the wonderful rec- 
ord made yesterday by Baltimore’s new 
pitcher, Jimmy Hughes, whom Jennings 
picked up in Sacramento, Cal., last win- 
ter. Hughes’ record in many respects 
has never been equalled jn the annals of 
the National league. Certainly no 
pitcher ever made such a record in two 
consecutive games as the quiet Cali- 
fornian has made in his first two games 
in the big league.

Pitcher 
Hawke shut out Washington in 1893 with- 
out a hit, but Washington was weak, 
and that was at the old pitching dis- 
tance. Cy Young was said to have strut 
out the Cincinnatis last September with- 
out a hit, but the Cincinnati scorers de- 
nied it, and declared that there were 
three hits made. Breitenstein, so the 
dispatches say, shut out Pittsburgs yes- 

terday minus a hit, but Piltsburg is not 
Boston. 

Taking into consideration the club he 
Was pitching against, his newness in 
fast company, and especially the game 
he pitched in Washington, Hughes’ feat 
ought reasonably to be considered the 
most wonderful in the history of base- 
ball. Certainly his work in the two 
games is unparalleled and breaks all 
records. 

Lewis, the young theological student, 
who was sent for in haste the other 
night, arrived about noon yesterday, and 
pitched for the Bostons. He was hit 
freely at intervals all through the game, 
and would have suffered still more but 
for the unusually brilliant fielding of the 
men behind him. 

It was, in fact, a great game in every 
respect, and worthy in every way of the 
two greatest ball teams that baseball has 
ever known. Baltimore's fielding as a 
whole was not equal to Boston’s, but the 
orioles put up a fine fielding game, 
nevertheless, and the way they hit the 
ball was a treat to the assembled root- 
ers. Kelley and Stenzel led the hitting 
With three hits each, Kelley for a total 
of seven bases, and Stenzel for six.

The advances in coffee, sugar and rice 
are directly traceable to war influences, 
marking as they do either a desire on the 
part of the domestic buyers to protect 
themselves against any possible inter- 
ruption of supplies, or the anticipated 
levying of taxation to meet the increased 
outlays of the government. Careful 
Search among the quotations for staple 

products fails to reveal an important de- 

cline in prices outside of a fractional 
marking down of steel billets at some 
markets. Among the products which 
have remained practically unchanged 
may be mentioned barrel beef, molasses, 
most grades of pigiron, in which bwsi- 
ness has been very large, and print 
cloths. 

Previous conditions seem largely to 
rule at the various cities. Few unfav- 
orable features seem as yet to have mani- 
fested themselves in the westerrg and 
northwestern markets, although slightly 
more conservative buying at some cities 
is reported. How much of this is due to 
the quieting down of the very active 
spring trade experienced, and how much 
owing to the approach of hostilities it 
is impossible to determine. General re- 
ports that the impending conflict has 
caused few cancellations of orders come 
from the central, westerhand the upper 
and Mississippi valley. Discouragement 
of new enterprises, consequent on {g@mer 
money or indi*position of bankers to 
toan freely pending a dsfinite outcome of 
the conflictyis reported to some extent, 
however. Unless hostilities are of long 
continuance little effect upon genera!

Bank clearings this week are slightly 
larger than those of last week, due en- 
tirely to a gain in New York city clear- 
ings.

Comment by Rev. S. H. Doyle. 
Topic.—Habits.—Proy. vi, 6-11; xii, 14-25; 
Luke iv, 15. 

A babit is a constant method of ac- 
tion that is natural or that has been ac- 
quired hy a frequent repetition of the 
same act. The influence of habit upon 
buman life is inestimable. After we 
pass beyond a certain stage in life our 
alinost every action— yea, even our 
very thoughts—is the result of habit. 
Habit largely determines our actions in 
this life and bas much to do with our 
destinies in eternity. How careful, 
therefore, we should bein the formation 
of our babits! Gradually, unconscious- 
ly, thoughts, words, actions, by fre- 
quent repetition fasten themselves upon 
us and hold us enslaved perhaps forever. 
How important, therefore, that our 
thoughts should be pure thoughts, our 
words words of truth and soberness and | 
our actions noble, righteous and just! 

The topical references suggest a study 
of several kinds of habits. 

1. Habits of industry (Prov. vi, 6-11). 
Here the habit of slothfulness is de- 
nounced, and the wise man holds the 
industrious ant up to the sluggard as an 
example that should inspire him to hab- 
its of industry. The ant, though not 
driven by overseer or ruler, provides in 
summer provision for the winter, and 
thus shows her wisdom. It has been re- 
cently claimed that ants do not have 
this habit of industry, but this has been 
disproved by the discovery of a certain 
kind of ant in Palestine that does lay 
up its meat in summer. This same spe- 
cies of ant has also been found in Texas. 
What the ant does by instinct we should 
do by habit. We should make it tho 
rule of life to be industrious. Idleness is 
acurse. Industry is a blessing. It is 
unfortunate for a boy particularly to be 
born rich. Idleness usually results and 
consequent habits that lead to ruination 
and destruction. Whether rich or poor 
we should form habits of industry. God 
has work for all to do. 

2. Habits of morality in word and in 
act (Prov. xii, 14-25). In this passage 
many moral characteristics are contrast- 
ed and the consequent results as well. 
Wickedness and righteousness, foolish- 
ness and wisdom, truthfulness and ly- 
ing, diligence and slothfulness, are set 
the one against the other and disastrous 
results of that which is evil against the 
beneficent results of that which is good, 
the results showing that we.should cul- 
tivate the good and avoid the evil. 

8. Habits of church attendance 
(Luke iv, 16). This reference is a page 
out of the life of Christ. When He visit- 
ed Nazareth, His home, we are told that 
on the Sabbath day, ‘‘as His custom 
was,’’ He went to the synagogue. If it 
was Christ’s habit to attend church, 
how much more it should be ours, that 
‘we may worship God, pay our vows to 
the Most High, learn of Jesus and His 
word and receive inspirations to per- 
form the duties of life.

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A Letter From Shanghai.

Shanghai, March 20, 

A proper description of China 
should begin with ones’ impression of 
the beautiful harbor of Huong Kong. 
Precedent clearly shows this but truth 
and order would both be sacrificed 
were I to follow where others lead. 
Truth compels me to admit that the 
harbor simply did not at first exist for 
me while order demands that I begin 
with the Monsoon which meeting us 
five hundred miles out at sea was 
plainly the first of things Chinese with 
which we had to do. 

The anchor had dropped with its 
usual splash dragging after it the 
groaning lengths of protesting cable 
before dizzy from a twenty-four hours’ 
interview with that most obdurate of 
creditors Neptune I emerged once 
more into the outer air. After having 
passed across most of the old gentle- 
man’s domains with a smile and a 
jaunty air under the impression that 
I was a personal favorite of his I dis- 
covered my mistake and was obliged 
to pay unto the uttermost, principal 
and interest both simple and com- 
pound. Let no one imagine it possible 
to slip around this world and in some 
mysterious manner elude the vigilance 
of the old sea god. Legitimate taxes 
must be paid and storms, squals, 
cyclones, monsoons and typhoons ure 
his collectors lying in wait along 
the route. 

Night had drawn her mantle softly 
over the little islands the grim forts 
and the green hills rising abruptly from 
the water which make Hong Kong one 
of the 
globe; but 


loveliest havens on the round 
the lights of the town 
twinkled and glinted and winked us a 
welcome out of the Garkness. It was 
a picturesque place as .we discerned 
next morning.

If it were not for the people there 
is nothing about Hong Kong to suggest 
that one had alighted at the threshold 
of that strange Empire which in our 
world but scarcely of it, is so much an 
enigma to the rest of us. But then 
there are the people! Swarms of 
them!

It was with a delightful ‘sense of 
real adventure, with a spice of danger 
in it, that we stepped into a dirty 
crowd upon a dirty jetty, and quickly 
taking our seats in chairs hung on 
bamboo poles, were lifted to the 
shoulders of our coolies (three for each 
of ns) and began our exploration of 
Canton, under the direction of our 
guide, Ah Cum.

The services of these officers are 
needed, as every available officer on the 
active list is either afloat or in the field. 
The retired officers will be assigned to 
duty in the departments in Washing- 
ton and at shore stations, navy yards 
and army posts, 


Now that war has been entered upon, 
even congressmen like Mr. Johnson of 
Indiana and Mr. Loud of California, who 
hung back protesting to the last, have 
sunk their individual views in the com- 
mon cause, ind all are now anxious to 
gtve the president a united support in 
every measure deemed essential or neces- 
Sary to prosecute the war to a speedy 
and successful conclusion. In order to 
show the world that factional divisions 
have ceased and that the representatives 
of the American people are arrayed in 
solid and imposing phalanx behind the 
chief executive, it Was agreed that the 
declaration of war should be passed 
without a word of debate. 

The Republicans and Democrats hold 
widely divergent views as to the methods 
by which the revenues to carry on the 
war should be raised. Factious opposi- 
tion, however, will not be offered by the 
minority. The leaders of the minority 
@re extremely anxious, and they will 
insist, so far as they are able, upon pre- 
senting such substitutes as are in line 
with their ideas and doctrines for the 
bill framed by the Republican members 
of the ways and means committee which 
Chairman Dingley introduced in the 
house Saturday. The Democrats of the 
house, especially the leaders of the ways 
and means committee, are aggrieved 
because they were not consulted, and 
had no voice in the preparation of the 
revenue measure. In the face of a 
foreign enemy they say they have sunk 
party considerations and have voted to 
uphold the hands of the president, and 
they believe that In raising war revenue, 
inasmuch as they are expected to ac- 
quiesce, they should have had a share. 
For the Republicans to meet in secret 
and prepare a measure strictly according 
to their own ideas, they maintain, is a 
display of partisanship such as should 
not have been given pt such a time. 
Chairman Dingley thinks the bill should 
mass and go to the senate by Tuesday 
night at the latest. The Democrats will 
protest against this expedition, but will 
probably not carry their opposition be- 
yond that. Mr. Bailey, the Democratic 
leader, and other Democrats realize the 
necessity for prompt action and, while 
they feel they have been unfairly treat- 
ed, under the eircumstances they will 
make no long opposition. They are 
practically desirous of the opportunity 
to present sub-propositions for various 
features of the bill as prepared. Mr. 
Bailey said they would probably be 
willing to forego general debate if an 
arrangement could be made to consider 
the entire bill for amendment under the 
five-minute rule. Thechief amendment 
they desire to offer # for an Income tax, 
which they believe can %e framed to meet 
the decision of the supremecourt. They 
believe a considerable proportion of the 
war tax should be raised from this 
source. They are also opposed to some 
of the provisions of the stamp act, which 
they believe will prove onerous and irri- 
tating, and it is likely they will offer 
propositions in lieu thereof for a tax of 
50 cents per barrel on petroleum and a 
graduated tax on railroad and other 
transportation tickets, both of which 
propositions were considered by the Re- 
publicans of the ways and means com- 
mittee, but rejected. 

There is considerable opposition to the 
bond feature of the bill on the Demo- 
cratic side, and whether with unanimity 
or not a motion will undoubtedly be made 
to strike it out. Mr. Bailey, however, is 
understood to recognize the necessity 
for an authorization for borrowing 
money. Some of the Populists desire an 
authorization for an issue of greenbacks. 
The bond feature of the bill will probably 
be bitterly attacked. 

Although technically the call for troops 
Was made to the country Saturday, the 
proclamation was not carried into ex- 
ecution until today. It was the pres- 
ident’s expressed desire that “all un- 
seemly demonstrations on the Sabbath 
should be avoided.” As provided in all 
similar proclamations, the details will 
be executed by the war department. 
Accordingly the secretary of war has 
communicated with the governors of 
the various states and territories, in- 
forming them officially of the procla- 
mation of the president, and stating the 
number of troops which each state Is 
required to supply to the federal govern- 
ment under the call. The greatest 
promptness is expected to follow the 
transmittal of this communication in 
ordering out such members of state or- 
ganizations as have tendered their ser- 
vices to the government as volunteers, 
It Is the intention of the department that 
the troops to be supplied by each state 
shall be ordered into camp at the place 
where the annual encampments of the 
military organizations occur, or at such 
other places as the governors may des- 
ignate. In accordance with this policy 
orders were issued to the national guard 
of the District of Columbia to enter camp 
today on the grounds of the national 
soldiers’ home near Washington. The 
District guard was the first to receive

SERMON ON GRIIS 


Rev. E. N. Hardy Justifies the 


War. 


Clash Between United States 
and Spain Inevitable. 


Natural That Cuba Should 
Demand Independence. 


The heavy rainstorm of Sunday did 
not prevent Rev. E, N. Hardy of 
Bethany church delivering his special 
sermon on ‘‘Our War with Spain,’’ al- 
though his first inclination was to 
postpone it. Over 100 assembled in 
spite of the storm. 

He said that the church in dealing 
with the great issues of the day be- 
came more of a power. The civilization 
of this country was unique and he 
believed it came about by a divine 
providence. First, this country seemed 
destined to be an"Anglo Saxon nation, 
and secondly a conspicuous Protestant 
land. 

He noted at the outset how Columbus 
had been diverted from landing at 
Florida to the West Indies. Thus in 
the beginning Spain failed to establish 
any stronghold in the land of the stars 
and stripes. The early history of this 
country was sketched, and her ynique 
progress indicated. The clash with 
Spain which has come seemed in- 
evitable.

It was inevitable that America should 
sympathize with Cuba. Froma com- 
mercial standpoint prosperity in Cuba 
meant much to this country. .Our land 
has been wonderfully patient during 
these three long years of oppression, 
tryanny, bigotry, treachery and 
babarity in Cuba. The population of 
the island had been reduced from 
1,650,000 three years ago by nearly 
400,000 We have extended our help 
to India. Pulpit and press in America 
united in common protest against the 
allied powers of Europe, because of 
their indifference to the massacre of 
Armenians in Turkey. Now.at our 
very door is suffering as intense and 
America acts as well threatens. 

Mr. Hardy paid a tribute to Presi- 
dent McKinley, whom he characterized 
as an eminently Christian President. 
Some one asks, Why a war? For the 
cause of humanity. Our people have 
been remarkably patient awaiting the 
verdict of the Maine disaster, a 
splendid illustration of American 
justice and restraint. The atrocities in 
Cuba continue, and I believe the time 
has come when we as a nation should 
say that Cuba shall have her inde- 
pendence.

its orders under the proclamation or tne 
president. 

The administration believes that the 
volunteer troops should remain in the 
state camps long enough to become “‘sea- 
zoned” for active campaigning and to 
become thoroughly equipped and drilled 
for service. It is more than probable 
that the troops will not be ordered from 
the bounds of their own states within 
three weeks; they may remain at home 
foramonth. By that time the supplies 
which the department has ordered in 
large quantities for the equipment of 
the volunteer army will have been de- 
livered to the government and distrib- 
uted to the troops. 


THE BLOCKADERS. 


Preparations For a Fight That Did Nct 
Come Off. 

On Board the United States Flagship 
New York, off Havana, April 25.—The 
Puritan, Nashville, Marblehead and 
Ericsson arrived from Key West Satur- 
day morning. At 10 o’clock that morn- 
ing the Puritan, the Cincinnati, the Ma- 
chias, Nashville, Castine, Newport, Foote 
and Winslow left the squadron to block- 
ade Matanzas, Cardenas and Mariel. 
They formed separate divisions, and af- 
ter they had passed out of sight the re- 
mainder of the fleet took up a regular 
formation, having drifted some 15 miles 
from Morro castle. 

About half an hour after the squadron 
Was well under way the Cincinnati was 
feen on the eastern horizon. She had 
been headed for Matanzas and evidently 
had turned back to chase some vessel. 
The object of/her pursult was soon made 
out, standing well in toward the coast. 
The flagship, the Marblehead and the 
Wilmington immediately turned out of 
course to head the.warship off. Then 
the shout went up, “She is a Spaniard.” 
For the next 10 minutes the excitement 
was terrible. The distance which sep- 
arated the vessels rendered it impossible 
to make out the warship’s identity. She 
was thought to be the Vizcaya or the 
Almirante Oquendo, heading hard for 
Havana. The men at the guns shouted 
with glee. The stokers off duty below 
cheered vociferously and begged to be 
allowed to go on deck to help shoot at 
ths first armed enemy met. The officers 
crowded on the quarter deck as elated 
as the men, though under better con- 
trol. The bugler blew “general quar- 
ters.” All hands fiew to their posts. 
Down came the shrouds with a rattle. 
The lifelines vanished from the deck. 
Rear Admiral Sampson, standing on the 
bridge, said deliberately to Captain 
Chadwick, “‘Yes, the Oquendo or the 
Vizcaya,” and then added, “I should like 
to bag them both.” Then it was seen 
that the vessel was flying the Italian 
flag; but this was no proof that behind 
her still invisible guns Spaniards were 
not concealed, ready to shoot under ad- 
Vantage or subterfuge. All the guns on 
the New York’s port side and in the 
forward and after turrets were trained 
on the stranger. 

A few minutes later, when about 1500 
yards separated the New York from her 
target the American flag was run up by 
the warship; and then it was known she 
Was not a Spaniard. A puff of smoke 
issued from her sides and the boom ofa 
gun sounded across the waters. It was 
only a salute. The stranger was then 
made out to be the Giovanni Bausan, a 
rather powerful cruiser. Without fur- 
ther formalities she pursued her course 
and entered Havana harbor. Thus an 
exciting incident ended in disappoint- 
ment, but it served to show how anxious 
all hands are for a real fight and how 
splendid the discipline is when a con- 
tingency seems imminent. 

The salute of the Bausan had scarcely 
been returned before a schooner was 
seen on the coast. The torpedo boat 
Porter, which had been following close 
to the flagship, was dispatched to cap- 
tureher. The Porter fairly flew through 
the water; and after a few shots fired 
from her one-pounder the schooner 
Mathilde hove to. Captain Fremont did 
his work well and quickly. When he 
towed the Mathilde back to the flagship 
it was found she was from Sierra Mor- 
ena, east of Cardenas, and bound for 
Havana, laden with sugar and manned 

by Spanish naval reserve men thus 
proving quite a good prize. The cap- 
tain of the schooner was brought on 
board and the Mathilde was towed back 
to Key West by the Dauntless. 

At 3 o’clock Sunday morning the De- 
troit made a rich haul, capturing the 
large Spanish merchant steamer Cata- 
lina, bound from New Orleans for Cadiz 
with cotton, oil and staves. She also 
carried a large quantity of provisions 
which she intended to land in Havana. 


The Spanish Decree, 

Madrid, April 25.—The royal decree 
sayy that Spain maintains her right to 
ho J: recourse to privateering and an- 
w unces that for the present only aux- 
iliary cruisers will be fitted out. All 
treaties with the United States are an- 
nulled. Thirty days are given Amer- 
ican ships to leave Spanish ports and 
the rules Spain will observe during the 
war are outlined in five clauses, cov- 
ering neutral flags and goods, contra- 
band of war, what will be considered 
a blockade, the right of search and what 
constitutes contraband of war, saying 
that foreign privateers will be regarded 
as pirates. 

Continuing, the decree reads: “We 
have observed with the strictest fidelity 
the principles of international law and 
have shown the most scrupulous re- 
spect for morality and the right of gov- 
ernment. There is an opinion that the 
fact that we have not adhered to the 
declaration of Paris does not exempt 
us from the duty of respecting the prin- 
ciples therein enunciated. The prin- 
ciple Spain unquestionably refused tc 
admit then was the abolition of pri- 
vateering. The government now con- 
siders it most indispensable to make 
absolute reserve on this point, in order 
to maintain our liberty of action and 
uncontested right to have recourse to 
privateering when we consider it ex- 
pedient, first, by organizing immediately 
a force of cruisers, auxiliary to the navy, 
which will be composed of vessels of our 
mercantile marine, and with equal dis- 
tinction in the work of our navy.” 


Views of Mr. Sherman, 
Washington, April 25.—Secretary Sher- 
man said yesterday that it was his ex- 
pectation that for the present and the 
immediate furure the insurgent army 
wonld do the greater part of the fight- 


mg in Cuba. He added tne statement 
that there was no intention of taking the 
militiamen and raw recruits into Cuba 
until thoroughly inured to the hardships 
of actual military life, and that prob- 
ably the regulars also would be held in 
this country until later in the season. 
The secretary expressed the opinion that 
Admiral Sampson's fleet would take the 
first opportunity to form a junction with 
Gomez's army, and that there would 
be henceforth perfect co-operation be- 
tween these two organizations in con- 
ducting the war against the common 
enemy. “The insurgents are the best 
for this service at present,” said the 
secretary, “and they can be trusted to 
do zealous work when well armed and 
well clothed.” It was his understand- 
ing that the government would furnish 
the arms and munitions of war to fit 
out several regiments of the insurgents 
in good shape and to put the entire Cu- 
ban army in fighting trim. 


Trade With Spain. 

Washington, April 25.—Our trade bal- 
ance with Spain has been normally three 
to one in favor of the United States. 
In 1897 this balance amounted to $7,- 
250,772. The falling off in trade seems 
to have affected exports and imports, 
so the ratio remains unchanged. The 
bulk of our exports to Spain are agri- 
cultural products, and these have in- 
creased from 75 percent to over 86 per- 
cent in the last decade. Our Spanish 
imports are also chiefly agricultural, but 
these have steadily decreased from 68.91 
percent in 1888-92 to 62.69 percent in 1893- 
97. 

As regards our exports to Spain the 
falling off in the agricultural commodi- 
ties was not so great as that in the non- 
agricultural. The average annual value 
of the agricultural exports, which came 
to $10,721,881 in 1888-92, was nearly as 
large in 1893-97, amounting to $10,366,- 
992; whereas that of the non-agricul- 
tural exports declined from $2,299,997 in 
the former period to $1,593,110 in the 
latter. 

More Money Needed. 

Washington, April 25.—President Mc- 
Kinley will ask for a further appropria- 
tion to pay the expenses of the army and 
navy in the conduct of war with Spain. 
Of the defense fund, $40,000,000 has been 
expended and allotted for contracts up 
to this time in preparing the army and 
navy for hostilities, and now more funds 
are necessary to carry on the war. 

President McKinley and his advisers 
are considering the advisability of pur- 
chasing the St. Paul, St. Louis, Parig 
and New York of the International Nav- 
igation company, which were recently 
chartered for the government service, 
and their cost will wipe out the remain- 
ing $10,000,000 of the $50,000,000 appropri- 
ated by congress. 

Under the contract entered into be- 
tween the navigation company and the 
navy department, thewgovernment is 
compelled to pay the line $10,000 a day 
for the use of the four ships, and their 
joss while in the government service 
will necessitate the refunding of their 
cost to their owners. Some of the au- 
thorities, therefore, believe it will be to 
the interest of the government to buy 
the vessels outright. 


Safety of the Oregon. 

Washington, April 25.—Naval a.uthori- 
ties are discussing the probability of the 
first open sea fight of the war being a 
direct result of the coming of the battle- 
ehip Oregon around South America from 
the Pacific to join the fleet off Havana. 
The Oregon and her companion vessel, 
the gunboat Marietta, arrived Saturday 
at Punta Arenas, Chili, a port in the 
straits of Magellan. Saturday night the 
Minneapolis and Columbia, detached 
from the flying suqadron at Hampton 
roads, put to sea under sealed orders, 
and though it was at first thought they 
were going across to meet the Paris, 
there are many heye who believe the 
cruisers may have started really to join 
the Oregon and Marietta. 


A Plan of Campaign. 

New York, April 25.—Major Lovell H. 
Jerome, who is a personal friend of Pres- 
ident McKinley and of many of the lead- 
ing men in the administration, brought 
back an interesting suggestion from 
Washington Saturday in regard to the 
plan of campaign in Cuba. He spent 
several days in Washington and saw 
the president and his advisers. 

“The plan which was being discussed,” 
said Major Jerome, “was not an in- 
vasion of Cuba by a large military force, 
but the capture of some port in which a 
garrison might be placed sufficiently 
large to hold it against the Spaniards. 
The sending of a large force to Cuba is 
regarded as a difficult problem. In the 
first place it would not be easy to trans- 
port them, and in the second it would 
not be easy to land them under the 
enemy’s fire. 

“If a port like Matanzas, for instance, 
should be taken, arms and ammunition 
could be furnished to the insurgents and 
food in unlimited quantities could be 
landed and distributed to them under 
cover of our guns. By this means, ac- 
cording to the talk in Washington, the 
sufferings of the reconcentrados could 
be relieved, while the Spanish, owing to 
the blockade, would soon be without pro- 
visions, and Havana would be compelled 
to surrender.” 


Here’s a State of Things. 

New York, April 26.—The Fall River 
liner, Priscilla, Sunday brought with her 
55 members of the Massachusetts naval 
reserve, who are to man the auxiliary 
cruiser, Prairie, now in the Brooklyn 
Navy yard. It was supposed by the 
Massachusetts men that they were to go 
aboard their vessel at once, but it was 
found that she was not ready for them 
and that they could not go aboard her. 
As there were no accommodations at 
the vard for the men, a call was made 
on Captain Miller of the New York re- 
serve at the New Hampshire. Captain 
Miller_had no accommodations on the 
New Hampshire and suggested that th> 
men go back to the Priscilla for tt 
night. General Manager Taylor of the 
Fall River line had the Priscilla berths 
made ready forthemen. The other men 
who are to go on the Prairie will be ac- 
commodated on the Priscilla. 

Last night a meeting of ali the naval 
reserves was held in Brooklyn to re- 
ceive the order from Captain Crown- 
inshield of the bureau of navigation at 
Washington. This gave instrtictions to 
all the men to report at the Brooklyn 
navy yard this morning for enlistment 
in the regular navy. Strenuous ob- 
jection was made to this, the men de- 
elaring that if they were put inthe 
regular navy they would become sep- 
arated and the formation as a Massa- 
chusetts reserve would be broken up. 
This action of the men was reported 
back to the navy department and also 
to the Massachusetts authorities. 


Devastating Interior Towns. 

Kingston, Jamaica, April 25.—The 
United States consul at Baracoa, Cuba, 
A. T. Triay, his wife and child, two Span- 
ish merchants and 22 Cubans and Cu- 
ban-Amercians, mostly women and chil- 
dren from Guantanamo, debarked from 
the Ely here last night after 24 hours’ 
quarantine. Wherthe steamer left 
Guantanamo on Friday last a Spanish 
mob, including many soldiers, filled the 
public square and adjacent streets, yell- 
ing “Death to the Yankees.” Several 
American flags were soiled, torn, tram- 
pled and treated with unmentionable 
indignities. Some naturalized Amer- 
icans were compelled to take part in the 
insulting work on the threat of death if 
they refused. 

Orders to the Spanish army declaring 
the armistice ended were previously 
posted at Guantanamo last Friday. Two 
days previous the troops began concen- 
trating at the principal sea-coast citles, 
abandoning all the interior towns and 
plantations, in many cases burning 
them. The passengers by the Ely be- 
lieve the devastation of that part of th 
island will be complete before the Amer- 
icans invade the ports held by the Span- 
iards. 


French Sympathy With Cuba. 

Paris, April 25.—At the instance of 
Michael Davitt, member of the British 
parliament for South Mayo, Henry 
Rochefort has cabled John T. Morgan, 
United States senator from Alabama, 
declaring that the assertion that all 
Frenchmen and the entire French press 
are on the side of Spain is erroneous, 
On the contrary, the editor of Intrans- 
igeant asserts that all French Republi- 
cans sympathize with the Cubans and 
their liberators. 


Privateering In Fact. 

London, April 25.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Daily Mailsays: “Spain 
adopts privateering in fact, but not in 
name. The reservation in the decree 
issued means very little, and what the 
cancellation of agreements with the 
United States means can well be appre- 
ciated, particularly by Americans re- 
maining behind in Cuba and those who 
own property there. 

“Spain's adherence to the right of 
privateering has given great satisfac- 
tion In Spain, where the public press 
markedly approves the attitude of the 
government. Fears are expressed on 
the continent that the United States will 
find it necessary to retaliate. In any 
case Spain’s attitude will enhance the 
importance of the negotiations of the 
powers, which it is understood have 
been initiated by Italy with a view to 
making arrangements to protect neu- 
trals on the seas. It is reported from 
Vienna that England holds aloof from 
fhe negotiations, though this Is dis- 
credited.” 


Matter of Prize Vessels. 

Washington, April 25.—The law pro- 
vides that condemnation proceedings in 
the matter of prize vessels shall be con- 
ducted under the supervision of the dis- 
trict courts. It is made the duty of the 
commanding officer of the vessel mak- 
ang a capture to secure the documents 
of the ship and cargp and send them, 
together with certain witnesses from the 
captured vessel, to the district court in 
which the proceedings for the distribu- 
tion of the prize money are to be held. 
The attorney for the United States Is to 
promptly file a libel against the prize 
property and take other proceedings 
necessary. The evidence is to be taken 
by prize commissioners not exceeding 
three in number, one of whom is to bea 
retired naval officer and at least one of 
the others a member of the bar of the 
court, of not less than three years’ 
standing, and acquainted with the taking 
of depositions. If the sale of the prize 
is ordered the gross proceeds are to be 
deposited with the assistant treasurer 
of the United States at the place nearest 
to the sale, subject to the order of the 
court. The court is to make a decree of 
distribution, saying what vessels are 
to share in the prize and whether the 
prize was of superior, equal or inferior 
force to the vessel or vessels making the 
capture. The net proceeds of all prop- 
erty condemned as prize, when the prize 
was of superior or equal force to the ves- 
Sel or vessels making the capture, shall 
be decreed tothe captors., This provision 
was evidently put in the law with a view 
to encouraging vessel captains to exert 
their greatest effort when meeting a 
foe of superior or of equal strength, as 
the same section of the iaw provides 
that when the prize vessel is of inferior 
force to the captors, one-half of the net 
proceeds is to be decreed to the United 
States and the other half to the captors. 
In cases where the amount in contro- 
versy exceeds $2000 appeals may be 
taken to the supreme court. 


A Flamboyant Letter. 

Madrid, April 25.—The archbishop of 
Madrid has issued a diocesan letter, in 
a flamboyant style that occasionaily 
sinks into absolute rhodomontade, dif- 
fering widely from the high style of 
(Cardinal Azara, archbishop of Vala- 
dolid. The archbishop makes the war 
appear a question of good and evil, with 
Spain all white and the United States 
ait black. He appeals to all the saints 
to protect the Spaniards, almost prom- 
ising invulnerability against American 
bullets. There are several fine Passages 
that redeem the letter from out and out 
puff and bombast. 


Stave Laden Craft. 

Key West, April 25.—Ensign Christy, 
with a crew of 16 from the Detroit and) 
four from the flagship, brought into port 
Sunday afternoon the captured Spanish 
steamer, Catalina, Captain Fano, 3491 
tons, which left Cadiz March 7 and was 
bound from New Orleans for Barcelona, 
via Havana, for which latter port she 
was making whentaken. The Catalina 
Was captured about 4 o'clock Sunday 
morning 12 miles from Havana by the 
Detroit. When the first shot was fired 
her captain made a desperate effort to 
escape his pursuer, and the chase was 
prolonged for eight miles, Finally a 
solid shot brought her too. She is 
carrying a cargo of 6000 staves, 

The Catalina was built in 1893, and was 
Jast surveyed in New York m October 
of that year. She is 415 feet in length, 
48 feet in breadth and 21.3 feet in depth 
of hold. She is a steel vessel with six 
bulkheads. Her gross tonnage is 6291 
and her net 3501,

Mobile, Ala., April 25.—A special frora 
Biloxi, Miss., says the Winona from Mo- 
| bile captured the Spanish steamer, Sat- 
urina, at Ship island yesterday, but will 
likely to have to remain in quarantine 
with the prize until the time of quaran- 
tine detention is out, today or tomorrow. 

The Saturnina is from Sagua, 1873 tons. 


Canght a Schooner. 

New York, April 25.—A dispatch to 
The Press from Key West says that the 
gunboat Wilmington has captured the 
Spanish schooner Candidia, with a deck- 
load of charcoal intended for Havana. 


Pertaining to Boston. 

Boston, April 25.—The proverbial calm 
of a New England Sabbath did not pre- 
vail on newspaper row yesterday, for in 
the face of the pouring rain the crowds 
gathered in front of the bulletin boards, 
eagerly looking for information from the 
seat of war. It quite reminded one of 
the days in the early sixties, when the 
cry “extra edition’ meant some ghastly 
tale of death and destruction; of horror 
by land orsea. At midnight the crowd 
numbered about 300.

‘lon between Commodoré Dewey a 
the United States. There is a Spanish 
cable line connecting Hong Kong and 
the Philippines, and it may be found 
necessary to cut the cable in order to 
prevent the Spanish forces from cabling 
to their government the condition of 
affairs in the island. It is appreciated 
by the authorities that, as Spain can send 
no re-enforcements to the east, it will do 
the Spaniards very little good to know 
what is going on there. 

A suggestion has been made to the 
navy department that the fleet now at 
the Cape de Verde islands, instead of 
going direct to Cuba or Porto Rico, as 
has been generally anticipated, may go 
to Halifax. There, under the English 
neutrality laws, the vessels will be en- 
titled to coal and to some extent refit. 
They could take on coal enough to carry 
them to the nearest Spanish port. From 
Halifax to Cuba their course would be 
along our coast line, and they could do 
great damage to Boston, New York and 
other ports. 

An attack will probably have been 
made by next Saturday. The Spaniards 
have one good cruiser avy Manila, the 
Reina Christina, of 3500 tons; four ef- 
fective gunboats of less than 1200 tons, 
and a half a dozen smalier craft of no 
fighting value. Manila has a few mod- 
ern guns mounted, but will be powerless 
against such a force as that of the Amer- 
ican fieet. 

The capture of the Philippines, if the 
war continues, would be of the greatest 
strategic and commercial importance. 
The islands exceed Cuba in wealth, re- 
sources and area. In the hands of 
America they would be the key of the 
far east and of Asiatic and Pacific 
waters. 

The fleet blockading Havana is be- 
coming impatient at the policy of in- 
action which it is obliged to follow. 
The taking of prizes is well enough in 
its way, but it does not afford the op- 
portunity for service which the navy has 
craved, and it is trying for Admiral 
Sampson to be obliged to lay by and hear 
the guns of the Spanish fortifications 
speaking without response. 

Admiral Sampson yesterday asked 
the department to be allowed to ex- 
change shots with the Spanish fortifi- 
cations whenever it became necessary 
to run close in shore in chase of some 
vessel. On every occasion that an 
American ship has come within range of 
the Spanish guns they have prompt- 
ly opened on her, and Admiral Sampson 
believes that the return of a shot or two 
under those circumstances would be a 
benefit to the men of the fleet. 

The formal declaration of war has no 
effect upon our relations with Spain. It 
fixes certain points concerning the 
rights of neutrals, and fixes the status 
of the war, but so far as Spain is con- 
cerned the war might have proceeded 
just as well without a formal declara- 
tion as with one. No complications are 
avoided by the step taken yesterday. A 
declaration was thought tebe necessary 
by the administration betause, under 
the law providing for the reorganization 
of the army, the increase of the force 
of the army from 20,000 to 60,000 men can- 
not be made except after war has been 
declared. The question of the status of 
prizes seized by American vessels before 
the declaration of war is not affected by 
yesterday's action. In no event could 
Spain have had any standing in any 
United States court, for, as a hostile 
nation, she cannot appear. There is no 
danger of complications on this score. 
It is significant that Great Britain, in 
ther neutrality proclamation, should 
have fixed the beginning of the war with 
the dismissal of Woodford. This is only 
another of the evidences which Great 
Britain has shown of a friendly feeling 
toward the United States. 

Those who are very near the powers 
that be say that the army will not leave 
the United States before October. The 
president hopes that Spain will find that 
she is playing a losing game before that 
time, and that she will be only too will- 
ing, on account of the scarcity of food 
and stores, to get out of Cuba without 

e necessity of our armies landing at all. 
bs this reason the fleet will maintain 
a blockade so as to curtail or entirely 
prevent the landing of supplies or troops, 
and jf is not the intention of the presi- 
dient to jeopardize the fleet by bom- 
mcrding the forts which, without an 
army to land, it would be impossible to 
hold, even after being reduced. 

The financial outlook is said to be the 
object of much comment in the Medrid 
press and financial circles. Itisanopen 
secret that the supplies concerted for 
War expenses are already well nigh ex- 
hausted. The two millions sterling 
($10,000,000) monthly, which have hither- 
to been considered sufficient, and a great 
deal more than that amount, will be 
required for naval and military arma- 
gnents for carrying ona war. It is said 
that great curiosity is felt to know how 
the government will raise the money re- 
quired. It is understood here that the 
minister of finance, in addition to proj- 
ects already announced. will ask the

Two Quincy Ladies Rank With 
Best in Boston. 


Photos and sketches of Mrs. E. C. 
Bumpus and Mrs. H. W. Nicholson of 
this city appeared in the New England 
Home Magazine issued with the 
Sunday Journal in an illustrated 
article by Lillian Baynes on the 
‘‘Women Artists of Boston.*’ The 
sketch says: 

Mrs. E. C. Bumpus, the wife of 
Judge Bumpus, is another of Boston’s 
leading water colorists. Her work 
usually graces the principal exhibitions 
of Boston, New York and Philadelphia, 
and haying struck an original manner 
of handling landscape, her work 
always attracts much attention and calls 
forth much favorable criticism. 

Mrs. Bumpus’s winter studio is in 
her home in Quincy. In the summer 
she works from nature, devoting most 
of her time to sketching and making 
studies, which she works into pictures 
in the winter months. 

Her studio is situated on the top of 
her house. It is well-lit, cheery room, 
filled with interesting specimens of the 
artist’s work. Mrs. Bumpus has proved 
that she has a decided aptitude for 
portraiture, and her studio contains 
many portraits in various stages of 
completion. She is equally at home 
with all media, and her pastels cannot 
be rivaled for their delicacy. 

Mrs. H. W. Nicholson enjoys the dis- 
tinction of being one of the few suc- 
cessful burnt-wood artists in this 
country. Her exhibition, which has 
recently closed, has been one of the 
most artistic of its kind ever held in 
this city. Mrs. Nicholson is not what 
is known as a poker artist—she has 
reached a point far beyond that, for 
she is a good draughtsman and has an 
execllent eye for color in addition to 
being an expert designer and having an 
exceptional taste for decoration. 

Mrs. Nicholson’s studio is now at 
Quincy, and is one of the most unique 
and interesting little workshops that 
can be found. In it the artist spends 
most of her time, surrounded by a 
large collection of wooden vessels of all 
sizes and shapes, picture frames of 
various designs, card trays, fire 
bellows, and a most interesting collec- 
tion of furniture of all stlyes—in short, 
everything in wood which can be made 
up into either useful or ornamental 
articles for the household, and it takes 
a vivid imagination to conceive the 
innumerable uses to which burnt-wood 
work may be put, for, with little 
ornaments it only just begins, and its 
adaptability for dados, friezes and 
mantle shelves are limitless, as Mrs. 
Nicholson has proved. Some of the 
most artistic of Mrs. Nicholson’s work 
are a number of gourds which she has 
decorated and colored in the most 
pleasing manner.

Dogs Must Be Ligensed 


ON OR BEFORE 


April SRE 30th, 


Or the owners or keepers thereof 


Scat fm the Laws of tis Commune 


J\VERY Owner or keeper of a dog of three 
E'4 months old or over, shall annually on or 
before the 30th Day of April, cause it to be Reg- | 
istered, Numbered, Described and Licensed for 
one year from the first day of the ensuing May, 
in the office of the clerk of the city or town 
wherein said dog is kept, and shall cause it to 
wear around its neck a collar distinctly marked 
with its owner’s name and its registered num- 
ber. 2 . 

Any owner of a dog may at any time have it 
licensed until the first day of the ensuing May; 
and a person becoming the owner or keeper of a 
dog after the first day of May, not duly licensed, 
shall cause it to be registered, numbered, de-| 
scribed and licensed as provided in the preced- 
ing section. 

The fee for every license shall be two dollars | 
for a male dog and five dollars for a female dog. 
Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the et 
visions of this ~ Both shall forfeit Fifteen Dol- | 
lars, five dollars of which shall be paid to the 
complainant and ten dollars to the treasyrer of 

the county in which the dog is kept. 

Every owner or keeper of dogs kept for breed- 
ing purposes may receive annually a special 
license authorizing him to keep such dogs upon 
the premises described in such license. When 
the number of dogs so kept does not exceed five, 
the fee for such Ticense shall be Twenty Five 
Dollars; when the number of dogs so kept 
exceeds five, the fee shall be Fifty Dollars, and 
no fee shall be required for the dogs of such 
owner or keeper, under the age of six months. 

Any owner or keeper of a dog not duly 
licensed, which becomes three months old after 
the thirtieth day of April in any year, shall, 
whenever it is three months old, cause it to be 
registered, numbered, described and licensed 
until the first day of the ensuing May, as pro- 
vided in section eighty of chapter one hundred 
and two of the Public Statutes, and shall cause 
itto wear around its neck a collar, distinctly 
marked with its owner’s name and its registered 
number.

Notice of Milk Inspector 


[Extracts from Chapter 57, Sections 3 and 4, 
Public Statutes.] 

Sect. 3.—‘In all cities every person who con- 
veys milk in carriages or otherwise for the pur- 
pose of selling the same in such city, sball annu- 
ally on the first day of May, or within thirty 
days thereafter, be licensed by the Inspector of 
Milk of such city to sell milk within the limits 
thereof, and shall pay to such Inspector fifty 
cents each to the use of the city.’’ 

Sect. 4.— Every person before selling milk 


or offering it for sale in a store, booth, stand, or 
market-place in a city or in a town in which an 
inspector or inspectors of milk are appointed, 
shall register in the books of such inspector or 
inspectors, and shall pay to him or them fifty 
cents to the use of such city or town; and who- 
ever neglects so to register shall be punished for 
each offence by fine not excceding twenty dol- 
lars.

Railroad Change.

He antagonized everybody, em- 
ployes, officials, directors and the 
general public in the most impartial 
manner. This was too srvere a 
contrast uver the late J. R. Kendrick’s 
method of handling railroad business. 
Mr. Kendrick was a man of infinite 
tact. A man who called upon him on 
business was sure of gentlemanly treat- 
ment and that if his request was a just 
one it would be granted. The writer 
recollects an instance in point which 
has never before been made public. 
Several years ago the culvert which 
runs beneath the track at the Wollaston 
station got choked up with sand; in 
fact it was too small for the purpose 
for which it was intended. Sachem’s 
brook backed up onto the lowlands 
badly flooding cellars along Brook 
street, and doing other damage. The 
writer wrote to Mr. Kendrick, explain- 
ing the situation and asking for relief. 
The next day a note was received from 
Mr. Kendrick saying ‘‘call and see 
me tomorrow afternoon at _ five 
o’clock.’’ The writer called, was re- 
ceived by Mr. Kendrick in his usual 
courteous manner and after a few 
preliminary remarks the general super- 
intendent said ‘‘I have given orders 
to have a new stone culvert, of a much 
larger size than the old one, built 
beneath the track at the Wollaston 
station for Sachems’ brook.’’ In a 
few days a large gang of men was put 
to work and the culvert now built at 
an expense of nearly $1500. 

In contrast to that was Mr. Allen's 
method of handling the Wollaston fence 
question. It was simply a game of 
bluff from first to last with him.

Scenes of Activity Awaiting 
Call. 


Presentation by the Town of 
Braintree. 


Never did the armory of Co. K dis- 
play such a scene of activity as Monday 
night. All day long the boys had 
been expecting a call to respond for 
duty for an indefinite period and 
consequently when night came every 
man appeared in bis uniform ready 
should the summons come during the 
evening. It was an evening full of 
excitement, one that will not soon be 
forgotten. An air of activity and 
bustle prevailed, yet throughout all 
perfect order was maintained and there 
was no attempt at boisterousness. 

Besides the company many citizens 
were present from Quincy and Brain- 
tree; among the former being Mayor 
Sears, Chief of Police Litchfield, 
Assessor Holt and Councilman 
Packard. When not drilling the boys 
busied themselves getting their knap- 
sacks ready and the articles required 
were stowed carefully away. 

There was also some recruiting and 
there now is a waiting list of seventy- 
five, if not more, applicants for mem- 
bership. Many of these were present 
Monday night, and while none will 
be accepted until after passing the 
physical examination, the steady 
tramp heard above showed that they 
were being drilled in the upper room. 

As a whole the boys appeared 
anxious to be on the move although 
to those who will leave families behind 
the parting will come hard. As one 
officer of the company expressed it, 
the going was nothing, but where the 
hard part came in saying 
good-bye to their families. 

The town of Braintree, throagh its 
selectmen, notified Capt. 
Monday that it provide each 
man with two shirts, two pair of socks 
and a pair of shoes. These articles 
were at the Armory Monday night and 
were distributed. 

Besides carrying in the knapsack tbe 
articles laid the list of 
necessities, each man will carry what 
is known as days’ emergency 
rations, which last the 
camp is in working The 
emergency rations for each day consists 
of one pound of hard-tack, one pound 
of canned corned beef, three ounces 
of coffee and four ounces of sugar. 
They will also carry the new Spring- 
field rifles. 

Before leaving the Armory for the 
night the company was drawo up in 
line and Lieut. Spear went through the 
list and saw that all had been provided 
With the hose and shirts. 

Capt. Kincaide then briefly addressed 
the boys. He said that he had been 
expecting a call all day but that now 
it would probably not come before 
Tuesday. Should the call come in the 
morning it was doubtful if he sent out 
the call on the fire alarm but would 
notify each member by the notifying 
squad. Although in case the call came 
in the afternoon he might use the fire 
alarm. He urged every man to go over 
the list of articles needed and make 
sure that nothing had been forgotten. 
He also told them they had all better 
go to work as usual Tuesday, and not 
lose any time. He also said that 
none but the regular company would 
go and the new men who had signed 
applications for enlistment would -be 
held in reserve for the present. 

It is probable that an effort will be 
made to have the company when it 
departs pass through Quincy in which 
event they will be given a royal re- 
ception by the business men of Quincy 
centre who are planning to burn 
quantities of red fire.

A ROYAL DECREE. 


London, April 26—A Royal decree 
was issued today declaring neutrality 
in the war of America and Spain, and 
it was printed this morning in an 
extra edition of the London 
Gazette. 


SOMERS TIED UP. 


Falmouth, Eng., April 26—The 
United States torpedo boat Somers at 
this port has been notified that be- 
cause of the royal decree as to 
neutrality, that it must not leave, It 
must therefor stay here until the close 
of the war. All belligerent vessels were 
notified some days ago that they must 
leave before April 24. 


WARSHIPS TO MOYE. 


Washington, April 26—It is said 
that a new line of strategy for the 
warships has been adopted. That the 
heavy vessels will be withdrawn from 
Cuba to some central point on the 
United States coast, that it may be 
prepared to meet any move on Boston 
or New York or in defense of Cuba. 


HEAVY ARTILLERY. 


Boston, April 26—The ist Regiment 
Heavy Artillery assembled ia Boston 
today and at 11.30 passed in review 
of Gov. Wolcott and Mayor Quincy, 
and then embarked from the Nantasket 
peir for Fort Warren where they have 
been ordered for active service. It is 
expected that some will soon be trans- 
ferred to the fortification at Long 
Island and Winthrop. 


CAPE YERDE FLEET. 


Madrid, April 26—The government.is 
said to have been notified by the 
commander of the Spanish fleet at 
Cape Verde that he must sail today 
whether he receives orders or not, as 
Portugal has declared neutra lity.

SPOKE OF TREASON, 


Senator Hawley Kiled by Statements of 
a North Carolina Colleague. 
Washington, April 26.—During the con- 
sideration of the naval appropriation bill 
Monday Mr. Butler was proceeding to 
read testimony taken before a committee 
of the house relative to defective plates 
on various United States war vessels 
and making sharp comment upon it, 
when Mr. Hawley said sharply: a" 
must protest against this. I believe the 
senator from North Carolina is out of 
order in making these charges here pub- 
licly. If he should reduce them to writ- 
ing and transmit them privately to 
Spain, pointing out these defective 

plates, he would be guilty of treason.” 


SENATOR MARION BUTLER, 

Mr. Tillman called attention to the 
fact that the statement made by 
Mr. Butler had been based upon official 
and congressional reports which were 
easily accessible to Spain, and he doubt- 
ed not that she Spanish government had 
agents who could gain access to the doc- 
ument rooms of the capitol. 

Mr. Butler, continuing, adverted to 
what he regarded as the “excited” ut- 
terances of Mr. Hawley, who, he said, 
had risen and flung at him charges of 
treason. He thought that those who 
were guilty of treason were those who 
had refused to make provisions for good 
armor at a reasonable price. 

The army reorganization bill was re- 
ported to the senate with some amend- 
ments by Mr. Hawley of the military 
affairs committee, and passed within 20 
minutes. It was not completed, how- 
ever, as the house non-concurred in the 
senate amendments and asked for a con- 
ference. At 2 o'clock the senate went 
into secret session and passed the bill 
of the house declaring the existence of 
war between the United States and 
Spain. Subsequently a brief open ses 
sion was held during which minor busi- 
ness was transacted, 

The secret debate was based on an 
amendment offered by Senator Turpie 
providing for the recognition of the bel- 
ligerent rights of the insurgent Cubans, 
the amendment being practically in the 
following language: ‘‘We hereby rec- 
ognize the rights of the Cuban army 
under General Maximo Gomez to be 
treated as belligerents, the freedom and 
independence of the Cuban people hav- 
ing heretofore been recognized by an act 
of congress.” This was defeated, 24 
to 38. 

There was also some criticism of the 
fact that the bill fixed a date in the past 
when the war began. Senator Petti- 
grew declared that the 2ist inst. was 
evidently used in order to make legal 
the capture of the lumber vessel, the 
Buena Ventura, on that date. He 
characterized this as a small piece of 
business, for either the administration 
or congress to indulge in, and said that 
under the circumstances if he had been 
president he would have returned the 
ship to its owners. He predicted that 
the courts would in the end settle the 
claim against us regardless of this dec- 
laration. Senator Davis replied briefly 
to this point, saying that the date was 
not fixed by the capture of the Buena 
Ventura, but by the recognition by the 
Spanish government of a state of war 
as made on the 2l1st, and as outlined in 
the president's message. 

Senator Pettigrew took up the conten- 
tion, holding that the president had not 
indicated any date for the beginning of 
hostilities, but that he had rather shown 
in his message that he considered that 
the negotiations had by no means 
reached the point of hostilities. ‘The 
president,” said the senator, “speaks of 
our reasonable demands upon Spain. 
Did he,”’ he asked, “expect Spain to take 
the view that his demands were reason- 
able when he had asked Spain to part 
with a large part of her kingdom, and to 
come up smiling in view of this polite 
request?” Continuing Mr. White said 
that it was his purpose to support the 
administration in all reasonable meas- 
ures for the prosecution of the war, but 
he did not regard the fixing of this date 
as in any sense a response to a presi- 
jential request. There was a general 
plea for speedy action on the bill, and no 
amendment was pressed for a change of 
date.

nle voted for war without a word of de- 
bate, without a dissenting vote and with- 
out a rolicall, but with a solemn appre- 
ciation of the gravity of their action. 
It required but one minute and 41 sec- 
onds’ to accomplish this. The house 
was considering an election case and 
simply paused to declare war. There 
was no excitement, no cavil, no word or 
question. It was only inthe great cheer 
that went up from the floor and galleries 
when Speaker Reed announced its pass- 
age that the tremendous import of the 
act and the supressed enthusiasm be- 
hind it was shown. After the presi- 
dent’s message was read, the committee 
on foreign affairs framed the resolution, 
and it was passed on its way to the sen- 
ate in an hour and six minutes. The 
speaker signed it at 4:49. 


Lee and Sigsbee Challenged. 

Washington, April 26.—Lieutenant 
Ramon de Carronza of the Spanish navy, 
until recently naval attache of the 

panish legation in Washington, has 
challenged General Fitzhugh Lee and 
Captain Sigsbee of the Maine to fight 
duels. The challenges were issued on 
the night that the Spanish minister with- 
‘drew from Washington. Lieutenant de 
Carronza had determined on this course 
of action immediately after Consul Lee 
and Captain Sigsbee appeared before 
the congressional committees and tes- 
tifled that it was their belief that the 
Spanish naval officers were responsible 
for the blowing up of the Maine. He 
made known his purpose to Minister 
‘Polo, vho peremptorily forbade him 
from issuing the challenge while he was 
a member of the legation staff. Since the 
challenges were sent no word has 
reached here as to the purposes of Gen- 
eral Lee and Captain Sigsbee. The dis- 
patches from Toronto indicate that no 
acceptances or declinations have reached 
there. 

Lieutenant de Carranza is about # 
years old, tall and of athletic build. He 
looks more like an Englishman than a 
Spaniard. His face is full-bearded and 
ruddy from exposure on the sea, for he 
came to Washington efter long service. 
It was he who wasentrusted by General 
Blanco with the delivery to Washington 
of the report of the Spanish naval com- 
mission which investigated the disaster 
to the Maine, and after delivering the re- 
port into the hands of Minister Polo he 
was attached to the legation. 


To Co-operate With Cubans, 

Washington, April 26.—The large Cu- 
ban ports have fairly good shore batter- 
ies, and it would take a considerable 
naval force and the delays incident to 
giving the non-combatants time for de- 
parture before they could be captured. 
On the other hand smaller ports could 
make little more than a formal defense, 
if indeed they did not surrender at the 
outset. With two such bases of oper- 
ations secured, the Cuban authorities 
here feel that Cuban forces in the fleld 
and those ready to take the field could 
be speedily and effectively equipped with 
arms, ammunition and supplies. It is 
stated that Gomez and Garcia have the 
men and the enthusiasm capable of strik- 
ing an effective blow once they have 
arms in hand, and that the only reason 
for their present inaction is their failure 
to have adequate equipment for astrong 
movement on the Spanish forces. 

Recent conferences between the Cuban 
military officers ‘-re and General Miles 
leave little doubt,that the war depart- 
ment will equip*the Cuban forces in 
every way practicable with the present 
demand for arms and ammunition made 
by the calling into active service of the 
full force of the army and 150,000 vol- 
unteers; but it will still be necessary 
to effect a juncture with the Cuban 
forces, and to this end the suggestion Is 
being made that ports on the north and 
south coasts of Cuba be taken. A de- 
cision on the move has not yet been 
made, but it is likely to follow as soon 
as the war department feels that it fs 
ready to place adequate supplies of 
arms and ammunition in the hands of 
the Cubans. 


Qnestion of Legality. 

Washington, April 26.—At the leading 
embassies and legations, opinion is some- 
what divided as to the legality of the 
seizure of the Buena Ventura, the Pedro 
of Bilbao and such other ships as were 
taken prior to noon on Saturday. In 
one quarter it is held that the state of 
war did not exist at the time of the cap- 
ture, so that they cannot be considered 
war prizes. To sustain this view it is 
pointed out that the course of Spain in 
severing diplomatic relations did not 
create a state of war. At present France 
and Veneauela have terminated their 
diplomatic relations as a result of differ- 
ences between them, but, it is pointed 
out, there is no war between France and 
Venezula, and the termination of their 
diplomatic relations has never been so 
regarded by either party. On the other 
hand, another leading embassy holds 
that war now exists and has existed for 
several days. It !s said in this quarter 
that the declaration of war, which the 
president recommended to congress, is 
purely formal and cannot make the war 
more of a reality than it has been in 
fact for the last three or four days. 


Captain's Close Call. 

+ Key West, April 26—Tke British 
steamer Myrtledene, Captain Milburn, 
from Philadelphia on April 4 for Ha- 
vana and Cardenas, arrived here yester- 
day from Havana. The city is crowded 
with troops, and the Spanish officers are 
drilling every man they can press into 
the service, from the rawest recruits up- 
ward. 

The Myrtledene reached Havana a 
week ago Sunday, and Captain Milburn 
went ashore. He says he walked over 
to the new fortifications at Casa Blanca 
to make observations, when three or four 
Spanish soldiers, with fixed bayonets, 
arrested him as an American spy. The 
eaptain was taken to Morro castle and, 
after three or four hours had elapsed, 
he was informed that sentence had been 
passed upon him and that he was to be 
shot inan hour. The captain, who isan 
intense Britisher, replied: “Why wait 
an hour? Shoot me now, and ina day 
Havana and all Cuha will be blown up.” 
The British vice consul, Arthur Aros- 
teguy, was interested in the case, and 
Captain Milburn was released. The 
captain added: “Havana will give you

Will Make Us Sick. 
Madrid, April 26—Various opinions 
are observable in Spain.

Britishers Disappointed. 

London, April 26.—The fact that strik- | 
ing events have not happened causes @ 
feeling of disappointment, and the con- 
viction gains ground that the war is 
likely to bea protracted one. Itis rec- 
ognized that Spain can afford to await 
for events, while America can do noth- 
Ing until she has practically gained pos- 
session of Cuba. It is remarked as 
curious that while the president in the 
declaration of war ascribes the rupture 
to Spain's act, thus implying that a 
state of hostilities existed on April 21, the 
American admiral at Hong Kong pro- 
tests that no state of war exists officially. 

It is believed that Admiral Dewey 
does not contemplate immediate opera- 
tions against the Philippines; and it is 
held in some quarters that the governor 
of Hong Kong acted with unnecessary 
haste in requiring the American squad- 
ron to depart on such short notice, as 
under the Washington treaty vessels ara 
only required to leave “as speedily as 
possible.” 


The Min'ster Lied, 

Washington, April 26.—Chief John E. 
Wilkie of the secret service gave out the 
following statement: “The Spanish 
minister having been quoted in an in- 
terview as saying that the car contain- 
ing his party had been stoned at Harris- 
burg and Rochester, I beg to state that 
the reports from the secret service men 


JOHN A. WILKIE, 

who accompanied the party show that 
at Harrisburg the members of the party 
were in bed and that there was no dem- 
onstration of any sort while the train 
remained at the station. At Rochester 
the members of the Spanish party were 
at breakfast when the train pulled into 
the station, and- no one but the train- 
men and the railroad employes knew of 
their presence on thetrain. Atno point 
during the trip was there any unfavor- 
able demonstration of any sort.” 


Note to the Powers. 

London, April 26—The Times this 
morning publishes Spain's memorandum 
to the powers April 18. The memoran- 
dum begins by recording the moral and 
material aid the Cuban rebels have re- 
ceived from the United States” in fil- 
ibustering expeditions, and the opera- 
tions of the junta. It mentions Spain's 
repeated and positive denials to the al- 
legations of cruelty toward the Cubans, 
and lays great stress upon President 
Cleveland's dispatch of Dec. 7, 1896, to 
the effect that peace would be possible 
if Spain gave a sufficient autonomy to 
Cuba. 

The memorandum contends that in 
the face of new liberal legislation 
granted Cuba, which “has already borne 
fruits,” it is difficult to understand why 
President McKinley in his message of 
Dec. 6, 1897, and General Woodford in 
the note of Dec. 20,1897, should still doubt 
Spain's loyalty. The document then 
speaks at some length of the Maine in- 
cident and asserts that the Americans, 
under the pretext of the extra territor- 
iality of the vessel, never allowed the 
Spanish authorities to visit the wreck 
for the purposes of investigation, and 
it most solemnly asserts the absolute 
innocence of the Spanish officials and of 
Spanish subjects generally. 


Coast Defense of Massachusetts, 

Boston, April 26.—After a meeting with 

his council of officers Governor Wolcott 
issued the following statement: “In 
view of the possibility that an important 
theater of war may be on or near the 
New England coast and that a number of 
troops substantially equal to the present 
militia force of the commonwealth will 
be necessary for the coast defense in 
‘Massachusetts, I am advised by the 
council of officers to make public an- 
nouncement of my opinion that tt would 
be detrimental to the efficiency of the 
Service to encourage or permit the de- 
pletion or disintegration of existing or- 
ganizations by wholesale enlistments of 
officers or commands in the service of 
the United States, 

“If, as is probable, an additional num- 
ber of volunteers is called for beyond the 
present force of the militia, this number 
should, in my judgment, be made up in 
large measure by new enlistments of 
patriotic citizens not at present con- 
nected with organizations, although op- 
portunities should also be given to in- 
dividual members of the militia to volun- 
teer subject to a proper consideration of 
this welfare to the state. Any member 
of the militia desiring so to volunteer 
should make application for discharge to 
his commanding officer and await fay- 
orable action thereon. His place in the 
militia should be filled by enlistment.”

Military Officers Opposed to Sending Sup- 
plies to Non-Combatants at This June- 
ture Through Fear That It Would 

Benetit the Enemy—Change In Plans 
About Sending Troops Into Cuba. 
Delay Urged Until Volunteers 


Are In Fighting Trim, 


Washington, April 27.—Many navy offi- 
cers are of the opinion that Spain in- 
tends to make a demonstration against 
our northern coast for the purpose of 
drawing our fieet of heavy vessels from 
southern waters, and thus permitting 
the Spanish squ:idron now at Cape 
Vedre to cross the Atlantic and raise the 
blockade of Havana. 

Spain has a fleet of armored vessels 
at the ports of Cadiz and Ferrol which 
has for some time been getting into 
shape for a sudden dash to our coasts. 
These vessels are the battleship Pelayo, 
of 9900 tons, 16 knots speed and a heavy 
battery of modern guns; the Cardinal 
Cisneros, an armored cruiser of the first 
class, capable of steaming at 20 knots 
speed; the Catalina, a sister ship in all 
respects to the Cisneros; the Emperor 
Carlos V, only slightly smaller than the 
Pelayo, and with the additional ad- 
vantage of 20 knots speed, and the Nu- 
manvia, recently reconstructed. These 
ships are stronger than our fleet at 
Hampton roads, and as they are attend- 
ed by several colliers of great burden, 
would make it necessary for us to with- 
draw some of the armored vessels from 
the Key West squadron, in order to com- 
pete with them succ essfully. 

In order to prevent any unheralded 
descent, the Columbia and Minneapolis 
have been sent north for the purpose of 
keeping a lookout for the enemy and an- 
nouncing their approach at the earliest 
possible moment. While these opera- 
tions are in progress the Spanish plan is 
for the strong fleet of armored cruisers 
and torpedo boats now near the African 
coast to steam westward as fast as they 
can, and to relieve the Spanish army in 
Cuba by raising the blockade and allow- 
ing the importation of such stores as 
would be sent in vessels with tin. 
They would have little trouble defeating 
any of our unprotected vessels which 
would be maintaining the blockade, in 
the absence of the armored ships. 

Army and naval officers do not look 
kindly on the efforts of the humani- 
tarians to send food to the starving re- 
concentrados in Cuba. They sympa- 
thize with the sufferings of these poor 
people and bitterly condemn the Span- 
jards who have brought them to such 
misery, but they say that as we have not 
a sufficient number of men to land at 
this time, and that it would be suicidal 
to throw too small a force in on the 
coasts without being able to reinforce 
them instantly if necessary, the landing 
of supplies at this time would simply 
be putting weapons into the hands of 
our enemies, for the Spaniards would 
surely seize the food for their own use. 

The report that the Spanish fleet had 
sailed from Spain for some unknown 
point has caused considerable uneasi- 
ness here, and if the report is not con- 
tradicted officers will expect to hear of 
the enemy appearing on our shores at 
almost any time, 

Tuesday it was pretty generally agreed 
in the war department that the first ex- 
peditionary force of 5000 men would be 
sent to Cuba without delay. In fact 
orders were given to have this force pre- 
(pared for immediate service, and the 
quartermaster’s department was di- 
rected to arrange for the necessary 
transports. Today doubts are expressed 
whether the departure of this force will 
not bedelayed. Agreat deal of influence 
is at work to have this expedition post- 
poned, if not until Oct. 1, at least until 
the volunteer army has been merged 
with the regulars and seasoned to the 
discipline of the camp and the hardships 
of the field. A great deal depends, how- 
ever, on events, It may be necessary to 
thrust the military into Cuba before the 
volunteer army has been more than or- 
ganized. It is entirely probable that the 
military operations will be deferred un- 
til fall. 

Perhaps the most interesting disclos- 
ures of Tuesday, apart from official ac- 
tion, were that arrangements had al- 
ready been made looking to the summary 
acquisition of the Hawaiian islands, and 
that the first step had been taken in es- 
tablishing communication with General 
Comez, for the administration got no 
news about the movements of the Span- 
ish fleets, which are more interesting to 
Washington than anything else. 

The uresident issued a proclamation 


formally announcing a liberal policy in 
dealing with merchant vessels during 
the war, under which most of the prizes 
taken by the north Atlantic squadron 
could not have been taken, but the de- 
cision of their cases is to be left, it is 
Stated, to the prize court, although the 
release of some of the vessels, or of their 
cargoes, in view of ownership by Amer- 
icans or neutrals, may be anticipated. 
It is felt that the proclamation will put 
us in a favorable contrast with Spain 
before the maritime nations, 


Congressional Action. 

Washington, April 27.—The war rey-

terday. The debate began today, and 
will cormtinue at night sessions until Fri- 
day, wlen the vote will be taken.

Mr. Dingley, in his report on the rev- 
enue bill, after enumerating the differ- 
ent articles to be taxed qnd the estimate 
of revenue to be derived, says: “These 
are all taxes on objects which were as- 
sessed during or subsequent to the civil 
War, with one exceptica, and therefore 
open up no new and untried system of 
taxation. They are al! internal revenue 
War taxes that can be collected by the 
axisting internal revenue officials, slight- 
oy increased with a small additional ex- 
pense and with the minimum disturb- 
ance of trade, although they are all 
taxes which are unwelcome and which 
it would not have been necessary to im- 
pose if war had been avoided. While 
all of the additional taxes are war taxes 
which would be naturally repealed or 
modified when the necessities of the war 
and the payment of war expenses have 
ceased, yet it is impossible now to place 
a limit on them not only for the reason 
that no one can intelligently forecast 
the length of the war, but also for the 
reason that war always brings a train of 
extraordinary expenditures which do 
not terminate with the close of the act- 

It is evident that it will 
ssary in order to maintain the 
public credit, not only to raise the ad- 
ditional revenue provided by the ac- 
companying bill, but also to authorize 
the secretary of the treasury to borrow 
on the credit of tLe government from 
time to time, as the public necessities 
will require. We have given therefore 
authority to issue and <-ell not exceeding 
$500,000,000 3 percent coin bonds to 
be offered as a popular loan, believing 
as we do that such bonds will be taken 
from time to time by the masses of the 
people.” 


Sherman's Successor. 

Washington, April 27.—During the twe 
hours’ session of the senate yesterday 
the conference report on the army re- 
organization bill was agreed to, and the 
measure engrossed and signed. The 
remainder of the session was devoted ta 
the passage of 74 private pension bills 
and numerous measures from the gen- 
eral calendar. 

There was no delay in confirming the 
nomination of Judge Day to be secretary 
of state. His nomination was favor- 
ably reported from th® committee on 
foreign relations without the formality 
of a meeting, the members expressing 
their concurrence through a poll made 
on the floor by Senator Davis. When 
the executive session was called Mr. 
Davis reported the action of the com- 
mittee, and the nomination was taken 
up and confirmed without comment or 
delay. Senator White suggested the 
propriety of similar action in the case 
of Professor Moore, nominated for as- 
sistant secretary, but Senator Davis said 
the committee preferred to have the 
nomination referred toit. The reference 
was accordingly made. 

More Legislation Sought. 

Washington, April 27.—Assistant Sec- 
retary of War Meikeljohn has recom- 
mended to congress legislation author- 
izing the enlistment of members of the 
hospital corps. He recommends the 
following in connection with the call 
for 125,000 volunteers: For each regi- 
ment of volunteer infantry or cavalry 
mustered into the service of the United 
States there shall be enlisted the follow- 
ing members of the hospital corps: One 
hospital steward, one acting hospital 
steward and 25 privates; for each artil- 
lery battery, one hospital steward and 
five privates; each division, in addition, 
one hospital steward, one acting steward 
and 50 privates of the hospital corps, 
under the chief surgeon of the division. 
hese men, in accordance with the 
Geneva convention, will be non-com- 
batants and will wear the arm badge 
bearing a red cross on a white ground,

What MeKinley Thinks. 

London, April 27—The Washirgton 
@orrespondent of The Daily News says: 
“President McKinley thinks Cuba can 
be reduced by hunger, when the powers 
will intervene to compel Spain to recog- 
nize the loss of the island and to abandon 
the war. There is a growing mrression 
that there will be no real fighting, es- 
pecially since the Spanish fleet seems dis- 
posed to remain on the European side of 
the water.” 


Will Refuse to Sign. 

4 Boston, April 27.—There is no end of 
discussion among the men of the naval 
brigade in regard to the idea of being 
mustered into the regular navy as blue- 
jackets and detailed in small squads to 
ships where they will be lost in the shuf- 
fle with the “old tars.” The boys donot 
take kindly to the idea as yet, and there 
{g some muttering among them. They 
are all willing and anxious to be mus- 
tered in as a distinct organization and 
would be glad to fight for Uncle Sam as 
the Massachusetts naval brigade, but 
they refuse to sign the mustering roll 
unless the department agrees to recog- 
nize them as such and to treat them ac- 
cordingly. 


Rottenness of the Army. 

New York, April 27.—‘‘It will take more 
that 60,000 men to subjugate the Spanish 
in Cuba,” said J. H. Springer, the United 
States consul at Caibarion, in the prov- 
ince of Matanzas, Cuba, who arrived 
here yesterday. “The Spanish on the 
island will be able to raise between 250,- 
000 and 300,000 men. In my opinion the 
insurgents cannot muster more than 
25.000 or 40,000 men at the most, and they 
are for the most part {ll provisioned and 
{liequipped. The Spaniards could have 
conquered the insurgents were it not 
for the rottenness of the army. Money 
that is intended for the soldiers rarely 
gets to them, and supplies are short, 
insufficient and bad. The soldiers are 
half hearted, half starved and unwill- 
ing fighters. They go out, makea sortie 
or an attempt at an attack, and then 
come back and claim they have won a 
victory.” 


Boston Opinion. 

Boston, April 27.—The Advertiser says 
that the old law of brutality is still tn 
force, on the part of robbers, murderers 
and ravishers; and to say that no weap- 
ons shall be employed against them ex- 
cept an “unarmed” “appeal to truth and 
justice” is, in effect, to say that not God 
but the devil shall rule the world. 

The Post declares: “The sooner we 
dispose of all the armed opposition that 
Spain offers us, either fortifications on 
land or floating batteries, the quicker the 
war will be over, the less suffering and 
destitution will be caused, and the earlier 
peace will come.” 

According to The Globe “there seem 
to be a few little hitches in the inaugura- 
tion of this war, but the enemy, and all 
neutral governments as well, will par- 
don any breaches which we may com- 
mit in the etiquet of hostilities on ac- 
count of our well-known inexperience in 
such affairs. We shall live and learn.”

Cruiser Detroit has just brought in a 
prize, the Ambrosia Bolivar, a Spanish 
merchantman. 


Hovering Around. 
Southampton, Eng., April 27—Two 
Spanish torpedo boats and one armed 
Spanish gun boat are sighted hovering 
about the entrance to the channel. 


Russia Heard From. 


Odessa, Russia, April, 27—A Russian 
paper expresses the opinion that unless 
the United States soon engage in naval 
warfare and win a victory that Spain's 
honor will be saved and that Europe 
will assist her in order to prevent loss 
of commerce. 


Captured a Big One. 


Key West, April 27.—The Mangrove, 
under Lieutenant Commander William 
H. Everett, who came down from the 
hydrographic office a few weeks ago to 
take command of her, was cruising along 
the Cuban coast shortly before 6 Tuesday 
evening about 20 miles north of Havana 
when she sighted the Panama. Theonly 
other ship of the fleet in sight was the 
Indiana, three miles in the rear. Com- 
mander Everett scented a prize and 
scudded toward the stranger. When 
the latter came within range a shot from 
the Mangrove'’s 12-pounder was sent 
across her bows, but the Spaniard ig- 
nored the challenge and went on. An- 
other shot followed without result; and 
the Mangrove was drawing nearer the 
stranger, which proceeded on her course, 
apparently without any intention of run- 
ning away. When the third shot was 
fired the Mangrove was within 100 yards 
tof the Panama, and Lieutenant Com- 
mander Everett shouted to the deck of- 
ficer that if she did not surrender he 
would sink her. The Mangrove'’s of- 
ficers admit that they expected the 
enemy's 12-pounders to open on them in 
response to the threat, but the Spaniard 
promptly came to. Ensign Dayton, the 
senior officer of the Mangrove, boarded 
the prize and proceeded to this port. 

The Panama carries a valuable cargo 
of general merchandise, including a large 
quantity of corn. Much of it was meant 
to provision the suffering Spaniards in 
Cuba; and the cargo, with the ship it- 
self, undoubtedly makes the richest 
trophy thus far taken. 

The Newport brought in the sloop 
Paquete and the schooner Piereno, Cu- 
ban coasting vessels, which she captured 
off Havana.

Boston, April 27.—A special to The 
Herald from Washington says: The 
first accident to befall the big fleet oper- 
ating in the Cuban blockade has hap- 
pened to the machinery of the Cushing, 
which has been so badly injured that 
she will be of no service for a month o1 
six weeks. It seems that the entire 
Starboard section has been wrecked. 
The Herreshoffs, who built the boat, 
have been directed to prepare the neces- 
Sary castings at once for shipment to 
Key West, and the repair shops there 
have been ordered to get ready to push 
the work ahead in order that the Cush- 
ing may rejoin the fleet at the earliest 
possible moment.

Five Men and Two Boys Killed | 
by an Explosion.

Santa Cruz, Cal., April 27.—Three ex- 
plosions at about 5:16 yesterday after- 
noon at the California powder works 
caused a loss of life greater than any 
of the previous accidents in the history 
of these works. The wildest rumors are 
prevalent regarding the number of killed 
and injured, the exact number of which 
has not been determined. It is known 
that seven were killed and four seri- 
ously injured, the dead being: Edward 
Killderan, brick mason; J. Miller, fore- 
man of one of the mills; C. A. Cole, car- 
penter of the works; E. Junnings, B. 
Jose and two boys named Marshall. 

The first shock from the explosion was 
felt for many miles around and was 
separately followed by two lNghter 
shocks. The smoke from the works 
arose in such volumes that is was im- 
possible for a time to perceive the ex- 
tent of the damage. It was seen that} 
the fire was spreading and the main 
m izine was in imminent danger. The 
bugle call was accordingly sounded for 
members of the California naval 
serves, who responded promptly, hurry- 
ing to the mills and assisting the corps 
of fighters already on the ground.

After Yachts. 

London, April 28——A dispatch from 
Cadiz says: “The new torpedo boat de- 
stroyer, Destructor, accompanied by 
the torpedo boats, Barcelo, Habana and 
Retamosa, sailed Wednesday eastward 
for Tarifa and Ceuta with the Intention, 
It is believed, of capturing the American 
yachts now in the Mediterranean. 


Has Raised a Storm. 

Topeka, April 28.—Governor Leedy 
took action yesterday which practically 
disarms the state national guard, and 
there is every indication that Kansas 
will have no troops ready for service out- 
side the state for several weeks. It is 
clearly the purpose of the administra- 
tion to “turn down” the state militia, 
and the three regiments from Kansas 
must be made up largely of raw recruits. 
The governor telegraphed to the captain 
of every organization directing that all 
army clothing and equipage belonging 
to the state or federal government be 
forwarded at once to the aXjutant gen- 
eral in Topeka. This step in effect dis- 
arms the militia, and has raised a storm 
throughout Kansas. Following this ac- 
tion Leedy named five recruiting offi- 
cers, assigning them by congressional 
districts, and these officers will enroll 
the Kansas volunteers.

WAR REVENUE. 


Eloquent Iowa Congressman Causes the 
Women to Shed Tears, 

Washington, April 28.—The night ses- 
sion of the house was devoted to brief 
speeches by members who were unable 
to secure time during the day to discuss 
the bill for war revenue. Many of the 
speakers only had time to ask permis- 
sion to extend their remarks in the 
record. Only two Republicans spoke. 
The Democrats and Populists opposed 
the bond proposition. 

During the day sitting Mr. Dingley 
emphasized the necessity of united ac- 
tion in support of the measure in order 
not only to impress Spain but the coun- 
tries of Europe with the profound con- 
viction that the American congress and 
the American people stood shoulder to 
shoulder without regard to party in the 
determination to prosecute to a suc- 
cessful termination the war we had un- 
dertaken. 

“We propose,” said Mr. Bailey in sup- 
porting an income tax, “‘to tax the rich 
men now rather than to mortgage the 
energies of the poor men for coming 
generations.” He declared that no 
question was ever settled until it was 
settledrightly. He felt that the decision 
of the court was wrong, and for one he 
would have another case passed upon in 
the belief that the court might reverse 
its decision. He made this statement, 
he said, without in any way reflecting 
upon the court. The court upon the oc- 
casion of its decision in 1894 had hung 
in the balance. One of the justices had 
changed his opinion within a month. 
They decision hadsbeen rendered by a 
court divided five to four. That demon- 
strated that it is still an open question. 

Mr. Dolliver of Iowasaid: ‘The presi- 
dent of the United States has kept his 
course, refusing to be coerced or driven 
or turned aside, calm in the approbation 
of his own conscience and grateful for 
the confidence of men of sense. From 
the day he entered upon his great re- 
sponsibility he has kept before his face 
one supreme and ultimate thing, the 
liberty of Cuba, and with it the peace and 
happiness of his own country. The 
world will hold in increasing honor that 
brave and kindly man who in the midst 
of an unexampled clamor, his lips sealed 
by the very nature of his duty, has had 
the moral heroism, while the smallest 
chance remained, to stand as the mag- 
istrate of a christian people exercising 
the influence of his office for an honorable 
peace. 

“We cannot stop now to put forwarda 
claim to be reckoned in the coinage of a 
bankrupt treasury for the noble ship 
which lies today broken and dismantled 
in the most infamous harbor of all the 
seas. We do not know how to find any 
paltry calculation the equivalent of 
human lives. We will not betray our 
dead. The nation of America, in the 
fear of God counting all the cost, exacts 

from Spain indemnity in full for the 
abuses of the past—not the spoil of sub- 
jugated provinces, but the emancipa- 
tion of an oppressed race; not the ran- 
som of besieged cities, but the nobler 
satisfaction of raising the flag of a free 
commonwealth, to keep watch with ten- 
der gratitude forever above the dust of 
the unforgotten heroes of the Maine.”

in behalf of an oppressed people with 
motives so free from any taint of sel- 
fishness and so thoroughly in accord with 
the principles of right, justice and hu- 
manity. In that single statement, the 
whole situation today can be summed 
up.” 
The Globe contends that ‘in the past 
century and a quarter no people have 
made more lavish sacrifices for their 
nationality than the Americans. The 
pledge of the fathers is kept by the sons, 
and their lives, their fortunes and their 
sacred honor forever are at the call of 
their country.” 

The Journal believes that ‘prudence 
demands that now that the gates of Bos- 
ton are well locked the utmost vigor be 
shown in fortifying Gloucester, Salem, 
New Bedford and the other ports of 
Massachusetts.” 


EOSTON MATTERS. 


Middlesex Club Honored the Memory of 
General Grant Last Night. 

Boston, April 28.—The Middlesex club, 
the largest of the local dining clubs, 
observed the birthday of General Grant 
last night with patriotic speeches on the 
war by General Oliver O. Howard, Pro- 
fessor Williams of Brown university, Al- 
bert J. Beveridge of Indiana and by 
members of the club. The enthusiasm 
which pervaded all the remarks found a 
welcomed answer, and every sentiment 
Was applauded. Ex-Governor J. Q. A. 
Brackett, who presided, said that the 
conflict that opened in April, 1898, will 
triumph as did the conflicts which opened 
in April, 1861, and April, 1775. Professor 
Williams of Brown spoke of Grant as 
divinely commissioned. He disregarded 
sll the rules of military books and worked 
out better ones. 

Captain Quinton, recruiting officer, 
having found himself unable to handle 
the crowds of applicants at the Knee- 
land street station, has applied to the 
board of aldermen for permission to use 
Faneuil hall for a few days, and per- 
mission has been granted him to do so. 

The question of the price of milk is 
still undecided, even though the Milk 
Producers’ association had a long ses- 
sion with the contractors yesterday. 
The prediction is that the wholesalers 
will declare war on the contractors. 

Warren Brown, aged J5 years, em- 
ployed by the Boston Terminal com- 
pany at the new union station, was 
run over by a gravel train and received 
injuries which caused his death béfore 
he could be carried to the hospital. 


Bay Stite Legislature. 

Boston, April 28.—A bill was reported 
to the senate yesterday to amend the 
law relating to the protection of chil- 
dren, which was immediately engrossed 
under suspension of the rules. Senato 
Irwin explained that it was to permit 
children under 15 to dance at a festiva) 
for the benefit of the Maine survivors. 

A bill to authorize insurance loss by 
bombardment was passed to be en- 
grossed by the senate. 

The committee on harbors and public 
lands will report favorably the bill pro- 
viding that the Graylock public reser- 
vation shall be established in Berkshire 
county. The dill carries an appropria- 
tion of $25,000, and provides for a com- 
mission toserve without pay. The mem- 
bers are to be appointed by the governor. 

The house of representatives rejected 
the bill carrying an appropriation of 
$65,000 for the suppression of tuberculosis 
among cattle. This practically legis- 
lates the cattle commission out of office. 

When the senate reached the wide-tire 
bill, Senatoy #rwin moved an amendment 
to provide for rubber shoes for all horses 
and cattle traveling on public highways. 
This was rejected,9to17. After adopt- 
ing or rejecting other amendments, the 
bill was reected, 14 yes, 15 no. 


Cashier Killed Himself. 

New Bedford, Mass., April 28.—When 
Lemuel T. Terry, cashier of the Mechan- 
ics’ National bank, was found dead in 
the banking rooms Saturday night, 
numors were immediately spread that he 
had committed suicide. These rumors 
were not confirmed at the time, and a 
story that Mr. Terry had shot himself 
Was peremptorily denied. It has since 
developed, however, that Mr. Terry's 
death was due to suicide, and the death 
certificate will show that death resulted 
from the self-administration of cyanide 
of potassium.

ALL MINDS ON 
DEWEY’S FLEET, 


Result of the Movement on Manila 
Anxicusly Awaited, 


Successful Outcome Regarded 
as Certain. 


Expected to Beach the Philippines Today or 
Saturday.

President Determined on Continuing the 
Work of Relieving the Non-Combatants 
In Cuba — Seizure of Former Con- 
signments For Soldiery Arouses His 
Indignation—Matanzas to Be Made 


the Base of Opera'‘ions on the 


Island Im Conjunction With 


the Insurgents, 


Washington, April 29.—The next news 
of importance is expected to come from 
the other side of the world, where Com- 
modore Dewey's fleet is hourly approach- 
ing the ships of Spain. There is some 
doubt whether Admiral Montejo will ven- 
ture an actual engagement with the 
American forces. Should he risk a meet- 
ing there can be little question of the re- 
sult, for no one of the six cruisers of 
his fleet can compare with the least ef- 
fective of Commodore Dewey's force. 
The men are a pitiful lot. His vessels 
are old and barnacled, and they will be 
an easy prey tothe American guns. The 
gunboats in attendance on them are 
hardly to be feared. 

The next news from Dewey is likely to 
be of a victory at sea or of the capture or 
Manila, which will thenceforth be used 
as a base of supplies. Secretary Long 
vaid yesterday that he did not expect to 
hear from Dewey before tomorrow, but 
it might be that a decisive action is go- 
ing oneven atthismoment. It may be, 
too, that the first news which comes 
from Manila will be of a Spanish victory. 
This will have to be discounted, for the 
Spanish have control of the cable land- 
ing there, and they are not averse td 
giving any interpretation that they de- 
sire. 

Nothing will induce the president te 
send a fleet across the Atlantic unless it 
is the only means of ending the war. 
The danger to be feared from the Span- 
ish fleet attacking the cities of the 
United States is more imaginary than 
real. So far as known the Spanish 
ships are still on the other side of the 
Atlantic, and apparently are well con- 
tent to stay there. If Portugal forces 
them to leave the Cape de Verdes the 
ships may come over here, but if they 
should return to the Canaries it would 
not cause much surprise in Washington. 

Even if they do come over here the 
damage they can inflict on our coast, in 
the opinion of many of the strategists, 
has been greatly exaggerated. When 
the vessels finally do come the navy de- 
partment wll promptly know it and will 
as promptly send vessels to meet the 
hostile ships. 

Practical difficulties and new infor- 
mation may compel changes in the de- 
tails of the president's plan, but it will 
be carried out. It is evident that the 
Spauisn military authorities in Ma- 
tanzas will not permit the American 
‘Red Cross to land and distribute the 
supplies for the reconcentrados which 
the State of Texas is carrying, and that 
our ships will have to take and our 
forces hold the city of Matanzas if the 
supplies are to be landed and distributed 
where. The silencing of the Matanzas 
batteries opens up a Cuban port for the 
landing of American forces and Ameri- 
can supplies, whenever the invasion of 
the island is determined on. It offers 
a way for American troops to close in 
upon Havana and bring the siege there 
to a sudden close fatal to the further 
continuance of Spanish military power. 
As it is the present purpose of the ad- 
ministratid’ to make Matanzas or its 
neighborhood the base of operations for 
supplying both the Cuban soldiers and 
the Cuban“destitute, with the¥dea that 
it mav be made the temvorarv capital

of the Cubans, from which General 
Gomez can direct the operations of the 
Cuban army, if it turns out to be what 
it is represented to be in the way of a 
fighting force. It is expected that it 
will be taken by our forces as soon as 
the troops are ready, in connection with 
the landing party, under the guns of the 
fleet, to occupy the town. 

The Cuban soldiers, 
equipped and furnished with regular 
supplies, co-operatin, ith a small body 
of regulars, the cowboy regiments and 
‘other picked volunteers, particularly 
the proposed organization of southern- 
ers who have had the yellow fever, and 
are supposed to be immune, would be 
able to do all that the administration 
hopes to do during the rainy season in 
Cuba. 

There will be inevitable delay in or- 
eanizing our expeditionary force and 
in getting arms and ammunition to the 
Cubans and bringing their forces to- 
gether, but the administration is work- 
ing to hasten as much as possible the 
beginning of this movement, even if al! 
our forces cannot be landed at once.

The war department has chartered 
eight large steamers of an average ca- 
pacity of 2000 tons and able to carry 
from 500 to 1200 passengers each. These | 
are to be used for th® conveyance of the! 
first military expedition to Cuba. The| 
price paid is from $10,000 to $15,000 for the 
30 days for which they are to be engaged. 
They will be taken charge of be the quar- 
termaster’s department at fhe earliest 
possible moment. 

General Shafter, tn command of the 
United States troops now concentrated 
at New Orleans, has been in consultation 
with the officials as to the execution of 
plans of the campaign, but the orders 
given him cannot be made public. 

No information of the grounding of 
one of our warships, which Blanco re- 
ports, has been received either by the 
president or the secretary of the navy 
An examination of the best Cuban map 
of the war department fails to show any 
point on the coast called Dimas, the 
nearest approach to it being Point 
Diamente on the northern coast of Pinar 
Del Rio province, a short distance west 
of Havana and in the blockaded zone. 
News from Admiral Dewey and the 
Pacific squadron is not expected before 
Saturday. 


France Declares Neutrality. 

Washington, April 29.—A decreq of 
peutrality between ths United States and 
Spain has been issued by France. The 
state department has also been informed 
that Mexico, Argentine Republic, Korea 
and Belgium have proclaimed neutral- 
ity. Korea's neutrality is considered 
important, owing to her proximity to 
the Philipwnes. Germany has not been 
heard from, but this causes no apprehen- 
sion, owing to the strong assurances 
that she will observe strict neutrality 
between the two belligerents. The ap- 
prehension as to Portugal's course was 
considerably removed by the call of 
Viscount Thyrso, who gave assurances 
that Portugal would remain strictly neu- 
tral. Attention is row being centered 
on the course of Austria. Her delay in 
declaring neutrality causes no incon- 
venience, as she has no ports at which 
Spanish ships can take refuge; but it 
discloses gat Austria’s strong tenden- 
cies are with Spain.

WITH BOND PROVISION, 


Senator Allison Says Revenue Bill 
Will Pass, 


—_——- — 


Sale of Securities Quick Way 
of Raising Money. 


Needs of the Government Too Pressing to 
Admit of Delay. 


Washington, April 29.—The senate 
ecmmittee on finance will meet Monday 
to take up the war revenue bill. The 
members of the committee do not an- 
ticipate any delay in getting the bill 
out of the committee, and it can be 
stated that there is no thought of elim- 
inating a bond provision in order to se- 
cure the expeditious passage of the other 
portions of the bill. 

Senator Allison, in reply to a question, 
said: ‘We shall certainly not abandon 
a bond provision, because ample pro- 
vision must be made to carry on the 
war, and this cannot be done by taxa- 
tion alone immediately. With 125,000 
extra soldiers already called for and 
others to come, the government will have 
to be supplied with the sinews of war. 
The demonstrations being made will re- 
quire a large sum. We have already 
practically expended the $50,000,000 ap- 
propriated for the defense of the coun- 
try, and it would not be wise for con- 
gress to adjourn and leave Washington 
with war existing without providing the 
necessary means to carry it on, or with- 
out making provision for the funds from 
which to meet the demand of the appro- 
priations therefor when made. We 
shall also increase the revenues, but 
there must be means of raising money 
before the funds which will be secured 
from the revenue features of the bill can 
be made available. The bill will pass 
the senate with a bond provision in- 
cluded, nor will there be any great de- 
lay in its passage in my judgment.” 

Senator Butler has prepared the fol- 
lowing resolution: “That the bonded 
indebtedness of the United States should 
not be increased, but that the necessary 
means to carry on the war against f@ain 
should be raised by increasing the rey- 
jenues of the government, including a 
tax on incomes, and by issuing silver 
certificates against the seigniorage now 
in the treasury, and by such additional 
issues of United States legal tener 
notes as may be necessary.” 

Foreign governments, through their 
representatives in Washington, are be- 
ginning to show much concern over that 
feature of the bill which increases the 
tonnage tax on transatlantic shipping 
to 20 cents per ton. It is said this in- 
crease is about 800 percent, the present 
rate being about 3 cents per ton, and that 
nearly the entire burden of the increase 
falls on the transatlantic shipping of 
Great Britain, Germany, France and 
one or two giver nations. A leadi-g 
diplomatic official stated that, rouchlyi 
speaking, the Atlantic trade was carri 
on by about 100 American steamships 
and about 4000 British, French, German 
and other foreign steamships, so that

The Massachusetts Quota. 

Boston, April 29.—Yesterday afternoon 
Governor Wolcott issued an order, in 
pursuance to the call of the United 
States government, designating the reg- 
iments to make up the bay state quota 
of soldiers. The regiments called are 
the Second, Sixth, Eighth and Ninth in- 
fantry, and all four are ready. The 
colonels of each regiment anticipated 
the call, and had the regiments brought 
up to the regulation war footing. The 
Sixth claims the honor of having been 
the first to offer its services under the 
governor's call. There was something 
of sentiment in this, for the Sixth was 
the first in Massachusetts to answer the 
call in ’61. Captain Williams of the 
colored company, I, was the first to place 
his men at the disposal of Colonel Wood- 
ward. 

The commanding officers of these reg- 
iments are r@quired forthwith, but with- 
out assembling any portion of their com- 
rades, to cause an individual canvass 
to be made the subordinate officers 
and enlisted men to ascertain and make 
careful record of those desiring to volun- 
teer. 

Legislative provision will be made to 
recruit what is left of the state militia, 

! go as to bring it up to its full strength, 
with the understanding that the volun- 
teers shall assume their former places. 
The state militia will then be used for 

| coast defence whenever the volunteers

Mr. Marden has also given much time 
to reading law as far as it pertains to 
the duties of a constable and justice of 
the peace, and is considered fully com- 
petent to fill the position. He is also 
indorsed by Mayor Sears and the 
Quincy Police for the position. 

New Industry. 

At the corner of Washington and 
Canal streets in Albert Keating’s 
building is a small industry for mak- 
ing engines for yachts. The patent 
was issued March 14 last, and the 
patentee is Joseph Lezott, superinten- 
dent in the Tubular Rivet works. 
There are six engines being built at 
the present time and they will drive 
@ yacht through the water at the rate 
of twelve miles per hour. These are 
to be 4 horse power and larger ones can 
be built up to twelve horse power. 
The six engines are to be completed 
by July. They burn gasolene or naptha 
and can be adapted to any boat over 
fifteen feet long. The engine con- 
sumes from two to three gallons per 
day. The advantages of these small 
engines are that they are cheap, don’t 
cost much to run them, and one can be 
independent of the wind and tide and 
can get most anywhere.

The Guido was bound from Corunna 
to Havana with a cargo of provisions 
and money, thought to be for the Span- 
ish troops. The Terror first sighted her 
and began the pursuit by sending a blank 
Bhot across her bows, The Spaniards 
promptly put out all her lights and 
started in a desperate attempt to run 
away. The monitor then brought her 
six-pounders into play and sent three 
more shots directly at her, all finding the 
mark. She also trained her big 12-inch 
guns on the Guido, prepared to sink her 
if the Spaniard did not heave to. 

Meanwhile the Machias had come up 
and sent a shot from a four-inch rifle 
at the fugitive. Captain Kichiando, 
seeing that he had two such powerful 
enemies to combat, surrendered. 

It is conceded that whatever the re- 
sult of the president's proclamation may 
be, it will not affect the Panama, which 
Was an auxiliary cruiser. J. B. Patter- 
fon, who resigned as head of the prize 
court of inquiry, will represent the own- 
ers of the cargoes and various ship- 
owners. 


Parposes Well Guarded, 

London, April 29.—The mystery re- 
garding the movements of the Spanish 
men-of-war {s still unexplaingd. The 
secretaries at the Spanish embassy, in- 
iterviewed on the subject, ridicule the 
statement that the squadron at Cape 
Verde is delayed by lack of coal, first, 
because for a long time the Spanish ves- 
sels have been particularly well fitted 
out, not only with coal, but also with 
food and all kinds of warlike material, 
and, second, because St. Vincent could 
supply any required quantity of coal. 

According to advices via Bayonne, the 
battleship Pelayo was completely fitted 
and equipped at Carthagena and has 
gone to Cadiz. Reports that she has 
been cruising in the company of other 
vessels probably means that she has 
been trying her boilers. It is believed 
that the squadron at Cape Verde islands 
has really been waiting for the arrival 
of the Pelayo and the Alfonso XIII and 
other men-of-war; but now that Portu- 
gal has declared neutrality, the fleet will 
be compelled to sail without delay, 
whether reinforced or not. 


Will Be Warmer In Cuba. 

Mount Gretna, Pa. April 29.—The 
Pennsylvania militia received the first 
test of its grit and endurance in the 
present campaign when the entire di- 
vision assembled at Mount Gretna. It 
snowed, rained and hailed, and the men 
slept under wet canvas and on ground 
deepin mud. The first of the regiments 
had hardly arrived yesterday before the 
snow began to fall, and a cold wind 
swept across the valley. The storm in- 
creased in severity, and the snow was 
followed by hailand rain. Officers and 
men alike floundered around in the mud, 
all showing a grim determination toshow 
that the state militiamen are not fair 
weather soldiers. 


Balloon For War Purposes. 

Chicago, April 29.—Captain J. W. 
Lloyd, acting under a commission to as- 
sist in the work of equippping a large 
captive balloon to be used by the navy 
department in following the movements 
of the Spanish warships, has secured a 
generator capable of producing from 
350,000 to 400,000 cubic feet of gas every 
24 hours. The generator is the only one 
of its kind in the United States and will 
be ready to be shipped to Governor's 
island next Monday. 

The balloon used in connection with the 
generator will rise to Mie height of 2500 
feet and be held by a wire cable, which 
will also be used for telegraphic pur- 
poses. With powerful glasses on a clear 
day it is said that it will be possible to 
scan the horizon from the balloon a dis- 
tance of 50 to 60 miles. 


Light In Lighthouses, 

Boston, April 29.—A conference was 
held yesterday between Lieutenant 
Sewell, who Is in charge of the harbor 
fortifications, and Lieutenant Com- 
mander Colby of the lighthouse board. 
Arrangements were perfected by which 
the lights in the various lighthouses 
along the coast could be extinguished 
at short notice. These plans include the 
establishment of a complete telephone 
and signal system along the Cape Cod 
coast, 


Can't Lead Hlinois Troops. 

Springfield, Ills., April 29.—Governor 
Tanner's hopes of leading Illinois’ troops 
to the front have been blasted com- 
pletely. He has received word from 
Washington that he would not be placed 
in command by President McKinley. 
When Colonel Van Cleeve, inspector gen- 
eral, learned of the confirmation of the 
previous reports from Washington, he 
tendered his resignation as inspector 
general. Other resignations may fol- 
low. 

The officers of the national guard have 
sent a communication to Governor Tan- 
ner strongly opposing and protesting 
against the action of congress and the 
secretary of war, which, the communi- 
cation alleges, will result in breaking up 
the national guard organization of Illi- 
nois. The communication will be sent 
to President McKinley with Governor 
Tanner's endorsement. 


The Professor Shuddered, 

Cambridge, Mass., April 29.—Professor 
D. G. Lyon of the Semitic department of 
Harvard university, in the course of a 
lecture on the Jewish wars, declared that 
the seizure of merchant vessels on the 
part of the United States was nothing 
less than piracy. The professor went on 
to consider the present war with Spain. 
He said: “We have seen an example of 
what hasty war spirit will do. In con- 
gress there was a war spirit. The men 
of peace were carried along by the others. 
When the battleship Maine was blown up 
people shuddered. Wednesday, at the 
battle of Matanzas, 256 of the men of 
Spain may have been blown up. Who 
shuddered?” 


Boston Opinion. 

Boston, April 29.—The Post draws this 
lesson from Matanzas: “In war, delay 
is less merciful than prompt, vigorous, 
strenuous action. Admiral Sampson 
has saved life and property by knocking 
to pieces the fortifications of Matanzas. 
Now let him continue on his errand of 
humanity and wipe out the fortifications 
of Havana.”

The joint committee on judiciary re- 
ported a bill providing for the appoint- 
ment of probation officers in the superior 
court. 

The bill to authorize street railway 
companies to acquire land for the avoid- 
ance of grade crossings with railroads 
was ordered to a third reading by the 
senate, and the bill to prohibit deduction 
in the wages of women and minors for 
loss of time caused by the stopping of 
machinery was postponed until Tuesday. 

The bill to authorize the erection and 
maintenance of dams for making and 
maintaining ice ponds across streams 
not navigable was passed to be en- 
grossed with an amendment providing 
that the owner of the dam shall pay 
suitable damages to the owner of land 
flowed. The bill relative to arrest on 
mesne process was passed to be en- 
grossed, and the bill for a summary in- 
vestigation of county and municipal ex- 
penditures ordered to a third reading. 


General Debate Closed. 

Washington, April 29.—The general de- 
bate in the house on the revenue Dill 
closed last night after eight and a half 
hours of speechmaking. There was 
little discussion of the internal revenue 
features of the bill. The Democrats con- 
tinued their assaults on the bond fea- 
ture and their advocacy of the income 
tax. The latter was ridiculed as a sub- 
stitute proposition by the Republicans. 
The authority to borrow money was de- 
fended by them as absolutely necessary. 
There is a difference of oponion on the 
Democratic side as to whether the bill 
should be voted for upon its final pas- 
sage after the minority amendments are 
voted down. Several Democrats, led by 
Mr. McClellan of New York, have an- 
nounced their purpose of so voting, but 
the majority believe they could not jus- 
tify a vote fora bondissue. Aneffortis 
being made to avoid an aye and no vote 
on the final passage to prevent an ex- 
hibition of the division, and it seems 
probable that it will be successful.

In Safety. 


Washington, April 30.—The plans and 
purposes of the war department, which 
is now assuming its share of responsi- 
bility in the war with Spain, are slowly 
but definitely developing. There is to 
be quick action. No time will be lost 
in getting a detachment of the regular 
troops into Cuba. Men are being hur- 
ried to the front. 

From Chickamauga park, the present 
rendezvous, 5000 infantrymen are to be 
sent to the front at once to Tampa, there 
to be joined by 1000 calvarymen. The 
date for their departure from Tampa has 
been fixed. It will be Wednesday next, 
May 4. 

By that time the eight transports which 
have been chartered by the government 
will be in the port of Tampa, ready to 
carry their burden of human lives to the 
shore of Cuba. At present all haste is 
being made to get the men to Tampa, 
and there has been no such hurrying and 
skurrying since the days of ‘61. 

The plan of campaign has been thor- 
oughly discussed by the secretary of 
war ‘and his military advisers. It is the 
present intention to land the first force 
anerely for the purpose of determining 
at Matanzas, although Sagua la Grande 
has also been considered. Thelatterisa 
small town in Santa Clara province, 
considerably to the east of Matanzas and 
some distance from thesea.

Many contingencies may arise to affect 
the program so far as schedule of time 
is concerned. The Spanish fleet may at- 
tempt to break the blockade, although 
this is not considered likely, or the Amer- 
ican troops may meet with unexpected 
mishaps.

The exciting news of yesterday was 
of the departure of the Spanish fleet from 
the Cape Verde islands. The navy de- 
partment had information to this effect, 
and later in the day the war depart- 
ment, from its sources of advice, received 
confirmatory cablegrams. 

It is generally accepted that the first 
move on the part of the enemy has been 
made, and that actual hostilities would 
not longer be postponed. In all the at- 
tempts to fathom the mysteries and the 
purposes of the Spanish it was admitted 
that the course of the ships from Cape 
Vincent might indicate that the south- 
westerly course of the larger ships and 
the northerly course of the torpedo boats 
might be asimpleruse. For this reason 
all information is discounted. . 

Sailing orders have been issued to the 
flying squadron, under the command of 
Commodore Schley. These orders are 
the result of the discussion by the naval 
(war boara of the strategical considera- 
tions entering into the departure of the 
Spanish men-of-war. Naturally, the 
greatest secrecy is observed as to the 
destination of the flying squadron, but 
it is generally conceded that the prob- 
abilities point to an immediate junction 
of the armored vessels under Commo- 
dore Sdiley and those commanded by 
Rear Admiral Sampson, and the placing 
‘of this formidable force at a central 
position where they can promptly resist 
a@ny attack made by the Spanish fleet, 
either upon the American coast or upon 
the blockading squadron surrounding 
Cuban ports. 


Plans For Governing Manila. 

London, April 30.—A dispatch to The 
Daily Mail from Hong Kong says: War 
news is scarce. Nothing has been heard 
of the American fleet or from Manila. 
Commodore Dewey considers that his 
duty will be done when the Spanish fleet 
is captured and safety has been secured 
for American trading vessels. Eleven 
of these vessels are overdue, and the 
Americans feel exceedingly anxious. 
The formation of the provisional gov- 
ernment at Manila will be announced at 
the discretion of United States Consul 
Williams. It is believed that there are 
not many Spanish troops at Manila. 
They have gone into the interior. The 
American fleet carries in all 2000 officers 
and men. The Concord is expected to 
return here for dispatches on Wednes- 
day.

Anti-American Feeling In England. 

London, April 30.—The Times com- 
bats the statement that public opinion 
here is veering towards Spain. It says: 
“Our sympathies on the main question} 
are with the United States, as they are | 
held to be in the right; but on the matter} 
of form we are not so clear or unani- 
mous.” 

In spite of this assertion, however, the 
facts are as cabled. The government 
and most of the important newspapers | 
are friendly to the United States. In- 
dividual opinion and the sympathies ofa 
large majority of the British are un- 
doubtedly anti-American. This is evi- 
dent to everyone having any intercourse 
with the people. 

The St. James Gazette yesterday af- 
ternoon published a letter which says: 
“Public opinion in London embraces two 
strong currents, one In favor of America 
and the other in favor of Spain. These 
currents are as antagonistic as our twa 
e&reat political parties.” 


Wild Rumor In Key West. 

Key West, April 30.—Yesterday was 
one of wild rumor and little action. First 
came the story of the bombardment of 
Cardenas by the ships of the fleet sta- 
tioned there. Then the Puritan steamed 
into port and Captain Harrington, the 
commanding officer of the Cardenas fleet, 
declared that there had been no bom- 
bardment of the Cardenas batteries, in- 


cidentally adding that there were no 
batteries there and only one or two in- 
significant gunboats which had given no 
sign of defense. 

A load of anxiety was lifted from the 
naval men here by the arrival of the 
little Spanish schooner Three Sisters, 
with Paymaster Simpson and three sail- 
ors of the Terror aboard. The vessel 
had almost been given up for lost. The 
schooner, loaded with sugar, while boun¢ 
from Havana for Cardenas, was cap- 
tured off the latter place Sunday by the 
Foote, with the Terror and Machias near 
by. Paymaster Simpson and his com- 
wanions were put aboard as a prize crew 
jand started for Key West that night. 
She had suffered from a calm and advers¢ 
winds. 


Full of Torpedoes. 

Madrid, April 30.—In official circles it} 
is not believed that the Americans Can} 
effect a landing on the shores of, Ma- 
tanzas bay, as the bay is full of tor- 
pedoes. 

The reports cabled from Washington 
respecting the movements of the Ameri- 
can army and fleet are considered as in- 
tended to hoodwink the Spanish govern- 
ment, 

The latest dispatches from Havana say 
it was the American warship Mont- 
gomery which went ashore off the coast 
of Pinar del Rio, and that she grounded 
on the rocks near Colonados. According 
to these dispatches, three other war- 
ships succeeded in floating her, but the 
Montgomery is badly damaged. 

There are great rejoicings in Havana 
at what is described as “the American 
repulse at Matanzas.” It is not believed 
that the United States warships will 
venture to attack Manila. 

{The cruiser Montgomery referred ta 
has just arrived at Key West from 
Hamptos roads.] 


Where Is the Coal? 

London, April 30.—The Gibraltar cor- 
respondent of The Times says: “Iam 
assured by a high naval authority that 
Spain bought 17,000 tons of coal befors 
the outbreak of the war and that it 
was delivered. As neither this nor any 
important quantity reached Cadiz, it 
would be interesting to know where it 
has gone, if it has arrived.” 


Suppressing the Truth. 

New York, April 30.—The correspon- 
dent of the Fabra news agency of Mad- 
rid has received notification from the 
cable company that the Spanish govern- 
ment would not permit the delivery of 
his dispatch about the bombardment of 
Matanzas. This explains the impres- 
sion in Madrid that the American ves- 
sels were compelled to retire, which in- 
formation was obtained through the 
Spanish official version of the bombard- 
ment. 


Paris Is Safe. ; 

Fire Island, N. Y., April 30.—The look- 
out at this station reports seeing the 
lights of the steamship Paris, formerly 
of the American line, but now the prop- 
erty of the United States government 
She is heading toward New York city at 
full speed, and making not less than 2] 
knots an hour. As many of the chan- 
nel lights were out, she would not be able 
to enter the harbor before daylight. 
She should, however, be at the disposa!

Plosive are in storage there.

Communication Recently Receiv- 
ed by All Senators and Congressmen. 
All senators and members of congress 

have recently received a peculiar com- 
munication, dated ‘‘ Balto. Co., Govans- 
town, ’’ and signed ‘‘G. Israel German.’’ 
The writer says: ‘‘Iam an old farmer 
and have followed the herd and the plew, 
also an old soldier and have trudged 
many a weary mile with knapsack on 
my back, and what was it all for?’’ He 
contends, in the course of his letter, 
that ‘‘Babylpn is fallen’’ and declares, 
“If politicians and diviners can formu- 
late a better plan, is it not time they 
were about it?’ After some reference 
to Sam Jones as a preacher of wisdom 
he declares that ‘‘the whole financial, 
political and ecclesiastical scheme has 
got to be changed.’’ He adds, ‘‘The 
president should call a ‘convocation of 
restraint’—that is, call for a body of 
God fearing men, not bound by any 
creed or pet theory of their own, from 
all parts of the country.”’ 

With this indefinite outline of his 
wishes he asks the recipients of his let- 
ters to bring ‘‘these matters’’ before the 
country and ‘‘call the attention of con- 
gress and the president to them.”’

VERY Owner or keeper of a dog of three 

“4 months old or over, shall annually on or 
before the 30th Day of April, cause it to be Reg- 
istered, Numbered, Described and Licensed for 
one year from the first day of the ensuing May, 
in the office of the clerk of the city or town 
wherein said dog is kept, and shall cause it to 
wear around its neck a collar distinctly marked 
with its owner’s name and its registered num- 
ber. 

Any owner of a dog may at any time have it 
licensed until the first day of the ensuing May; 
and a person becoming the owner or keeper of a 
dog after the first day of May, not duly licensed, 
shall cause it to be registered, numbered, de- 
scribed and licensed as provided in the preced- 
ing section. 

The fee for every license shall be two dollars 
for a male dog and five dollars for a female dog. 

Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the pro- 
visions of this chapter shall forfeit Fifteen Dol- 
Jars, five dollars of which shall be paid to the 
complainant and ten dollars to the treasurer of 
the county in which the dog is kept. 

Every owner or keeper of dogs kept for breed- 
ing purposes may receive annually a special 
license authorizing him to keep such dogs upon 
the premises described in such license. When 
the number of dogs’so kept does not excced five, 
the fee for such license shall be Twenty Five 
Dollars; when the number of dogs so kept 
exceeds five, the fee shall be Fifty Dollars, and 
no fee shall be required for th dogs of such 
owner or keeper, under the age of six months. 

Any owner or keeper of a dog not duly 
licensed, which becomes three months old after 
the thirtieth day of April in any year, shall, 
whenever it is three months old, cause it to be 
registered, numbered, described and licensed 
until the first day of the ensuing May, as pro- 
vided in section eighty of chapter one hundred 
and two of the Public Statutes, and shal! cause 
itto wear around its neck a collar, distinctly 
marked with its owner's name and its registered 
number,

HOW TO CLIMB HILLS. 


Hints Which May Help Wheelmen Ont, 
More Ambition Than Strength. 

To climb steep hills requires slow 
pace at first, and he will tire betimes 
who speeds too fast. Hill climbing is of 
all particular departments of cycling 
the one which requires the most learn- 
ing. The novice will easily acquize the 
habit of proceeding along the level 
ground without more wabbling than is 
absolutely necessary to his progression 
or of descending a hill without losing 
more control of his machine than is 
needful, and even if the worst should 
come to the worst there is generally a 
nice prickly hedge or a good ditch filled 
with stinging nettles on at least one 
side of thd road. But hill climbing is, 
as one may say, quite a different matter, 
inasmuch as it requires to be carefully 
learned, and in this, asin most other 
mundane affairs, experience is the great- 
est teacher. But yet there are some prac- 
tical hints which may nof be thrown 
away upon those who have the sense to 
read as they ride, so to speak, and to 
profit by the lessons which experience 
has taught others. 

In the first place, one should never be 
discouraged because a hill appears to be 
steep. At the top of one ascent the next 
hill looks a regular wall to be surmount- 
ed, whereas, on closer acquaintance, it 
may turn out to be merely the gentlest 
of rises. And it is no doubt on this ac- 
count—namely, the influence of the 
mind over the matter of the muscles— 
that most hills are much more easily 
climbed in the dark than in the day- 
light. 

In the next place, hills that one does 
not know perfectly should not be rushed, 
The best plan is to start every ascent 
with the determination to get up as far 
as possible with as little exertion as 
possible, and todo this adequately there 
should be no fast pace at first. A very 
little practice will enable much to be 
done in the way of hill climbing. It is 
not by any means a bad plan to take 
some particular bill not far from home, 
not choosing one of exceeding steepness 

or its opposite, anda daily trial might 
be made at this hill. The rider will un-

Topic.—Little ways of bettering the world. 

—Phil. ii, 12-16; Math. v, 15-16. 

The duty of the Christian is to make

They are thus led to obey God 
properly, and it is this that leads to 
their improvement morally and spiritu- 
ally. Obedience seems like a little thing 
—trifling and insignificant—and yet it 
is a tremendously important factor in 
human life.
